About that 
lime, there was a Monthly meeting established in said countv, where 
be .was found to be truly useful ; and, with the concurrence of Friends, 
viuted the adjacent counties. 

lie also, at different times, visited Friends and others, in the states 
ut' Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, and part of Mary- 
land ; and, on his return from those visits, produced copies of minutes 
from Monthly and Quarterly meetings, expressive of Friends unity 
and satisfaction with him in his public services.

tt appears from informatioD, that he was born iu the state of 
north. Carolina, aboat the year 1763, whence he removed whilst 
joung, to the state of .Tennessee, where he resided ontil the jear 
1814, when he removed with his family^ and settled within the verge 
of this meeting. 

From some manuscripts which he left; it appears, that his tender 
and snsceptible mind, was illuminated witn the inshining of the 
beavenlr Father's love, in the morning of his day. Though he found 
it hard (or a time, to submit to the lowliness and simplicity which the 
truth re(^uired. He endured many severe 'conflicts,betore he surrender- 
ed his wdl to the government of the prince of peace. Bat through 
submission to the refining baptism of the holy spirit, he was gradually 
prepared to fill the dignified station of a minister of the gospel of 
Christ : he became an able advocate for the cause in which he had 
embarked, and by his faithful attention thereto, his labours were 
blessed, to the benefit of Friends and others ; he having borne many 
living testimonies among us. 

Often recommeoding a close attention and obedience to the mani- 
festations of light and grace in the soul, as the only means that can 
inrafe that peace which the world can neither give nor take away ; 
mnch of his time was given up in travelling abroad, to promote 
truth and righteousness among mankind. 

He often had religious meetings among those not of our society, 
and in those was frequently favoured, to lift up his voice in power, 
and authority of truth, so that sometimes, not only the whole assem- 
bly seemed to be clothed with solemnitv, but the hearts ef many 
were moved, and the witness of God in them, reached by his living 
testimonv. 

His life and conversation were exemplary : be was diligent in the 
attendance of our religious meetings, and his deportment therein, 
was solid and instructive : in meetings for discipline he was verv 
serviceable ; his remarks tending to excite Friends to a steady ad^ 
herence to divine council, in transacting the weighty affairs of the 
Church. 

His last journey in truth's service, was to a part of the meetings 
belopging to Philadelphia Yearly meeting; his health havii>g been 
on the decline for several years, and bis bodily infirmity increasing, 
he was soon after his return home, in the year 1823, mostly confined 
to his chamber and bed, for the remainder of his time, during which 
he manifested much quietness and serenity of mind. He quietly 
departed this life, the 25th of the Eighth month, 1824. 
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have felt at such times, remains with me at this time, 
and also, the sorrow that I have felt for disobedience. 
My desire was too strong, at times, to be turned from 
vanity, and the gratifying of my will in lightness; yet 
my mother's counsel agreed with the witness in my 
own breast, and followed me through all; the pure spring 
of truth suffered me not to go unreproved, for my dis- 
x)bedience, but often brought me into sorrow and con- 
demnation. O, the many scenes of vanity, and the 
many hours of sorrow, which I had to pass througlljrin 
my younger years, 1 shall pass by in silence, and let it 
suffice to know, that the Lord hath gained the point, 
and got the victory: by his almighty arm of power and 
fstreuglh, has brought me through all; weaned me from 
vanity;, caused me to bow to his will; spoken peace to 
my soul ; forgiven my many sins and transgressions ; and 
led me in the paths of peace; which are to be found 
only by obedience to his divine will, and that will is to 
be known in the h^art. Therefore turn to h>m, O, 
man! whoaoiever thou art, that he may deliver thy soul 
from death, and from the bondage of sin, and make thee 
free in Christ, that thou mayest bb free indeed, aiul made 
to piliise his holy name, which is worthy of all praise, 
honour and renown, both now and forever more: Amen, 
saith my soul.

My father 
deceased while I was young, and being deprived of his 
tender and faithful care, my dear mother endeavoured 
to raise up her children in a godly manner. I being the 
youngest of them, was most with her, which drew much 
of her care, and often made deep impressions on my 
mind, and kept me from many ovils, which 1 might other- 
wise have run into. I remember, that often when my 
mind was turned to vanity and lightness, and perhaps

Abou^the thirty-fifth year of my age, my mind was 
drawn Uii.tSke a serious view of the things of this life, 
and alsffC'of the length of eternity; which drew me se- 
cretly to consider thereon, and a fervent desire took 
place, for the salvation of my soul, that it might rest in 
the peaceful abodes, when time here shall be no more. 
This brought me to enquire, what have I done, that this 
desire should be granted met O! this awakened every 
sensation of my mind ; all things were brought into mo- 
tion; my whole life was brought into view, my sins were 
set before me : my disobedience stared me in the face. 
This was a time of trial indeed: — ^burdened by the tor- 
ments of a guilty conscience, there was no place to hide, 
nor any to which I could flee. It was in vain to call on 
the mountains to fall on me, and to hide me'^ from the 
presence of the Lord, for I saw that his eye penetrated 
all things; that all things were open to his view, and 
that it was He, whose will 1 had disobeyed, who must 
save me, if ever I was saved. Therefore, I threw my- 
self down at his feet with this short confession. " O 
Lord ! I have transgressed thy holy will ; here 1 am ; do 
with me as seemeth good in thy sight;— ;/or, to whom 
^hall I Jke? for it is thouj O Lord I that hast the words of 
eternal lifeP^ Here was distress to be felt, — and my 
secret cry was, "Lord be merciful to me a sinner!"} 
8ave my soul, if it be thy holy will; but if I go down 
to the pit, thou art still just and righteous. Q magni- 
iied and forever adored be his holy name, who is worthy 
of all honour and renown, both now and forever, for he 
was pleased in his own time, to hold out his goldea

iceptre, to tlie poor and disconsolate soul, whicli wa« 
made able to arise and touch the top thereof. Then 
was my mind humbled before him, and filled with his 
holy love in such a manner, that myfeyes were Ofiadc to 
flow with tears of joy, under a consideration of his 
goodness, and the sweetness of his love; and the lan- 
guage was in this wise : — ^^ that if I would forsake all^ 
and serve him in faithfulness and truth^ and follow him 
ichithersoever he was pleased to lead me, he zvoiild save my 
-oulfrom deaih^'^ The conditions were pleasing to my 
view, and gladly did I embrace the opportunity, and 
sacrifice all to his holy will. Ikept no pari ha'Jc; nothing 
was dear to me at that time, in comparison with peace 
of mind. After this full surrender of all things into 
his holy hands,^ he was pleased to remove my troublci?, 
as he thought best, and ^i times to show me the light of 
his holy countenance, to the unspeakable joy of my 
mind; and I often felt him to be particularly near in 
the assembUij? of his people, which made me desire 
frequently to attend places of solemn worship; but liv- 
ing fifteen miles from meeting, and having a considera- 
ble river to cross, made it diflficult, oftentimes to attend: 
yet, as my mind was engaged for the work, and as no 
worldly concerns were abteio hinder me, I was, tlirough 
divine assistance, often eolftMjpd to attend to the encour- 
ageraent of my soul, and on ray return, I was, through 
the incomes of his divine love, made to sing praises to 
his holy name. I write this for the encouragement of 
those who labour under the same difiiculty of getting to 
meetings, that they may press through all^ and the Lord 
will reward thej* for it. 

About the 3d month, 1800, I often felt the power of 
the Lord to work in me, to the qualifying of my mind 
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for bis service; and the inability I felt, at that time for 
his great and awful work, caused me to go bowed down 
in bitterness of spirit many days, with desires, and ear- 
nest breathings of- soul to the Lord, that if he was 
pleased to call me to the great and solemn work of the 
Ministry, he would give me a clear sight of the right 
time, for of ourselves we can do nothing to profit. And 
blessed and adored be the great name of the Lord for- 
ever, who was pleased to bring me on, by appearing 
more and more to my mind, to prepare me for receiving 
the word of command, when he should think fit to give 
it: but when the time came, O the backwardness there 
was in me to perform what I believed was required of 
me, which was, to appear in supplication to the Most 
High, in a public meeting of his people, so that I trem- 
bled at the thoughts thereof,* and at times did most 
humbly beg to be excused therefrom, through weakness 
and fear, lest I should be too forward, and by an un- 
timely appearance, bring dishonour to the, great cause 
of truth, which was dear to me. But when I had tried 
the fleece on both sides, the wet and the dry, I found 
thait in thus appearing, was my way to peace. But I 
lament to relate that I held back, after all scruple 
and doubt were removed fpom my mind, and put off my 
duty from time to time; and after 1 felt the life to arise, 
and the word of command to be given, and had neglect- 
ed to be faithful thereunto, until meetings were closed: 
O the sorrow and distress that I then felt! I was then 
ready to beg that the Lord would pass by my backward- 
ness, and continue bis living presence with me; and to 
promise, that if he would favour me again with a feel- 
ing sense of his life, and the word of command, I woald 
undoubtedly obey. But when I felt the weight to arise 
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again, I put it off, still afraid to comply ivith what I 
believed was required; so that I have sioce often had 
to admire at the goodness of the Almighty, in being so 
compassionate as to bear so long with me, in my back- 
wardness to comply with his will. But what persuasion 
could not effect,*judgment brought about, for at this 
time, I belonged to a small nfeetiBg, which was held by 
indulgence once a month, ^nd was a branch of Lost 
Creek Monthly Meeting, (in Tennessee,) and at one of 
these little meetings, the power of the Lord on me was 
so great that I could hardly sit still ; and I again felt the 
word of command to fall down on my knees, and sup- 
plicate the Most High. But I let in the reasoner again, 
and reasoned Until meeting broke; and then, O! the 
horror that I felt. And for many days it appeared J;Rat 
all goodness wks withdrawn from me* O! then, how 
did I desire to feel one moment's presence of my master, 
but could not. Then did I often retire to lonely places, 
and try to call on the name of the Lord my God, but could 
not fii)d a word to utter before him. Then did I again 
covenant, that if he would be pleased to appear again 
to my distressed soul, let him require what he would, 
I would obey his command. But it was some time be- 
fore he was pleased to show me his face again, so that 
my will was for the present, fully brought down, and 
self laid low in the dust, when I was made willing, 
through his strength, to do bis will, and what he might 
be pleased to require of me. And when the Lord of 
glory, knew that I was fuUy humbled, he again appeared 
with the incomes of his precious fc)ve, to my poor soul, 
and overshadowed me with his everlasting arm of 
strength, in such a manner, that the whole man was 
made to bow before^ bim in awful solemn silence, and in 
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this state, in quietly waiting to know his will, I felt the 
word of command, and strength again given to suppli- 
cate in a few words. It was an awful solemn time, 
and many sincere hearted friends were much affected, 
and broken into tears. This was at Lost Creek Meet- 
ing, on first day, the 28th of the 9th mouth, in the year 
of our Lord 1800. . 

^01 the joy and sweet cpnsolation I felt, and my soul '^ 
could praise the Lord my God, as I rode to my habita- 
tion — and for many days and weeks 1 felt his love to 
flow into my heart, and was often ready to conclude, 
that my services in that line were over, and that it would ^ 
not be any more required of me ; for 1 attended maj^ 
meetings, feeling his love to fill my heart, but felt not 
the.word of command for some time: — but as I was sit- 
ting in meeting with, my mind much gathered and stayed 
on the Lord, I felt his power to overshadow me in a re- 
markable manner, and a scripture text was brought to 
my remembrance, which I believed I was required to 
relate, with a few words of exhortation. 01 the inex- 
pressible cross it was, to think that I, the least of all tlie 
flock, should be called upon to appear in public. But 
I knew that of myself J could do nothing, that it was 
the Lord's work, and that he would give ability to per- 
form: — and to the praise of his great name, I can ac- 
knowledge, that "hitherto the Lord hath helped me,"* 
and O, travailing soul! trust thou in him, "for in the 
Lord Jehovah is everlasting strength,''! and he will not 
forsake the weak in the time of trial, for he careth for 
the sparrows, and thou art of more value than many 
sparrows, and although thou mayest feel thyself as the 
pelican in the wilderness, or as the sparrow on the 
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house top, yet remember that the hairs of thy head are 
nuiTtberi.d, and one of them shall not be suffered to fall

Tery often appear in public at first, but when J did, 0\ 
the sweetness I felt, by submitting to his will. 

First day^ the 28«A of the Sd month, 1 802.— I attended 
our meeting on the south side of French Broad river, 
and my mind was drawn forth in supplication, which 
was the second time I performed that great and awful 
service in a public manner* This was after a time of 
much inward want and poverty — ^but the sweetest ir^ 
comes of his everlasting love did arise to the rejoicing 
of my soul, and I was enabled to sing praises to his holy 
name* 

7th month 23rf, 1803. — Attended our meeting at Lost 
Creek, wherein I had to pass through deep exercise, but 
my mind was still and quiet through all* 

First day, the 24/fc*-^Attended meeting at the same 
place, in nrhich my mind was deeply exercised for some 
present, who, I believed had long hardened their hearts 
against the visitations of the Lord, and whose days of 
visitation were near to pass over their heads; and after 
a time of deep travail of spirit, I was enabled to sound 
an alarm amongst them, to the relief of my own mind; 
and the prayer of m} soul is, that they may hear, return, 
repent, and live. 

First day, the 3\st, — Attended the meeting near the 
Panther Spring, where I found deep dipping in the fore 
part of the meeting, but after a time of hard labour, the 
life and power of truth arose, and the word of exhorta- 
tion flowed freely, to the tendering of many hearts. 
This was a day, which, I hope, will not be soon forgq^r 
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ten, for mj soul was made to rejoice in the strength oi' 
the Lord my God. 

First day J the l-4<^ -e^f <A<» Qth nwonthK — ^Ai o^HT Quar- 

lerlj Meeting at Lost Creek, through love to the people, 
and a desire to do good, I advanced in testimony beyond 
my guide, which caused me much trouble, and heartfelt 
sorrow, to think, that after feeling myself, at many times, 
the least of all the iBock, and finding it hard work to 
stand up in the assemblies of the people, I should ad"* 
vance too far in testimony. O! what danger there is, 
and what a guard ought to be kept, lest we should, 
through love to the people, and a desire to do p,ood, set 
our morsel before the people, before the Lord hatb 
blessed it. 

The ^th of the ^ month, 1 804. — I attended an ap- 
pointed meeting at the house of Abraham Elliots mostly 
amongst the society of Baptists, some of whom I be- 
lie ve^were seeking more substantial food, than that with 
which their teachers were ifeeding them. These got at 
crumb of refreshment from the Heavenly Father's boun- 
tiful table, for the life and power of truth was with u?, 
which is our strength and confidence. Ailer meeting, 
one of their teacher? asked me when 1 intended to come 
again and see them? I replied, I knew not. He asked 
me why? I answered,.that in that case, 1 was but a ser- 
vant, and not my own carver: but if my master said go, 
I hoped to be faithful, and if he did not call roe I desired 
not to run unsent. He said I should come again, and 
tell them of the good things of God: — **for," continued 
he, " if we stay at home, and go not out, we shall know 
nothing,*' then bid farewell, and staid not for an answer. 
O, the strength of nvin! — how many there are, who are 
endeavouring to stir up the beloved of their souls in 



Iheir own will, thinking that God will be pleased with 
their outward performances, and man made devotion ! 
How many it hinders from coming to :he pure life! 

The \9thof the 7th month. — I feel a de^re for the en- 
couragement of p6or travailing souls, who are seeking 
eternal rest, oft times as with their hands on their loins, 
for mere pain, and heartfelt sorrow, for the absence of 
the Lord and bridegroom of their souls, who may at 
times, withdraw his presence, and to the sensations of 
their minds leave thom comfortless: — then there is a time 
to mourn. This has been tlie trying situation of my 
mind for some weeks, so that I have been almost ready 
to faint by the way, and to conclude that I was forsaken. 
And tfiis morning, (it being meeting d.iy,) my mind was 
so deeply exercised, that I was afraid of distraction, for 
want of patience to endure tlie trials which through best 
wisdom might be permitted to fall on me, for the refi- 
ning of some of the dross which still remained in me; 
and in great distress I sat alone in silence to wait on 
the Lord, and to feel after him, if happily I might feel 
him return to the reviving of my spirit; but all proved 
in vain. In his own time, however, he was pleased 
to give patience: — for walking from the shop to the 
house, hardly knowing for what, the depression of mj 
mind was such, that seeing a book lying on the desk, I 
put my hand on it, and thought, how often, with satis- 
faction, have I read this book ; but where shall I now 
find that which wiU give comfort to my soul. On open- 
ing the book, I found these words written,' ^ The dimple 
is not above his Master, nor the servant above his Lord(^* 
and " In his humiliation his judgment is taken away^ an/SL 
-<\)ho shall declare his generation ?^^1 which words sunk 
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dcfip in my mind, believing that they were shown to 
me, f*>r the CiicoiiragHment of my tried situation, which 
brouglit quietude over my mind. I laid down the book, 
and said in my heart, " Thy will he doiie^ Lord my God! 
in all things J and not mine^^ and from that time J had pa- 
tie- ce given me to look forward with hope, believing tiiat 
all would work together for good* In that state of mind I 
went to meeting, and was favored with as much stillness 
as I ever experienced, in which J was made to rejoice, 
and the burden went off my mind, and light and life 
sprang up in my soul, for which I was enabled to praise 
His holy name, who is worthy of ail praise, honor and 
renown, boih now and forever. 
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>Ic seta out on a viflit to friends in Georgia, SonHi Carolina, and 
in some parts of North Carolina — proceeds into Georgia —thence 
into South Carolina — and to the Yearly Meeting in North Caro- 
lina — rt'tnrns home. — Joins a Committee in visiting the meetings 
belonging to his own Quarter — then visits tho families bflonging 
to Newhope Monthly Meeting. — V^isits the Preparative Meetings 
belonging to his own Monthly Meeting — and, with a committee, 
the families of the Quarterly Meeting. 

Tfie Q3d of (he Sth month, 1804. — Having laid before 
our Pre[)arative and Monthly Meeting:?, a concern which 
had loi.g impressed my mind, to visit the ciiurches in 
Georgia, South Carohna and part of North Carolina, 
and also, pur Yearly Meeting at Little river, in the lower 
pariS of the last mentfoned slate, and having the con- 
currence of Friends, in obedience to what 1 believed to 
he my duty, I left home, my dear wife, and ten children, 
to perform the aforesaid journey, and rode to William 
Morgan's, wlio w^as my agreeable comp<inion, he being 
an elder in good esteem among -Friends, The next 
morning we set our faces towards Gtoc^iR, having the 
good will and prayers of our brethren and sisters, and 
on the eighth day following, arrived in the settleme^it of 
Friends in that state^ and put up at the house of our be- 
loved friends Samuel and Mary Jones, and were truly 
thankful to find ourselves amongst Friends. 

Seventh day, the \st of the 9th month. — We attended 

Wrightsborough Monthly Meeting, in great depression 
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of spirit, yet a small degree of life arose, in which I 
had some service, hut not to much relief to my mind. 
O I the weight of oppression which is to be felt in this 
land ; under a sense of which my mind was deeply exer- 
cised, both in this, and also in their First-day meeting* 
The next day, at the same place, I had strength given 
to clear my mind amongst them, and had secretly to re- 
joice, in the Lord, my strength and my shield. May 
the inhabitants of this land, bow to the Lord in mercy, 
before severe judgment overtake them, is my sincere 
desire. 

Second-cky, 3d of the 9th month. — Had a meeting at 
Stubbs's meeting, (so called,) — a blessed time, the power 
of the Lord being near, in which the doctrine of truth 
flowed sweetly, to the tendering and rejoicing of man}-; 
a time not soon to be forgotten. Many of the people 
called Methodists attended, who, I believed, were a ten- 
der seeking people. May they be brought through all, 
and kept in the line of obedience, and be enabled to see 
through the weakness of self performance in their own 
strength, is what my soul desires. 

Third-day^ the 4th. — Had a meeting at Cane Creek, 
wherein I had hard labour, in endeavouring to arouse 
Jthe lukewarm professors of several denominations ; but 
-strength was given, and truth reigned over all, in which 
I was made to rejoice, , and join my friend:-' in praising 
the Lord, the Author of all good. May we keep hum- 
ble and bow before him, so as to be worthy of the bles- 
sings which are laid up in store for those that serve him, 
^nd keep his commandments. 

.. The next day, we rested in Georgia, and had a sit- 
ting with a few familios in the evening, at the house of 
«ur dear friends Joh^ and Mary Parmer. 
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Fifih'Say^ the Bih. — ^Lefl Georgia with peaceful minds, 
and had a pleasant ride to South Carolina^ and that 
night reached Henderson's se.ttlement, our kind friends 
Wilham Farmer and John Sanders bearing us company. 

Sixth-day^ the 7th. — Had a meeting at Friends' meet- 
ing, called Alhvood — the first we had in that state. It 
is a low time with the wrestling seed in those Southern 
lands; yet some are to be found, who are alive in the 
cause of truth. These tvcre near to me;— may they 
live near to the Fountain of life; love and obey him: 
and endure the turning of his holy hand on them; then 
he will bless them, and keep them in the arms of his 
loVe. The mother may forget her sucking child, or 
bride her attire, yet the Lord will not forget his little 
ones, who trust in him, and keep his commandments.'*' 
May all the sons and * daughters of men, so walk, that 
he may pour down the blessings from above upon them! 

Seventh-day^ the Bth, — Rode to Rayborn's Creek, and 
had a meeting there next day ; it was a low time to my 
mind. 1 llhd a few words to drop, but found no relief. 
. When we were on our way to Georgia, and at the house 
of Charles Pope, in the Golden Grove, we felt a motion 
of truth to have a meeting there, which through diffi- 
dence and homan fear we put by, to the distress of my 
mind; and under a sense of disobedience, and the dis- 
tress arising therefrom, 1 was niade willing to say, in the 
secret of my soul, '^ Oh Lord ! take off the burden which 
I have brought on myself by disobedience, and go with 
us through Georgia: support and keep us in thy love and 
fear, and when thou bringest us into this state again, wo 
will) at thy command, come to this place, and through 
thy aid and assistance, perform thy will? And from 

Isa. xlix. 1^ 
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that time, until we came to this place, I feJt no more ol 
it: buf now, feeling it to revive, and upon enquiry, find- 
ing that we were within thirty miles of the Golden 
Grove, we quickly gave up to go, our dear friend 
Joseph Cook bearing us company. So, on Second-day, 
we rode to the house of the aforenamed Pope, and had 
a meeting there in the forenoon next day; then, in 
the afternoon, another at the house of James Hiatt. 
These meetings were held amongst Baptists mostly, and 
some Methodists; who were quiet and attentive, an(} the 
Lord helped through to satisfaction, blessed be his name 
forever. 

Fourth-day^ the 1 2/A. — Rode back to Raybom's creek, 
and had a meeting there next day. Notice having been 
given when we were there before, many gathered, not 
of our society, and it was a trying time indeed to my 
mind, under a consideration of the danger of that spirit 
which has got "at ease in Zion, and is trusting in the 
mountains of Samaria,"* trusting in a name to live, 
while it is dead. This spirit is too prevalentin our so- 
ciety, as well as in others ; too many being inclined io 
live on the food which was gathered yesterday, and not 
seeking for daily bread to support the soul; and having 
itching ears, they are looking to the poor servants to be 
fed with words, while their souls are in want. I was 
enabled to place the bu^rden and exercise of my mind 
where it belonged, after which our dear friend Charity 
Cook, had a short but lively testimony to bear, to the 
>ame import, in which I had to rejoice, and after a few 
words to the youth, we left the place in peace. 

After meeting, we rode to Mud Lick, and had a meet- 
ing there on Sixth dJiy, the 14tb. During most of this 

*Arao9 vi. l» 
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^meeting I was closed up in meurning and deep distress 
of mind, and near the close had a few words, to drop 
which gave me no reilef; so I left the meeting house in 
sorrow of heart; and had a sitting in the family of the 
widow Hollingswortti; (she being sick;) — this was a 
moment of fdvour to my mind. There are some pre- 
cious young people in her family, among whom the l&ve 
of the Father was to be felt. May they live near the 
Lord, and love and obey him in me and truth. 

Seventhrday^ihe \5th» — Had a meeting at White Lick: 
a time never to be forgotten by us. The Lord in his 
mercy and goodness, put into our hearts the sdiig which 
is ever new, thei song of praise and thanksgiving, which 
is due to his holy name^ both now and forever more. It 
was a day in which the springs of living waters were 
opened to the reviving of the thirsty land. Oh I may 
my soul trust in him, and rely on him forever. 

First-day^ the 16/^. — ^Were at Bush river meeting, in 
which I had hard labour and plain dealing, and the Lord 
was near4o help through to grc^t satisfaction of mind. 
At three o'clock in the afternoon, I had a meeting with 
the youth: — this was a watering time, and 1 believe- 
that there are some who will remember this meeting in 
days yet to come. After meeting we r»de to the house of 
our kind friend Enoch Pearson, who had been accepta- 
bly in our parts on a religious visit: we found him alive 
in the truth. 

Second-day^ the \7th. — Had a meeting at the Rocky 
Spring, wherein I was enabled to labour to the peace of 
my mind. Lodged again with our aforesaid friend, who 
was our pilot and feeling companion to Tiger river, next 
da)% 
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Fourth-day, the 19/A. — Had a meeting at the lower 
meeting house on Paget's creek. This was a time of 
favour, and my mouth was opened on these words: ^^Is 
all well? is it well with thee? is it well with thy hus- 
band? is it ivell with the child?"* and to show, that we 
ovght to p^s by the servant to th^ master, and to fdr- 
sake him npt until he bless us with a spirit of life. Here 
we parted with our before mentioned kind friend, who 
returned home. 

The three following days we aitetided, in succession, 
Cane Creek Preparative Meeting, the upper meeting on 
Paget's'Creek, and Cane Creek Monthly Meeting; th6 
first was silent, and the next laborious; but the last was 
a time of rejoicing togethier. After these n^eetings, we 
set our faces towards North Carolina, and the four 
following days, rode to Hunting Creiek. 

Fifth-day, the 27iA.-^Had a meeting at Friends' meet- 
ing house to good satisfaction ; — the truth reigned over 
all; blessed be his holy name, who hitherto faat^ helped 
us, wbo are poor and wcfak, yet through him, '6ften made 
strong. Nett day, we had a meetmg at the iirouse of 
Hichard Ratcliff, amongst- Baptrsts, Methodists, and 
Friends. This was a time of hard labour; the peojple 
being so outward hi their minds, that it was hard to bHng 
them io a s'eiSse of the inward vrork of true religion, 
without which there can be no profit to thcsoul; for the 
food which the soul is to live upon is spiritual, and is 
not outward declaration. 

Seventh-day, the 29^A.-^Had a hieeting at Deep Creek ; 
here the Liord helped nie in testimony to the satisfaction 
of my ihind. 

Second-day, the Ut of the \Oth month. — Were at Deep 
River Montiily Meeting. Here is a large number of 

S Kings, iv. 26.— t. 31 . 
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valuable Friends; yet some appeared to be too much 
as stumbling bluck^, in the vray of the little oitc«; but 
strength was given to dear my mind (o satisfactioiL 
Rested nest day iit the bouse of our friends Thomas 
and Rulh Mi.rgj^n. On Fourtli-day, we were at Spring- 
field Preparative Meeting; and ou Fftb^lay, at meeljmg 
at Center. This was a time of sorrow indeed, to my 
mind, having once been a member of this meeting, nnd 
a witness of belter limes, than 1 thought were to be felt 
there now. There seemed to be a few elderly Friends, 
whose heads were covered with grey hairs, and who 
ought to here been as way-marks for the hllle oiic§*, bill 
instead thereof, they appeRi«d to stand in theV«y^ t»ti 
I nm ready to think, that truth will never prosper ib llHit 
place, until the last ro^e to befirft,and they who should 
have been first, come to be last; for I do firmly bclie*e» 
ihat there is a travailing remnant of faiihrul friends in 
Ihat meeting, and 1 am ready to think, that Center tflll 
etNne to see better times. May tlie Lord hasten the 
limey*attb my aoul. ^ 

SUlhfit.y, the 5th. — Had a com&rtable meeting nt 
providence, wherein the. truth flowed in tenderness 
and Mteet C06solation, to the refreshing of many mtuds^ 
and the rejoicing of my drooping epirile. 
. Sevatth-doT/, ihe Glh. — Were at Cane Creek Monlhty 
Meeting; and also at the meeting for woriihip ocit day; 
and one in the afternoon for the youth, aM of wVilch 
■were highly favored tneetlngs. Ht-re I found many »f 
mv If*'' relations and former associates, with whmi 1 
bad Bpeul many of my youthfnl days in lioness and 
vanity ; but now 'I met many -of (hem in the paths of love, 
hnd in the valley of bumili»ition, pressing forward io the 
line of their duty: — may the Lord keep oa in his holy 
hand' 
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Second-day^ the Sth. — We were at Spring Monthly 
Bfecting, to some satisfaction, and next day bad a meet- 
ing at Friends' meeting house, near Thomas Lii.dley's; 
in which my mind experienced much exercise and 
sorrow, by reason, as I believed, of some hardness which 
had got amongst the members, yet under a /eeling sense 
of love, I bad a few words of encouragement to a mourn- 
>5. ing remnant in that place: — may they keep their ranks. 
80 that they may prosper and prevaiK 

Fourih-dny^ the iOth. — Were at Rocky River meeting, 
which was large, and crowned with tfce Master's bles- 
sed presence, to the help of his poor servants, and to 
the comfort of his little ones. May his name be forever 
blessed, saith my soul. 

Fifth-flay^ the llth, — At Holly Spring meeting — silent, 
except a few words at the close of the meeting, inform- 
ing them that I had nothing given me, to deliver to 
them, and that I did not. leave home, and all my near 
and dear connexions, to coimnunicate any .thing in my 
own will. Oh ! that all gosdel ministers would be cstreful 
of feeding the people with premeditated matter. 

Sixth-day^ the ISA. — Had a meeting at Isaac Wells's, 
a friend who lived remote from meeting, amongst Bap- 
tists and a few friends. 

First'day\ the XAth. — We were at the Ridge meeting. 
This was a day of favour and openness; and the doc- 
trines of truth were larg ly treated of, and the living 
faith set forth, and distinguished from the historical 
faith. 

Second-day^ the \5th. — Attended an appointed meeting 

atf^aron Tyson's, amongst Friends and others. This 

was a day of enlargement to my mind; — ^the necessity 

^ of making our peace with God in this life^ was set forth 

with demonstration and with power. 
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Fifth-day^ the l^th. — We were at Cane Creek again. 
and after visiting some of my dear relations, we set 
off for our Yearly Meeting, which began on the 27th of 
the 10th month, and held until the 1st of the 11th 
month, inclusive, 1 804, 

After the conclusion of the Yearly Meeting, we set 
our faces towards home, and rode to Jack Swamp, which 
meeting we attended on First-day, the 4th. It was a day 
of gladness and rejoicing in the Lord, whose arm of 
strength was made bare for his children, ;ind those who 
truly love him. From thence we rode to the Western 
Quarterly Meeting, held at Cane Creek, and after at- 
tending it, we had a meeting on Second-day, the 12th, at 
Copcord. On Fourth-day, the 14th, we were at Muddy 
Creek; on Fifth-day, at Bellew's Creek, and on Scv<'nth- 
day, at Westfield Monthly Meeting, to good satisfaction. 
And now, feeling our minds clear, wc set out for home, 
and got to our Monthly Meeting at I^st Creek, on the 
24th of tile 11th month, where I met my beloved wife, 
and some of my children in health and endeared love 
and affection, and I wjis truly glad to find myself amongst 
my endeared friends at home, and thankful to the Au'hor 
of all my strength, for thus leadir)g me about^ and bring- 
ing me back in peace, and enabled to sing his praise, 
who is worthy of all honour and renown, bolh now and 
forever more. Amen! 1 was from home on this journey, 
three months and three days, and rode about 1700 miles. 

The ^ih day of the ^d months 1805. — At our Quarterly 
Meeting held at Lost Cre^k, a large committee was 
appointed io visit the meetings belonging thereto, a.id 
my name being set down as one, I have thought it best 
to keep some account of the visit. The connnitlee 
met at our Montliiy Meeting of Lost Creek, on the 30th 
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day of the Sd month, and on Second d^y the Ist of the 
4th month,Aad a meeting at the Grassy Valley. This 
Tfits a time of deep travail to our minds, wherein suita- 
ble cbunscl and advice followed freely. On Fourth-day, 
the 3d, we were at Newbury meeting, in which ability 
was given to labour in love, and there appeared to be 
great openness to receive, so that we were much re- 
freshed together. May this time be remembered by us, 
so that we may be enabled to return thanks, both for 
this and all'olher favours which he has been pleased to 
bArtow upon us, unto him, to whcmi it belongs. 

Sia^hrday^ ike bth, — Had a meeting at our meeting^ 
house, on.^lj^ south side of French Broad river, to 
good satisfaction. Next day, at Lost Creek: — This 
was a day to be remembered by us; a d^y of trouble 
and sorrow, of inward travail and labour; for the chil- 
dren seemed to have come to the birth, and there was 
not strength given, for some time, to bring forth ; but at 
last, life arose, and ability was given to i^Heve our 
minds. May the careless and disobedient hoar and 
obey, the seeking mind be refreshed, and the feeble 
knees made strong. 

Firairday, the 1th. Vfere at Canaday^s meeting, 

wherein the Lord was near to help his depend] rig ones; 
and in whose presence we bad cause to rejoice in this 
our parting opportunity. 

After this meeting we took our leave of one another, 
and set our faces homeward. I got home next morning, 
$«nd found all well, io our mutual satisfaction. 

I continued about home, and attended meeti^gfB ^^ 
they came in course, until the 4th day of the 5th month, 
when I left home again, to n^t the committee, in order 
to finish our visit to the meetings; I also, having a pros^ 
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pect of visiting the familica of Friends belonging to 
Ke-.\liope Monthly Meeting, before my return, having 
obtained a minute of concurrence from our Monthly 
Meeting for that purpose, Hugh Maxwell proposing to 
accompany me. 

We mostly met at the meeting on Lick Creek, on 
Third-day, the 7th, and were rejoiced to see each other 
again, and were enabled to labour in love and plainness 
amongst our dear friends and brethren, to the satisfac- 
tion of OUT own mindN, and, I hope, to the profit of some 
of the members of that meeting. 

Fourthrtlay^ the Qth — We were at Newhope meeting, 
wherein the Lx)rd was near to help in couMel, enabling 
us to 9peak to the states of the people, anfl to point out 
the deficiencies amongst them, which seemed to awakjn 
and bring some to a sense of their condition, to the re- 
joicing of the sincere in heart. O, may we bless the 
Lord for these favours, and return to him the praise 
wnich is due only to His holy name, now and forever 
more. Amen. 

Fifihrday^ the 9ih. — We were at Limestone meeting :-r- 
This was a day of hard labour and travail of spirit. 
Here the committee had a conference, in order to make 
up a report to the Quarterly Meeting. It was a sea- 
son of refreshment, as a shower of rain on the dry 
ground, even the showers from Heaven above ; which 
caused us to say, **it is enough, O Lord! we praise thy 
holy name for all thy favours bestowed on us." Many 
of the committee, as well as myself, were but young 
in this work, and it was profitable to some of us, and I 
hope, to some of those whom we visited. May the 
Lordf preserve his people in truth and riglUeousness, so 
that they may be as a city set on a hill, which cannot be 
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hid; and that our light may so shine before men, that 
they, seeing our good works, may glorify oup Father 
who is in Heaven.* 

After attending our Quarterly Meeting held at New^ 
Hope, I, with my before mentioned friend, entered on 
mv visit to the families of Friends of tlie aforesaid 
Woiilily Me«'ti'ig, and visited upwards of fifty families. 
Then returned home, on the 22d of the 5th month, to 
our famihes, and found them well. Through all, the 
Jjord helped- us, his presence beinp felt to be near. 

After this, I staid about. home for some time, and 
attended meetings as they came in course^ in which I 
often had j»^lfejoice with my dear friends; although we 
had at times, to experience proving seasons, which I 
■ always found, (if rightly endured) to tend to our profit 
ond establishment in the truth. 

First-day 9 the \5th of the dth month. — 1 attended an ap- 
pointed meeting at the house of Charles Hood, which 
was large, and attended by persons of divers denomina- 
tions, who were quiet and attentive. It was a day of 
great labour, although truth did not arise into so great 
dominion as at some other times, yet the meeting was 
to good satisfaction. 

TheQGth of the dth months 1805—1 have lately re- 
turned home from a visit to some families in the verge 
of Newbury Preparative Meeting, who are convinced 
and are constant attenders of Our meetings, but who are 
not in membership with us. This was a time of en- 
largement! O the goodness of the Liord our God to 
his dependant creatures! Bow before him, O my soul! 
for his goodness to thee through this little visit! Pros- 
trate thyself at his feet, for he is all things needful^ and 

*l Mat V. 14, 16. 
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lijith upheld thee, and fed thee, with the riches of his 
mercies; therefore, keep low and humble, whereby thou 
wilt be enabled to give him the praise, the ho^iour, 
and renown, which is due to his holy name, both now 
and forever more. Amen. 

TTie 24/A of the 12/A month. — This morning I am about 
to leave home, in company with other Friends, to visit, 
by appointment of the Monthly Meeting, the Prepara- 
tive meetings belonging thereto. 

Fourfh-day^ the 95th. — Visited Newbury Preparative 
Meeting: the fore part was exercising, but the latter 
part was favoured with the Master's help, and the 
meeting ended to satisfaction. Next dajl^wc rode to 
the Grassy Valley; dnd on Sixth-day, the 27th, attended 
the Preparative Meeting there. This, was a time not 
to be soon forgotten: the Lord spread the tabb-, and 
furnished it, and caused us ' to partake thereof, to the 
refreshing of our minds, wherein we coald say, "Hi'h- 
erto hath the Lord helped us."* From thence we went 
to our Monthly Meeting, and on First-day, the 29th, we 
got home, and found our children well; my dear wife 
beingf one of the committee, was with us in this visit. 

Sixth-day, the 94th of the Ut month, 1806. — Attended 
the Preparative Meeting^ at Lort Creek. This was a 
day of hard labour. I attended in succession the Se- 
lect Preparative Meeting, the Monthly Meeting, and 
the First-day meeting, at the same place, then returned 
home on the 27th, and found all well. 

Our Quarterly Meeting held at Lost Creek, on the 
8th day of the 2d month, 1 806, appointed a large corn- 
mi* tee to visit the families belonging thereto, and my 
name was set down for one of the committee. The

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committee mostly met at our Monthly Meeting in the 3d 
month, after which they visited most of the families be- 
longing thereto, of which I kept no account. But there 
being a family living on Clinch River, remote from 
Friends, and two members on Flat Creek, whom the 
committee declined to visit, after I got home, they were 
brought livingly to my mind, so that 1 thought it was 
required of me to go and see them. 1 accordingly left 
home on the 9th day of the 4th month, and in nothing- . 
ness of self went to see them: and blessed be his holy 
iicune who is our strength in times of weakness, he went 
with mfe through this short journey, and helped me to 
satisfaction, avd in a particular manner, at the First-day 
meeting at the Grassy Valle}'^: notice hfiving been given 
as I went along, there was a large meeting, and I be- 
lieve through his holy help, it was a profitable time to 
riome of us. Then, in the afternoon, as I rode home, my 
heart was filled with songs of praise to his holy name. 
And after my return, when I was penning this down, my 
heart and soul broke forth on this wise: 

Lord ill thy name I now rejoice, 
Desiring to obpy thy voice. 
From all thou'st led me in ifiy ways, 
And brought me back, thy love to praise. 

The \dth day oftlie 6th month. — I have witnessed some 
lonesome hours for some time past, for the want of the 
Father's presence; but this day, my soul centres down 
in the language of the great Psalmist of Israel: "Why 
rtrt thou cast down, O my soul, and why art thou dis- 
quieted within me? Hope ihou in God, for I shall yet 
praise him, who is the health of my countenance- and my 
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God/''' Here througVi faith, my soul rested iDquictudc, 
.ind firm reliance on the Lord's everlasting arm, which 
will never fail them that put their trust in him. O my 
soul! mayest thou ever be anchored in the deep, in times 
of distress, trusting that now and then thou shalt have 
a calm, and that the sun of righteousness will sliine 
forth, the moon and stars appear in their proper lustre, 
wherein thou ?halt truly rejoice as in former days. 

The \6ihof the 1th months 180(5. — I left home, and 
proceeded to Newhope to finish the family visit, agree- 
ably to the Quarterly Meeting's appointment, and rode 
to my brother Isaac WilUams''s, in order to accompany 
his wife, she being one of the committee. Next day 
we went to the mc^eting on Panther Creek, and notice 
having been previously given of our intention of being 
there, many were gathered, who were looking «>ui for 
words, and it pleased the Master that they should, for 
the most part, be taught by example, the advantage of 
silence, in which 1 had great satisfaction and inward 
peace, believing that it wa§ §o ordered bj best wisdom, 
who knows what is be8t for man. 

Next day we rode to Newhope, and on Seventh-day, 
ihe 19th, attended the Monthly Meeting, at which we 
met the rest of the committee, in order to go on the 
aforesaid visit. 

First-day^ the 20/A. — Sat with one family, and attended 
the meeting at Newhope, wherein the Lx>rd was near 
to lielp, and, in his own time, he gave strength to preach 
the gospel in the demonstration of the spirit of truth, to 
the satisfaction and peace of my mi^d, and, I hope, to 
the comtbrt and help of others. Aftvr uieeting, we rode 
ijo Limestone, to the house of Elihu Embreo, who was, 

Ps. xliii. 5. 
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I hope, returning from and out of the dark spirit of 
deism. We had a precious opportunity with his family, 
which, I hope, will not be soon forgotten. Visited three 
otlier families, and lodged at Abraham Smith's, and 
next morning, with his family, and a woman who came 
to sit with us, we had a precious time. The woman 
expressed that she had felt the bridegroom of her soul 
to be near to her. and in the sense thereof, spoke of the 
goodness of the Lord, and bore witness, that it was from 
the God of her salvation, known and witnessed in the 
heart. O! that mankind would come to this experi- 
mental knowledge of his goodness, which is only to be 
known, by the teachings of his spirit, in the secret of 
the soul, and which, coming from God, leads to liim. 

Fourth-day. — Attended Newhope meeting in silence. 
We then proceeded on our visit, wherein the Lord was 
near and gave us a clear sight of what he required, and 
itrength, as we believe, to perform his will. 

First-day, the Tith. — Attended Lick Creek meeting, 
where many came in to sit with us, who were not iu 
membership with us, and although the bread handed 
forth, was as a barley loaf, yet it being blessed wi(h a 
blessing from above, it was <ufiiciei;it to fill and refresh 
every hungry soul present. 

Second-day, the 28/A. — We finished our visit, and on 
Third-day, the 29th, got home, where I found all well* 
under a sens^e whereof, I was trulv humbled. 
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He opens a concern to visit some of the meetings within the compass 
of Baltimore Yearly Meeting. — A severe frost, and remarks there- 
on. — Has some appointed meetings. — Sets out on his visit. — Ohio. 
Indiana. — Ohio. — Returns home. — Removes within the limits of 
Newbury meeting. — Remarks on education. — Visits the families 
of his own Monthly Meeting. — Has some appointed meetings.— 
Visits by appointment, the meetings belonging to his own Quar- 
terly meeting. — Has some meetings from amongst Friends — and 
performs some visits partly amongst other societies. 

Isi morUk^ SOth^ 1807. — In a select meeting at Lost 
Creek, 1 opened a concern which had long lain with in- 
creasing weight on my mind, to visit some of the meet- 
ings within the verge of Baltimore Yearly Meeting; and 
Dorcas and Lydia Gardner, and their companion, Laban 
Mitchell, from Nantucket, who were on a religious visit 
in these parts, being presfent, their sympathy with me, 
and prayers for my preservation through this service, 
and all others through which I might have to pass 
through, gave strength to my mind. I think that words 
never sunk deeper into my heart, than a few which dear 
Lydia spoke. Friends left me to hiovc the same as 
truth should open the way. 

Second month. — Opened my concern in our Monthly 
Meeting at Lost Creek, and had Friends' concurrence 
and sympathy therein. 

3d nunUhj 2Sth. — Our Monthly Meeting gave me a 

certificate to travel, according to the fore mentioned 

4* 
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concern, and whilst the clerk was signing it, the breath- 
ings of my soul were, " Lord help me! for my mind is 
low, and my strength is in thee, O Father I for without 
thee I can do nothing that will tend to thy glory, or to 
the peace of my own mind; but through thy assistance^ 
I can give up all, and go whithersoever thou please to 
lead me." 

On the 3d day of the 5th month, this year, we had a 
severe frost, which killed most of the fruit of the trees; 
and this being after the people had entertained great 
hopes of a fruit year, they were much disappointed, 
which brought me into a deep consideration why our 
fruit should so often be killed in these latter da}s; and 
reflecting on the increasing and excessive use of spirit- 
uous liquors, 1 was induced to think that it was the will 
of the divine hand of Providence, in order to withhold 
mankind from this destructive evil, and under a consid- 
eration of the practice of distilling grain, I was ready to 
say, that if the inhabitants of our favoured land, do not 
cease from this evil practice, and put their grain to 
better uses, I was afraid the Lord would send a blast 
on that also. O that the inhabitants of the land would 
learn righteousness, before his judgments are poured 
forth. 

bth months 8/A. — ^I laid my concern and certificate 
before the Quarterly Meeting, both of men and women 
Friends, and the Lord was near, and gave utterance to 
the exercise of my mind ; and Friends united with me in 
a tender and feeling sense of endeared love, which was 
great strength to me. And my former companion, Wil- 
liam Morgan, expressed a concern to accompany me, 
in my proposed journey, which was also a great satis- 
iactioa to me; for lie was not only an elder iii good ep 
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teem, but a feeling companion in the lime of trial, aitd 
a Ikiltiful fnther in the church, lliough young in years. 
Whilst T was preparing for this journey, I often lelt 
the drawing cords of the Fitther's love towards thePres- 
bj-lerintis in li.e lower part of Blount counlj', and on 
the 13th of the 6th month, 1 had a meeting amongst 
them; — many atlendcd, and the tiouise in which the 
meelilig was proposed to be held, not being largp 
enough to accommodate us, we had a ptecioun meet- 
ing under the shade of the trees, ui wbicli we were 
favoured to esperience the covering of divine life, 
and were refreshed together. Next day, I had a 
meeting at Newbury, amoiigst Friends, and a large * 
number of others; so that we again held our oieeiing 
under the shade of the trees. It was a favoured lime, 
wherein the everlasting gospel was preached in the de- 
monstration of the spirit and power of Ihe living God; 
for it is in this alone, that the true gospel can be preach- ■ ' 
ed. Ol that the ministers of this day were careful to 
administer in the ability that God onlj' giveth, ^nd not 
feed people with a lifeless form of words, wKhdfit ^ 
power. 

After a prerious opportunity with Friends in the »f- 
ternoon, 1 relumed home with the reward of peace in 
my breast, and whilst 1 am penning these lines, (this 
15th of the 6th month, 1 807,) my soul praises the Lord 
I cny God, for all his favours wherewith he hath blessed 
me. 

After this little service was performed, I made ready 
to leave home, on the before mentioned joiiniey, and on 
the 91th of the 6tb month, 1807, 1 took a tender and 
endeared farewell of my dear wife and precious chil- 
dr«ti, and went to our Monthly Meetuig ; aud ou Second- 
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day morning, we took leave of our dear friends at Lost 

Creek, and set our faces towards the state of Ohio. 
On Fifth-day, the 9th of the 7th month, we got to 

Miami Monthly Meeting, held in Waynesville, m Ohio. 
This was a day of deep exercise to my mind ; yet through 
a few plain remarks in the meeting of discipline, I ibund 
some relief. The business of this meeting was trans- 
acted too much in the strength and wisdom of man, and 
in the letter, which never fails to kill the pure Hfe, and 
which leads into warm debates. 

Sixth-day^ the lOth, — We rested at the house of our 
kind friends, Edward and Margaret Kindley, near 
Waynesville. 

Seoenth-day^ the 1 \th. — Had a meeting at Turtle creek. 
This was a day of much exercise in gospel labour, by 
reason of backsliding in some who were present, who 
had departed from the truth, and become captivated by 
the spirit of the world. These were powerfully warned^ 
the youth were livingly invited, and the faithful were 
encouraged, all in the authority of truth. May they 
hear and 'bbey, is the desire of my soul. 

First-day^ the \^th. — Were again at Waynesville. 
The meeting was crowded; and several testimonies were 
borne to the truth, amongst which I had a large share,, 
in which I found p^ace of mind. 

Second-day^ the 13/ft. — Rode to Elk. Had a meeting 
there on Third-day, where a young woman was buried 
who had died suddenly. Many attended, and the Lord 
was near to the help of his servants. 

Fmrth'day^ the 1 5^A.— Rode to White- Water, to the 
house of Jeremiah Cox, in the territory of Tndiana. 
This was a new settlement, where a few famili^ of 
Friends who live together, have requested a meetipg; 
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had a meeting there next day. This was a time of deep 
travail of soul, and large gospel service: some in this 
place being too whole in their own minds, to know thai 
tliey have need of a physician to heal them. 

Seventh-day^the 18/A. — Attended West Branch Month- 
ly Meeting, in Ohio, which having been lately set up. 
Friends dwelt much in the spirit of condescension. 
This. was a time wherein it might be .truly said that the 
Lord wa« near. ' 

First-day^ the Xdth, — Attended at the same place, — 
nearly silent; yet it was a day of instruction and blessed 
enjoyment to my mind ; aud I believe, to some others 
who were made sensible of the great advantage of silent 
waiting on the Lord, for the arising of bis power in the 
heart, to the rejoicings of the soul ; which was to be 
felt in this blessed meetinp,. 

Second-day^ the 2Qth. — Had a meeting ftt Ludlow'? 
creek, (now Union) and one at the same place for the 
youth in the afternpon. These were both reffieshing 
seasons, in which many minds were tendered, particu- 
larly amongst the youth, some of wfiose countenanced 
bespoke that they had been with Jesus. 

Third-day^ the 2lst. — Had a meeting* at the house of 
Enoch Pearson, where a meeting is held twice a week, 
f lere one of my companions was taken sick in the time 
of meeting, ard had to withdraw, an^ for the want of 
attei^ding to the motion of truth i:. my own breac-t, the 
meeting was Hot to much s:.'t ..iclion. I therefore re- 
quested another with tiictn next day at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

Fourth rff'v, // ' ' \ — Hnd a meeting at Mordecai 
Mendenhal!'- i:n»(' /-t Fi lends and ot^^erc*; wherein the 
Lord was near lo Iielp his servants. Then in the after- 
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noon attended the appointment at Enoch Pearson's, and 
had a blessed meeting; the Lord gave power to preach, 
and opened the hearts of the people to hear, so that 
*'tlie deep called unto the deep, at the sound of the 
water spouts.*"* 

Fifth-day^ tftc 23cZ. — Had a meeting at the house of 
Joseph Dutton, in which I lound it my duty to set them 
an example of silence, except a few words near the 
iclose, informing the people of the nature of the gospel 
ministry, and from whence it must come. 

Second-day^ the Tlih* — Had a meeting at Caesars creek 
— this was a day of great favour and secret rejoicing. 
This afternoon, we returned toward Waynesville, and 
had two meetings there next day; that in the afternoon 
being appointed for the youth. May we never forget 
the goodness of the Lord towajpds us this day! His 
canopy of love overshadowed us, and his eternal power 
was livingly felt; blessed be his holy name forever. 

Fourthrday^ the 29/A. — Had a meeting at Franklin, a 

small town on the great Miami, where no Friends live; 

-and neff^ay, dSc at Centreville, in the Baptist meeting 

bouse, among Baptists, Methodists, Friends, and many 

others. The people were still and attentive. 

Sixth-day^ the 3\st. — At the house of Wm. Starfield, 
we had a blessed meeting. 

Seventhrday, the \st of the Sth month, — Attended Cen- 
ter Monthly Meeting, held al Todd's Fork, wherein I 
had to labour in a plain way, against a lift'less ard jin- 
sanctified ministry. Also, attended their meeting on 
First-day, where there seemed to be an opposing spirit, 
which obstructed the circulation of the gospel amongst 
us this day 5 it was a tiiAc of labouring, as under the 

•Psalms xlii. 7. 
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weight of the mountaius and pressure of the hills, so 
that we had to leave the place in a state of mour ing. 

Next day we had two meetings; the first ai a little 
town called Xenia, amongst Methodists, Baptists, and 
Friends. The Lord was near, and was pleased to help 
his depending ones. Tlie other meeting was at the 
house of Thomas Embree. 

Third-day^ the Ath» — Had two meetings; the first at 
Christopher Hussej's, and the other at the house of 
David Painter: these were profitable meetings. 

Fourth-day^ the 5th. — Attended Todd's Fork meeting 
again, not feeling clear in our minds without having 
another opportunity with Friends of that place. But, on 
standing up to speak, I as evidently felt a spirit of oppo- 
sition in some of their minds, as I ever felt any thing 
outwardly: wherefore I set down again, and had to say 
within my soul: "Lord wilt thou suffer them to vaunt 
over thy holy truth, and thereby over thy servants, who 
have left all to follow thee, without any sinister view or 
outward reward." I then had to stand up again,' and 
tell them to boast not themselves over the Lord's truth; 
but for the Lord's sake, for their own souls' sake, and for 
the sake of the seeking souls present, to lay down the 
spirit of opposition and unbelief; when seeing their 
thoughts were made known, it won upon them, so that 
after a little, I stood up dgain, and through divine favor, 
was enabled to preach the everlasting gospel amongst 
them, to the great relief of my mind, and joy of my soul, 
in which I had to praise the name of the Lord my God* 

On Seventh and First-days following, I had two large 
meetings, one at Clear Creek, and the other at FalJ 
Creek, but found no relief of mind. 
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Second-day^ the \Oth. — Had a large meeting at Lee's' 
Creek, and after a time of deep wading, the truth arose 
in dominion, to the tendering of many minds* After this, 
not feeling my mind clear of Clear and Fall Creek 
meetings, I found it hest to request another opportunity 
with each of them, and accordingly had a large meeting, 
first at Clear Creek, on Third-day, and another at Fall 
Creek at ten o'clock on Fourth day^and then, in the 
afternoon another at the same place for the youth. 
These were all times of refreshing to many, and were 
greatly relieving to my own mind, so that I had to re- 
joice in God my helper. When we left Fall Creek we 
intend<'d to go next day to Walnut Creek, butiln the ' 
morning, there seemed to be no way to go forward; I 
therefore waited on the Lord with breathings of soul 
fgr direction, and in this resigned state of mind, (for I 
felt truly resigned to his will) it was revealed in the 
secret of my soul that I should soon be released to go 
home to my family; for my way had seemed to be 
closing up, for several days past; so I bowed in humilia* 
tion of soul in secret joy, and in the afternoon, way was 
opened for us to go back about forty miles. We ac- 
cordingly set off on our return, and on First-day, the 
16th, had a meeting in Noah Strong's barn. 

After this meeting I felt quite clear to return home; 
we therefore asked the advice of our friends therein, 
and waited another day, when our minds continuing 
clear, we set forward from Lee's Creek on Fourtli-day 
morning, the 19th of tlie 8th montli, and in eight days 
arrived at home, and found oor families well ; which, 
with a feeling sense that the love of God had been ex- 
tended towards us, was the cause of great rejoiciiijg arid 
humble thanksgiving to bis holy name. These are the 
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biessliigs which make amends for all our labours, both 
inward and outward* 

After my return from the forementioned journey, T 
believed it to be my duty to remain with my family, 
within the limits of Newbury meeting. I therefore sold 
my land and bought within the verge of that preparative 
meeting, and have now, (the 1st diy of the 3rd month, 
1808,) arrived ^t our new habitation in Blount GOU;ity, 
where we feel much satisfaction. Friends of that meet- 
ing have requested the privilege of holding a Monthly 
Meeting, so that my move will be advantageous, ^ 
least to our children, and to the comfort of our own 
mind<; for I am ready to think that there are no mem- 
bers of our religious society, who can have the fiill enjoy- 
ment of it, unless they live in a settlement of their own 
people; and it is hard for parents to bring up I'l ir 
children in the precepts of true religion in an irreligious 
neiglibourhood, or where there is no bpponunit;. of 
taking them to religious meetings. Though I am ser.si- 
kble that where these outward iielps and comforts are 
enjoyed, they are not sufficient, of them5«elves to make 
iruc members of that church into which neither the un- 
circumcised nor the unclean shall enter, nor to enable 
Via to remain as such, without the immediate quickeiiing 
and influence of the spirit of truth, through whicn, ac- 
ceptable woiTship is performed and God is pleased ; yd 
these are as helps to the travailing soul, and ought 
Jto be sought after by parents, both for their own, and 
(heir children's good; for I do thiuk^ that the blood of 
soifi^ children will cry aloud at the door of their pa- 
re- is, w.io have negl'.'cted their duty in their education. 

Oi\ the I3th of the 5th month, I attended our Quar- 
terly Meeting of ministers and eiders at Newhope, and 
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the two following days, the Quarterly Meeting held at 
the same place. These were all blessed with the Mas- 
ter's presence, which is the crown of our assemblieB, 
and which gives us ability to worship him regularly, and 
to praise his holy name acceptably. 

The 22nd of the bih month. — This day a fiiend was 
buried at our meeting house. Many attended the 
burial, after which a solemn meeting was held, wherein 
the Lord was pleased sensibly to draw near, and to give 
ability largely to preach the everlasting gospel ''in the 
demonstration of tb^ spirit and with power," to the ten- 
dering of many minds. 

The ^th day of the Sth month. — I have enjoyed much 
peace and quietude now for some time about home, at- 
tending our meetings as they come in course, in which 
I have often had large service, and have been helped 
therein, to the consolation of my own mind, and for 
aught 1 know, to the comfort and satisfaction of my 
friends. 

At our Monthly Meeting in the 8th month,! opened a 
concern which had for some time rested on my mind, to 
visit families belonging thereto, w^ith which, the meeting 
united. Three more friends joined with the labour, 
and we performed it 'to much satisfaction, having consid- 
erable service in some families. This, I have often 
looked upon to be one- of the most important services 
which we have to perform in our religious travails ; it 
therefore requires the strictest attention to the pointings 
of truth, which of itself^ is able to reveal all truth, and 
to dip us down into the states of the visited, and thereby 
to giv»=» us ability to point them out, furnishing ui^ with 
ma i .er to speak to them severally. In this visit, we. were 
much favoured in Ihese respects.^

tn this month, I had a large meeting on the hank of 
(he Tennessee river at a methodist man's house ; many of 
that society attended, and were loving and tender; the 
Lford gave me good service amongst them ; they are a 
tender people; may the Lord hold them in his holy 
hand, and bring them on into a greater knowledge of his 
divine light, is the prayer of my soul for them. 

On the 17th of the 9th month, 1 had a meeting at the., 
house of James Kindrick^ut from a mistake in giving- 
the notice, this meeting was not so large as some others; 
yet I hope it was serviceaWe to some, through the help 
of him, in who*m all our help is. . ^ 

The lAth of the Ut rwmih^ 1809. — Had a meeting at 
the Methodist meeting house; many of their members 
attended, and we were comforted together; thoii^h_of. 
different societies, yet the Lord showed us that he was 
no respecter of persons, but those that fear him and 
work righteousness, shall be saved. 

The 1 8th of the 1st month, 1 left home to visit (by 
appointment with other friends,) the meetings which be- 
long to our Quarterly Meefiiig. 

Seventh-day^ the 21.?/. — Attended Newhope Monthly 
Meeting, and First-day meeting at the same plact*, next 
day. On Second-day had a meeting at the house of 
James Jones. On Third-day wc were at Lick Creek 
Meeting. Through all, the Lc^ was marvellously with 
us, and gave us comfort together. Friend-^ are growing 
in the best of things, in those parts, and increasing in 
number. 

Fi/lh-day. — Had a meeting at Painter Creek; here 
we had to enter into a field of^plain labour with our 
onemhers, in which we found peace. I hope some ^ood 
was done, as to the removing of differences, Satan hav^ 
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ing in a small measure, sown the seeds of discord' 
amongst them. 

Sixth-day. — Were at Lost Creek preparative meeting 
of ministers and elderis; Seventh-daj, attended their 
Monthly Meeting; F^rst-day, meeting for worship at thf 
same place; all of which were owned by the best of 
Qoasters, who never requires more of his servants than 
"be gives them strength to perform; therefore hold on 
thy way, O, my soul ! and all ye travailing ones, for 
assuredly the Lord will not forsake us if we do not for^ 
saKe him. 

Third-day. — Were at the. Grassy Valley meeting. 
Here the Lord gave us the victory, though at first, some 
spirits seemed to oppose, yet the truth was, by the pow- 
er of the Lord* made to reign over all, and the upright 
in heart were made to reign with it* Fourth-day, got 
borne, and found all well. 

Seventh-dayj the 4th of the 2nd month. — The committee* 
attended our Monthly Meeting, and had good service. 

Some time past, a young woman, a member of our 
society, who was confined trfter chamber by sickness, 
requested that friends would appoint a meeting at her 
father's house ; which was done, to the comfort of the 
sick, and to the good of many others. This, perhaps, 
opened the way for some others, who were not mem- 
berjs to make similar ^jfijuests; with whom I mostly 
found freedom, (with the concurrence of my friends) to 
appoirjt meetings, which were generally owned by the 
great Shepherd. O, if people would be as solicitous to 
be acquainted with God and his truth, in health as in 
•ickness, how much better it would be for them! For 
if we slight all his counsel, admonition, and reproof, 
•A'hilst he is pleased to give us health, and the visitations 
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of his divine spirit, when our fear nnd calamity come, 
how shall we expect that he will not hide his face from 
us, or that it will not at least be hard work to intreat 
for consolation ! O, consider it dear reader! and pre- 
pare to meet thy God, whilst thou hast health, and the 
moving of Jus spirit, to induce thee to it. 

In the spring of 1809, 1 believed it to be my duty to 
have some meetings amongst my neighbours, who were 
not members of our society; and accordingly with the 
concurrence of my friends, I appointed two meetings, a 
morning's ride fronri home, the first of which was held on 
Seventh-day the 22nd of 4he 7th month, amongst the 
Presbyterians, at one of their houses, wherein we were 
kindly received ; and in the opening of truth, and under 
the power of the spirit of life, had good service. The 
other, on First-day, amongst a people, the most of whom 
were not members of any religious society; here I had 
extensive service to good satisfaction. On Second-day, 
the 24th, 1 left home to visit some families within the 
limits of our meeting, through which labour the Lord 
helped me, so that I finished to good satisfaction* 

On the 23d of the 8th month, I had an appointed 
meeting near the Tennessee river; many attended; 
some of whom behaved indevoufly, whispering, talking 
and laughing in the time of meeting; yet the greater 
part were sober and attentivefl^nd I hope some good 
was done. ? 

We are instructed in the scriptures of truth, to try 
the spirits to see wbetber they be of God, or whether 
they be of Antichrist; and hereby we are to know them; 
every spirit that confesseth that Jesus Christ has come 
in the flesh, is of God; and every one that confesseth 
(hat Jesus Christ is not come in the flesh,, is not of 
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God, but is of Antichrist. The end of the coining of 
Christ in the flesh, was to draw us to the Father. Now 
all our activity is from what may be called spirit; for 
it is the spirit that unaketh alive to any activity; so all 
our activity that tends not to gather unto God, pro- 
ceedeth not from the spirit of God: but all things which 
have a tendency to draw us to a greater acquaintance 
with God and his love, are from the spirit of God. So 
hereby try yourselves; prove your own works, whether 
they are wrought in God ; or whether from the influence 
of the spirit of the false prophet, which is gone into the 
world, as John declared. 

The 2d day of the 9th month, 1809, 1 opened a con- 
cern in our Monthly Meeting which had rested on my 
mind for some time, to go on a religious visit to the 
Monthly Meetings of Newhope and Lost Creiek, which 
Friends concurred in, and Ephraim Lee, a young Friend 
in good esteem, expressed a freedom to accompany me. 
Fourth-day^ the 20/& of the dth month. — We left home, 
accompanied by our friend Evan Jones, and had a meet- 
ing at French Broad, where I formerly lived, at three 
o'clock, that afternoon. The Lord was near to help in 
this my setting out on this little journey, so that my mind 
was strengthened in him, whose name is ever worthy 
of adoration and praise; for through his strength we 
are enabled to perforqg|hi8 will to the consolation of our 
minds: — then surely from him cometh ^a// g-oo(2, so unto 
him belongeth all praise r\ow iM|!l forever. 
' Fifthrday^ the ^UUr-^AiteniA the meeting In Rocky 
Valley, which is held once a week. Here I had to la* 
boar against open sin and transgression, in a plain and 
mlarming manner, in which I found peace. I also, had 
the words of encouragement to the sincere hearted; 
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and through the whole, had cause to heheve, that It war 
a profitable time. How can I enough humbtj- aJore 
thai arm of evcilasting power that hath liithcrto helped 
me! 

From the last mentioned place, we went to Newhope, 
and attended the Monthly meeting Iheri?. After the 
basiness was gone through, llie men and women sat a 
few minutes together: — this was a soul solacing timcj 
wherein 1 thiiilc it may be said, that the shout of Zioo^s 
King was heard in the camp, to the rejoicing of the tab- 
ernacles of Jacob. O may my soul, with all the souls of 
the humble and refreshed ones, praise and adore bis 
holy name forever'. 

Fint-ftat/, the 24(A. — Attended meeting at the same 
place; many not of our society attended^ llie Lord con- 
tinued near, and the word was given, and ability to di- 
vide it to the different etatea present, so that many heard 
• in their own language; that is, their consciences tire 
them'witness that the truth had bceu (old them. May 
the Lord fasten it in their minds, as a nail iri a sure place, 
so that it may be made helpful in giving peace in lirngf 
and satvotton in cternili/, 0! what can set forth the 
goodness of Almighty Power, in his glorious conde- 
scending mercy, and everlasting regard, in that he is 
pleased to pour down into the hearts of his children 
who arc endeavouring to keep 'his commandment, his 
t blened and sodl-solacing presence, which is the life of 
} the immortal soul. I have had renewed cause in this 
1 journey, to believe, that if the mother may forget her 
sucking child, or the bride hCr attire, yet the Lord will 
not forget those who put their trust in him. Therefore, 
bow low my soul, before him, trust in him, Ihen ghalt 
m||mi never be forgotten, but the arm of his power will 
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uphold thee, and never suffer thee to be confounded ; 
and all ye sons and daughters of men, praise and adore 
his name, " for his mercy endure th forever.'** 

Second-day^ the 25lh. — Had a meeting at the house of 
a friend, who lived remote from others of our society, 
and amongst different societies. The fore part of this 
meeting was a time of weakness to my mind; but 
strength for communication • at length arose, and al- 
though the opening seemed, at first, to be small, and the 
spirit of opposition in some measure felt, yet as I kept 
close to the life, and followed it,, not daring to go before 
it, I felt it increase, and as there had been a willingness 
to labour in the little, I was made to witness the giving 
of much; at the delivery of which many minds were ten-' 
dered, and many tears were shed ; and some were convin- 
ced of the power and efficacy of truth. O thou God of 
truth 1 please to carry on the work, so that they may, 
from a perfect mind^ praise thee, who art worthy. 

Third'djay^ the 26th. — Had a meeting at Lick Creek. 
This was a day of hard labour; yet near the close of the 
meeting truth reigned over all. In the afternoon, we 
had a refreshing and soul-watering opportunity, at a 
Friend's house, where we took dinner, several Friends 
having stopped with us. My soul was made to rejoice 
in the Lord, and joy in the God of my salvation ; for 
tFuly^-ihat which 'maketh glad the whole city of God, 
was to be felt; wherein the morning stan sang together^ 
and all the sons of God shouted- for joy. 

Fourthrday^ the 27iA. — " The people are now gatherii^ 
to- an appointed meeting, at a Friend's house. I feel 
great weight: help, O Lord! to do thy will, for of ray- 
self I C£Ui do nothing that may help Others, or the cause 

^'Psaljas. 
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6( truth; therefore, O Lord! thy will be done this day 
ill my heart as it is in heaven, for I believe I^esgn all 
into thy hands; do with thy poor servant this day, as 
seemeth good in thy holy siglit." These lines were 
written in a retired walk in the woods, while the people 
were gathering. %The meeting was large, and held in 
the Friend's barn; and blessed be the Lord of life and 
power, who was with me this day, and gave strength 
and utterance, whereby the gospel was preached in the 
demonstration of the spirit and with power. Blessed 
be the Lord who bringeth down and raiseth up again, 
to the heights of Zion, and causeth the soul to sing of 
his everlasting goodness. 

Fifth-day^ the 2^(h. — Had a meeting in a Baptist 
me!^*eting house, in Jeflerson couiity; the people were 
aol'^inn and attentive; I had much to sfiy to them, 
which seemed to be well received. They wtie mjch 
tendered, and we parted ii» love. Oh the spirit of pre- 
j<idice,.how it hath separated profe*j^ors of the diTer«.j!it 
societies! But I believe that it is muth v.'f^akered, ;ii»d 
I i.ope the Lord is about to briiigit ^o an end. Ha ten 
tliy woik, O Lord! according to thy pleasure, aiiJ as 
soon as it is agreeable to thy holy will, uring forth that 
de.-irable da(y, when the lion aud the lamb shall lie down 
together; so that thou may«.^st!iave praise from the rising 
of the sun, to the goin^' down of the same. 

Sixth-^ai/, the 29(A — Uad a meeting at Caraday'y 
moelliig hoUfC, (so ca!l^,) where the Lord was also 
near, ai d ^ve strength to deliver, in much plainnes^s, 
what was opened in the life and ligJit of Jesus; for to- 
\vards tlie closfe vf my testimony, 1 thought 1 saw the 
»-val of judgment ^^et, and the Judge of both quick and 
dead about to take his seat thereon, to give judgment 
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on some who were present; and I thought that their 
states =^cre biich, that if it shouM take place at that 
time, they nnust he put on the left hand, and hear the 
lai'.guage of ** Depart from me, ye cursed into ever- 
Ia!«ting lire, prepared for the Devil and his angels!" 
But I thought I also saw, the son Jesus^ntreatrng hefore 
hi< Father for them, showing him his hands and his sidef 
and thereby suspendi.ig the awful sentence, until he 
might visit them again in love and mercy. All this, and 
much more, I in great plainness laid before them; then, 
after some words of exhortatien, I left the meeting in 
peace, and roile that afternoon to Lost Creek, attending 
the Monthly Meeting at that place, next day, and the 
mceti.ig for worship on the day following. On Second* 
day, we had a meeting at the Grassy Valley: the Lord 
was near in al. these meetings, and made his people re- 
joice together. After the last meeting, in the evening 
we rode home, feeling our minds clear: it was a pleasant 
ride: we found all well, and once more were made to 
rejoice together, feeling the Lord lo be near us. 

In the 11th month, this year, feeling my mind drawu 
towards the Mfthodist people, on the other side of Noli-' 
chucky river; and hy inquiry, found that they had a 
meeting house on the opposite side of said river: so 1 
had a meeting with them to good ^satisfaction, and i 
hope to profit. My mind has been drawn of late, to* 
wards other societies, and their hearts have been opened 
to receive our testimonies, afeiy the. Lord carry on his 
work in the hearts of the people, so that tbg spirit of 
prejudice may l)e wholly done away; n^^rae spirit of 
universal love, rule and reign in the world/ ASfiurry on thy 
work, O holy Father! until all nations bow before thee» 
and are able to say, " Jfty kingdom come^ ihj/ ^11 be done^ 
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i§n earth as it w in heaven ;'^^ when we shall all see eye to 
eye, and rejoice to see the sctti'iij u > of <he glorious 
khigdom of thy blessed Son, which U the everJa.*>U!ig^ 
kingdom of peace. 0^« hasten thy work, as far as is 
consistent with thy holy will. 

The 1th of the \2th month, lC09.— O the wei^^ht and 
exercise that my poor soul has passed through for 6ome 
time past, unknown to any but myself and t*«e Lord 
alone; but this day, the Lord gave me great relief in a 
short testimony in our meeting: blessed be his holy name 
forever, * 

In this month, 1 had a large meeting from amongst 
Friends, in the lower part of K .ox county: and had 
extensive service for the truth therein. iVIany of the 
Baptist society who attended, expressed their satisfac- 
tiov, and invited me to have a meeting at their house in 
future, if I should think it right to come and sec tlicm. 

The bth day, of the Sf I month, 1810. — For some time 
past, the Lord has helped me to go throu^ largo ser- 
vices, both in our meeting at home, and in several ap- 
pointnf)ents amongst other soqieti^.s; and now, (wit'i the 
concurrence of our Monthly*^Mceting,) I am about to 
leave home to visit other societies in some of the upper 
couniies of this state. Lord go with me and help me, 
for of myself I am nothing, and can do nothing; I there- 
foxe throw myself, and my all, in and under thy holy 
protection. 

Third-day, the Qth — Had a meeting on Little river, at 
a Methodist man's house, to good satisfaction, and one 
at night, at a Baptist man's house. 

Fourth-day, the 7fh, — Had a meeting in the Ba;>tist 
meeting house, in Miller's Cove, wherein 1 had mach 
.$^rvice, thougji truth did not arise ia as g\:eat dcycs^v^o;^ 
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as at some other times. Next day, I had a meeting lu 
the Methodist meeting house in Tuckailocha, where I 
also had good service, to the peace of my mind* 

On Sevenlh-day, I had a large meeting on Little 
Pigeon, in which I was much favoured in testimony; 
aiid hkcwise next day, at one in Seveirsville. 

Second'daij^ the 1 2//i. — Had a large and favoured meet- 
ing, in the Presbyterian meeting house, at Dandrid^e, 
In Jefferson county, in the time of court; inwhici) truth 
was surely declared, and many pubHc sins spoken 
against, in the authority thereof. Ail of these meetings 
were held in places where none of our society reside ; but 
the members of other societies, were exceedingly kind, 
and received the truth with gladness. But O! how 
"stroi:^* is education! it often bears down the'truih! 

Had a meeting at Canaday-s meeting house on Third- 
day, and on Fourth-day, one at William Cox's; both of 
whirji, were to the satisfaction of my own mind, and I 
helieve to the profit of some others. After this, I visited 
by appointment from our Select Quarterl} Meeting, the 
select niembei'S of Newhqpe Monthly Meeting, to good 
satisfac no!i; the Lord bAng with us through all, and 
helping; us to deal plainly and honestly with our breth- 
ren ard siJ'terjS. 

Firs* (h/y. the \Bth. — We were at Lick creek meeting. 
If was large, aud favoured with the Master's presence. 

Seconded oy^Jhe 19rt. — Had a small and soul-sobicing 
mcciing in a Methodist meeting hoube, in Washington 
count)'. Through the indolence of one with whom the 
information of our meeting was intrusted, it wa* not 
ci'/cdlatcd. O that people \vould be careful! But if 
tlK' , ^;iVO ri:^t t! ': lif'.: <>f Religion in themselves, to draw 
them to uieetiiig, tliuy care very little about their 
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neigbboun^ going. Next day, we had a large meeting 
at Henry Powell's; in which the truth was livingly de- 
clared, and it was shown, that the spirit of truth which^ 
we hold forth to be the saving rule of life, and from 

• which the scriptures proceeded, is the greatest of all. 
After having a precious opportunity with Henry's fami- 
ly, and a few others, 1 left the place with a peaceful 
nnind, and next day attended Newhope Preparative 
Meeting: pleasant and silent. 

Fijlh-day^ the 22c?. — Had a large meeting at the house 
of James Jones, in which I had some close service. In 
the evening, had another at Philip JBftb's, open and en- 
larged both in testimony and suj^pHcation* may I 
ever adore his holy name, who alone giveth power to 
preach the gospel ! Next day, had a satisfactory meet- 
ing at the Methodist meeting house, called Eb/enezer, 
in Greew county. ' 

Seventh-day. — Attended Newhope Monthly Meeting, 
and on First-day, the meeting for worship, had service 
in both, to satisfaction. 

Second-dat/.-^Had a small meeting with the members 
at Lick Creek, wherein I had to labour against a false 
-zeal whJch exalted itself in high places. Next day, I 
had a meeting at a Baptist meeting ho'ise in JejSerson 
county. I laboured amongst this people in the ability 
given, and though it is hard to bring people to a .sense 
of the nec^sity of the inward work of tnie religion, 
yet I left them, with a peaceful mind. Many of their 
members, and two of their preachers attended. That 
night, 1 had a precious meeting at Wm Coxe's, wherein 

. truth triumphed over all. No friends live in this neigh-^ 
bourhood but our souls were made to rejoice together* 
Had a meeting at Wm. Milliki&i^ and one at Canaday's 
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meetinghouse on the two following days, andonBiifli- 
day one in the Rocky Valley. The house NapgiHnal], 
our meeting at this place was held out of doors, and the 
solemnity thereof was much hurt hy the disorderly con- 
duct of some who attended, and yet through the mercies « 
©f our holy Head and high Priest, it was a favoured 
meeting. At the close, I had to give them a sharp re- 
buke, by telling them that the meeting was appointed 
for the worship of the one true God, and that we did 
not think it was proper to have a variety of Gods to- 
gether; (for the attention of many of them had been 
more turn 'd towards their horses, than towards the 
meeting,) and thttt ^Hfbatsoever occupied the chief seat 
in our hearts, was what we did worship. This gave 
offence to an elderly man, who had once been a mem- 
ber of our society, and whose sons were concerned in tlur 
disorder, so that bespoke sharply to me on the subject: 
but my zeal was raised, and I told him not to plead foi 
Baal ; if Baal was a God, to let him plead for himself, 
lest the blood of his own sons should cry at his door; he 
then tried to excuse himself; so we parted. 

On Seventh-day, I attended Monthly Meeting at Lost 
Creek, and the meeting for worship there next day; and 
then on Second-day rode home. Found my dear wife 
and children well, and was truly thankful. I was out 
on this journey four weeks and one day, and had in the 
time twenty-five religious meetings. ^ 
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Ho opens a prospect of visiting Friends in the states ijiflg east and 
north of Tentiessee — Proceeds in his visit, in company with

Island — And on to Nantucket — Thea,i»ack to New-England

Delaware into Pennsylvania — thence into Ohio — Returns home. 

The \^ih of the Bth mmlh^ 1810. — Since my lart; 
journey I have mostly staid about home; although I 
have had many large and highly favoured meetings, 
from amongst friends, not far distant from my own house, 
of which I have no accurate account. 

The Ut of the dlh month. — I opened in our Monthly 
Meeting a prospect that had long impressed my mind, 
to visit Friends and others, in the states lying east and 
north of this, in which my dear friends united, and gave 
me a certificate to travel in truth's service, according 
to the openings thereof, in those parts. On the 13th of 
the lOfe month, I laid my certificate and prospect before 
our Quarterly Meeting, held at Newhope, in Green 
county, wfiich met the life in the hearts of my beloved 
friends, and drew forth their near-sympathy and endear- 
ed affections towards me. My beloved brother and fel- 
low labourer in the gospel, Charles Osborn, laid a simi^ 
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. Jar prospect and certificate before the saftie Quarterly 

Meeting, and I expect to meet him in a few days at 

Dand ridge, in Jefferson county, in order to pursue our 

journey. Oh most holy and adorable Father, be thou 
pleased to enable us to give our dear wives and tender 

children into thy holy hand, and to leave them in 

quietude and stillness so that we may be enabled to say, 

in very truth, "thy will be done,'^ in all Jthings. 

The 3rd the 12/A morUhylSW, — t took a hjpart tender- 
ing farewell of my dear wife and twelve children, two of 
whom were agreeably married, and I think that I truly 
gave them up to the Lord, and myself to his service, 
with a heart engaged to follow him, whithersoever he 
might be pleased to lead me; and through his aid, I 
found no reluctance to go at his call. 1 therefore part- 
ed with all, in tender love, and went that day to James 
Warren's in Sevier county, and next day had a meeting 
at Alexander Campbell's to good satisfaction. 

On Fourth -day, the 6th of the month, had a meeting in 
the Baptist meeting house in Seviersville; and on Fifth- 
day, the 6th, met my beloved friend and brother in the 
gospel, Charles Osborn, at Dandridge,in Jefierson county. 
We had a good meeting together, in the Presbyterian 
meeting house, and* felt our hearts united in the great 
work of travelling in the Lord's service, in which we had 
engaged. O the spirit of prej udice which we felt at this

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On SbLth-day we had a meeting at Canaday-s meet- 
ing house) and after having an opporluniiy with our 
aged friends, John and Margaret Canaday and others, 
we left those parts, and travelled to the selllement of 
Friends in Green county. 

First-day^ the dth, — Were at Lick Creek meeting, 
where we laboured in the ability ^f the spirit, and that 
evening had a meeting at Philip Bab's, which many at- 
tended. The Lord was graciously pleased to arise for 
his truth's sake; all opposing spirits gave way before 
him, and his power was over all, in the arisings of which, 
the everlasting. gospel was preached to the tendering of 
many hearts, and dear Charles was livingly drawn forth 
in supplication, so that it was a glorious meeting. From 
God Cometh all good, to whom belongeth all praise! 

Second-day^ ike 10th, — Had a meeting again at Lick 
Creek; I was silent. C. Osborn had good service, in 
which I had to rejoice.

Wales, on Hunting Creek.

Charles and I attended Cane creek meeting again; he 
had good service; my lot for the most part, was to re- 
main in pleasant sitence. Here we parted; and that 
evening I had large service at the house of one of my 
relations, with many of my near connexions, some 
friends, and a number of others, who came in to see me 
and to whom the gospel was largely preached, to the 
tendering of -many of their minds. O, how the Lord is 
at work in the hearts of the children of men! and those 
that will hear and obey, he will save with an everlasting 
salvation.

On Fourth- 
day, was at Black-Water meeting, where I had a large 
testimony to the inward spirit of life, to bear; and al- 
though truth did not arise as at some other times, yet I 
hope some good was done. Had a meeting next day 
at Seacock, to much satisfaction, and that evening rode 
to the a^tlement of Friends at Burleigh; then resting 
on Sixth-day^ I had a blessed meeting at that place, on 
Seventh-day, in which I was favoured in testimony, and 
: dear Huldah Sears, was highly favoured in supplication, 
and the meeting ended to good satisfaction. 

First-day^ the ^Aih. — Had a meeting at Gravelly run, 
wherein I was extensively led to speak to several states 
present ; and particularly to that which is too active in the 
outward performance of religious duties. Oh self! thou 
canst do nothing for God, neither any thing that will 
forward his work. Self actively dries up the spring of 
life in many. Oi> Second-day, had a large meeting at 
the Methodist meeting house in Petersburgh, to good 
satisfaction ; and on Fourth-day, had a trying meeting 
in Friends meeting house in Richmond, in which Ihad 
(e labour against pride 'and high-mindedncss, and the 
wisdom of the world. O the polish of the world's wis- 
dom, how it is prevailing over the pure witness of God I 
even in the hearts of the professors of truth, those who 
are the offspring of self-denying pareAts. O Bjw the 
people in those parts are carried off by idleness and the 

firijt of this world ! having wany blacks kbout them^ so 
ji0 the children are trai^ied up in fullness of breads 
and abundance of idleoessy which lead from the truth* 
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And feeliug that they were too high to receive me oi 
my master, I left Richmond with a heavy heart, and 
that afternoon, and the- three following days, travelled 
towards Alexandria. 

First-day^ the S\sL — Were at Friends meeting ia towii . 
to good satisfaction, in which I had much service; then 
left Ihe town with an humble heart and a peaceful miisd, 
and next day, had a meeting at Friends meetiid; lioiiBC 
in Washington city, the fore part of which wq^. 9)|l^^iid 
laborious; but the latter part was open, ana if^ded 
well, so that I left the city with a peaceful mind ; and on 
Third-day, had a highly favoured meeting at Indian 
Spring, wherein I was helpt?d in a large testimony ta 
the tendering of many minds ; and that night had a good 
opportunity at the Friend's house in which I lodged. I 
may here remark, that while I was in Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, almost every night when Friends knew where I 
went, the love which was to be felt was so greats that 
they gathered in, and we had many precious opportuni- 
ties together, insomuch, that I was sometimes ready ta 
say, it was a continual meeting with us. All this pro- 
cecdeth from thee, O Lord ! for thou art the Author of 
all good ; bow, O my soul ! before the Lord, for he has 
ileal t bountifully with (hce. Ho has brought thee 
ncu ji ao into the deeps, and taught thcc there, and again 
raised thco up to Zioii's heights, and enabled thcc io so«"^ 
'lis streiiglh, so iLcit thy trust nruiy be i:i him. 

On Fourth-daj , the 3d month, reaciicd Baltimore iii 
time to be at the Preparative meeting; in the west end of 
Liie town, whciein I had good service, both iatestinK>ny 
and supplication, to satisfaction. Friends were kind, 
and received me as a brother. Next dav, I attended the 
Preparative meeting in the En^f^rn district, wherr- 
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in I had good service in the gospel, and much favotift% 
The meeting was large, and much tendered. In the 
afternoon, I attended the select Preparative meeting*at 
the same place, to good satisfaction 5 and the day fol- 
lowing, had a meeting in the poor house, wherein I had 
considerable service, both in testimony and supplication* 
O, the many poor distressed creatures that are there! 
If people would love the truth, refrain from strong drink, 
be indasljious, live moderately, and be careful, there 
would not be so many objects 'for the poor house. 

Seventh-day^ the Gth of the 4th month, — Rested in Bal- 
timore, and on First-day, attended two large meetings 
in the city, the^ first in the morning, in the eastern dis- 
trict, and the other in the afternoon, in the western ; 
both highly favoured. In these meetings, Ae Lord was 
precious to my soul, and gave me favour in the sight of 
my brethren and sisters in this city, so that his cement- 
ing love was felt amongst us, and we had many highly 
favoured seasons, and precious opportunities together. 
On Second-day morning, I left the city with a peaceful 
mipd, and travelled to Abingdon, where I had a precious 
little meeting next day.

Semnd-dai/. — The Yearly Meeting of business begun, 
It was large, aa6 highly favoured with the Mtuter's 
presence, and continued until Seventh-day, having two 
sittings each day, except Fiflh-day, on which mcelings 
k for worship were held in four meetinghouses in the fore- 
' noon, one of which I attended, and hadtgood service 
both in testimony and supplirMion: and iiinhe afternoon 
a sitting of the Yearly Meeting. " ~ 

On First-day morning, the 21st of the Fourth month, 

I left the city, for the present, and had a meeting at 

Frankfort, wherein i had large testimony to hear to tfie 

spirit of truth, and was livingly opened in the worda of 

exhortalion, to the tendering and solemnization, I bsK 

lieve I may say, of every mind present, and to the peace' 

and satisfaction of my own, wherein I was enabled to 

see that all good comes from God, and that all praise be- 

I longs to him. Next day we had a meeting at Byheriy, 

to good satisfaciiou, for after a time of poverty, the truth 

arose, which maketh rich and unites the faithful in the 

bond of love; and in its own due time, reigns triuni' 

phant over ail opposing spirits: this was the case this 

dsy, 50 that we were made to rejoice together; for he 

that sulfers with Christ, shall reign with him. On 

k Third-day, 1 had a meeting at Bristol ; it was a low time, 

t Yet I was favoured to feel the states of some present, 

M md to speak to them in the autborit) of truth, and to 

B'the relief of my own mind. 
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Fourthrday. — Had a large and highly favoured meet- 
ing at the Falls meeting house ; my mind was led large- 
ly into testimony aod supplication, and it was a solenm 
time, in which we had to rejoice. There are some pre- 
cious friends in that place, both amongst the aged and 
youth. Next morning we crossed the Delaware river 
on the large bridge at Trenton, and had a meeting in 
that town, in Friends' meeting house. After a time of 
silent suffi*ring I had to speak, to remove several states 
present, in a plain manner; to some in particular, who 
were leaning on their own strength and knowledge, 
and at the same time, professing to be leaning on Clirisl 
as they came out of the wilderness, as though they were 
members or. bis true church. *0 who is this that 
Cometh A>rtli out uf the wilderness, leaning on her be- 
loved?

row, and acquainted with griefs, and on thee my soul 
feels stayed.

Setenth-day. — Had a meeting at East Branch, where- 
in I had good serviiK^; and on First-day, the 28th, had 
two meetings; the first at Friends' meetinghouse, called 
ChesterMd, in the town of Crosswicks; the other Id 
the afternoon, at Bordentowo; and uf.\i day, another at 
the same place; all of which were higldy favoured, mai^r^ 
the ^spel flowed freely therein, to the tendering of 
many minds, the pure witness of God being reached ia 
almost every heart. O that the children of men would 
give heed to the pure witness witiiio, «a that they might 
find peace with God their Maker, anfl enter through thA' 
gates into the city, and have a right to the tree of life, 
to eat and live forever! See to it in time, O man! lor

Third-dtitf, ihe 30(A. — Had a btessed meefeg at Mans- 
^H field, wherein nty mind was drawo forth in supplication, 
^B and afterwards into extensive service' Ui tesUliiony, te 
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the tendering of nnany minds. O the power of the Lord ! 
the same that strengthened the arm of little David, 
guided the stone, and caused it to pierce the brain of 
the stout Philistine, is yet able to do mighty works in 
the hard hearts of the children of men. All praise be 
to his name ! 

Fourthrday^ the 1st of the 5th month. — Had a meeting 
at Upper Springfield, in which I had much service, to 
good satisfaction ; and next day, had a large and highly 
favoured meeting at Upper Freehold, wherein my mind 
was raised as it were, from a state of death, to that of 
life; and in the life enabled to bring forth things both 
old and new; so thai I could say, *" This is the Lord's 
work, and it is marvellous in our eyes !" and my soul 
was set at liberty, and made to rejoice in God, my helper, 
and both publicly and privately to praise his adorable 
name, from whom cometh all help.

and on First-day, the 5th, attended two open and fa- 
voured meetings at Burlington, in which my mind was 
made to rejoice. This place may be said to be a school 
of prophets, for many valuable friends reside here, 
amongst whom are several ministers. 

Second-day. — Attended Burlington Monthly meeting, 
in which our aged friend Ann Jessop, from North Caro- 
lina, now on a visit to these parts, had good service, in a 
short testimony, after which my mind was drawn in sup- 
plication. Next day, I had two meetings ; the first was 
ai Aiicocus, wherein the Lord was pleased to favour us 
with the arising of life, so that the shout of a king was 
heard in the camps, to the rejoicing of the tabernacles 
of Jacob. The other in the afternoon, at Mount Holly; 
the Lord was still near, and I had much labour in testi- 
mony, to the tendering of many minds. My dear iriend, 
Susanna Smith, was lovingly drawn in supplication, and 
the meeting ended in praise to |k|f^ord, who is our 
helper, and who, above all thiqgs, iS* to be worshipped, 
magnified, and adored!

On Fifth- 
daj^ I had two meetings; the first in the morhing, at 
Eavesham, and the other in the afternoon, at Easton. 
These meetings were both favoured with the Master's 
presence; ifi the first, I had to speak close to the barren 
professors of religion; jet the words of encouragement 
flowed sweetly to the mourners in Zion, and in the lat- 
ter, to the sincere in heart; and ib the dear youth, in 
both meetings, to the tendering of many minds; and we 
were comforted together in the Lord. 

iSid?/A-€(q|y»— rHad two meetings: the first at Chester, 
(where Charles Osbom met me,) which was large, and 
owned by the Master's searching light and power, by 
which the camp was searched, and some of the hidden 
things were brought to light before the host; and the 
words of consolation flowed sweetly to the dear youth,., 
and to the faithful in the camp; the other in the after- 
noon, at Westfield ; it was a highly favoured time, where- 
in we were eoabled to rejoice together, in the Lord our 
God, and to praisie his holy name.

SficofuMay.T-H^^ a large meeting at Woodstown, to 
good satisfaction; and or\ Third-day, attended the 
]\Iouthly meeting at the same place, to the strength and 
encouragement of my mind. Next morning, attended 
the Preparative meeting at Woolwich ; I was quiet, and 
nearly silent. Tit the afternoon, had a highly favoured 
and blessed meeting at Upper Greenwich, whereirt 
the Ijord was pleased to arise in his own power, and to 
set the captives free through the powerful shout of the 
glorious king, so that the, tabernacles of Jacob were 
made to rejoice together. On Fifth-day, I attended the 
Preparative meeting at Piles' Grove, where I had much 
Service in gospel authority, to good satisfaction; truth 
reigning over all, to the rejoicing of the sincere hearts; 
and next day, had a meeting at Penn's Neck, the fore 
part of which was dull, but the latter part favoured and 
open. The day following, I attended the Quarterly 
meeting for ministers and elders at Salem, and sat in 
silence* 

First'day^ the 19/A of the bth mon/A.— Attended a large 
meeting at Salem, in the morning, in which I had exten- 
sive service, both in supplication and testimony, to the 
tendering of many minds, and I believe to the solemni- 
zing of almost all present; pmd in the afternoon, I was 
at Alloway's creek, where I had much vocal service, 
and left the place in peace. On Second-day,! attended 
Salom Quarterly meeting, which was large and favour- 
ed: and next day, attended the youths' meeting at the 
same place; it was' very large, and hv^^ feiN^wx^^^'^^ 
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the Lord's helping presence^ by which I was enabled tdf 
speafc Jargely of the inward work of the soul-saving 
grace of God. From thqnce 1 went towards New- York, 
to attend the Yearly meeting in the city. 

SeDenihrday^ Ae ^bth. — Attended two sittings of the 
Yearly meeting of Ministers and Elders; and on First- 
day, two laiige meetings for worship, in which 1 had 
good service; on Second-day, the Yearly meeting for 
business came on, which held until Fifth-day evening; 
having two sittings each day, and the Yearly meeting

I 
was enabled to supplicate the Lord on their behalf, as 
well £is for the faithful fathers and mothers, and that 
the lukewarnr might be stirred up; after which I felt 
clear of the island. 

FourtMay. — Thr wind not being fa> \v the morning, 
1 stayed during Friends* meeting in the ^oitVik \fii^^V.\\i^ 
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house, in which T had qoocl io-vice to salisractio&; theOj 
ill the'aJV.'vr.oon, stiiJed ibr New-Bedford, in company 
with sufli friends ffom the Island, as were going to at- 
tend Ihoir Ytafiy, meeting, to be held on Rhode Island. 
Landed that night at New-Bedford^ soniew])at sea-&ick, 
yet with a .peaceful mind. On Fifthrday, I attended 
AccoakesetMoothlj^ meetings the fore |)art of wliich was 
dull, but the latter part of the meeting for wi.rship was 
owned and fivoured. That afternoon I had to pass 
through a trying.«time ; my mind seemed to be stripped 
of all goodness. Dear Lydia Gardner and Mary Barker^ 
who were with me, though: it best for us to appoint a 
mcmi'ig next day at Plymoutii; I told them that I felt 
so weak, that I could say no more than lliat if had some- 
thing of a Fweelness accompanying it; so the appolnt- 
mt'i.* was made, and in the morning I felt so weak in 
body, that if I nad not slill felt something of that swcet- 
no^s which accompanied the appoijntment, and had no 
fe»r of discouraging the minds of my dear }oung sisters 
aforenamed, T should have declined attendino:; but un- 
de'r these considerations, I thought best to conceal my 
bodily weakness as much as possible, and to go to meet- 
ing, where I witnessed almost, if not quite a miracle; 
for whilp T was so weak, that I could hardly walk alone^ 
without visibly staggering, the Lord enabled me to speak 
for ihe space of nearly two houfs, with much strength 
and authority; and from that time 1 felt an increase of 
strength, and the fever which I had had for some time , 
seemed to abate, so that I was soon restored to my 
Ubual health, and had renewed cause to rejoice; for 
weakness of body often hicreases the weakness of thr. 
mind. 
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Seventh-day^ the I5hh of the Sixth month. — The Yenxfy 
meeting of Ministers and Elders, for New-England, was 
opened at Portsmouth, on Rhode Island, which I atteod- 
ed, and was favoured to enjoj satis&ction in silence* 
Next day a large meeting for wordttp^was held at the 
same place, which 1 attended in the morning and had 
large service to good satisfaction, and it was to many, a 
good meeting. Theb' went t5 Newport, and attended 
a very large meeting for wonhip at that place ; it was 
a low time to my mind; a testimony to the truth was 
home by a friend from the state of ^few. $r<nrb9 ii^ which 
he was favoured. On Second day, the Yearly meeting 
of business, for those eastern states came on, which was 
owned by the Master, in both sittings thereof; his love 
was to be felt, and abundantly so, on Third-day morn- 
ing, in a sitting of the meeting of Ministers and Elders; 
the windows of Heaven were opened, and his blessing 
communicated to the sincere in heart, through the inn 
fluence of his holy spirit. At four o'clock in the after- 
noon, I attended another sitting of the Yearly meeting; 
it was a trying time to my mind; difierent sentiments 
were, carried too high, to the hurt of some minds. O^ 
how careful friends ought to be of one another's feel- ^ 
ings; and not to push things too fast, nor stand too much 
for former customs, but suffer their judgments to be 
convinced, and then submit the matters without con- 
tention. 

Friends of this town -were exceedingly kind to me^ 
giving many invitations to their houses, which I fre- 
qucntly found a freedom to accept, and we had many 
precious opportunities together, and as 1 kept under the 
weight of my service in those parts. I often found much 
to say at such times, and have frequently been made to 



Ibelie^e that sometimes such opportunities are of more 
reai benefit to individuals than large meetings; for many 
times tlie language is: *"Thou art the man; to thee is 
my language; cease (hou from thy evil ways, and turn 
to the Lord, and he will have mercy, and to our God, 
and he will abundantly pardon!" t"Thou art the mourn- 
er in Zion; be thou comforted; for, blessed are they 
that mourn, for they shall be comforted !"J 

Fourth-day. — Attended two sittings of the Yearly 
meeting, which ended this day, with songs of praise to 
the giver of all good ; for through the spirit and power of 
his love, friends were enabled to part under a sense 
thereof. I stayed in Newport till after meeting next 
day; some friends spoke largely therein, but 1 was 
tryed in mind, and felt no life, so I dared not move in 
the ministry. Left town in the evening, in order to at- 
tend Portsmouth preparative meeting next day; but 
being much indisposed with a severe pain in my head, I 
thought best to decline going to meeting. Dear Susan- 
na R. Smith from New Jersey, being also very unwell, 
stayed with her companion, Grace Willis, and myself, 
at the widow Shearmon*s, where we were kindly taken 
care of, by her and her dear daughters. May the 
Lord reward them for their kindness, to us, for indeed it 
was great. 

On Seventh-day, both being somewhat recovered, we 
set out for Providence, in order to be at meeting there, 
on First-day. We reached the neighbourhood that af- 
ternoon, both much better, and I hope^ thankful for the 
many favors bestowed upon us; for we are sensible that 
all proceed from God, the fountain of all good. Praise,

First-day. — Attended* the morning and afteroooD 
meetings in the town of Providence, in which the Lord

Friiends at that place, furnished us with a hack and 
horses, and a driver; and our kind friend Obadiah Wil- 
liams of Newport, was willing to bear us company to 
New Haven, where we arrived on Fourth-day evening, 
and after parting with him, f with the two women, (Su- 
sanna R. Smith and Gi^ce Willis,) Went immediately on 
board a packet bound for New York, where we arrived 
safely the next evening, and from thence, on Sixth-day 
morning, took a passage in a steam boat for Elizabeth- 
town; and after taking a solemn farewell of my before 
mentioned friends, f landed on the Point, and they going 
homewards, I went to Bridgetown, in order to have a 
meeting there. Next day, had a meeting in Friends' 
meeting house, called Rahway, the f>re part of which 
was dull, but the later part open and favoured; and it 
ended to good satisfaction* 
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Fitst^y^ the, ^Oih of the Gtk months Idlt.^Had a 
large and highly favoured meeting at Plainfield. On 
Second-day, the 1st of thJe 7tfa month, rode to Cross- 
wicks, and next day, attended Chesterfield Monthly 
meeting; and on Fourth-day, was at Mansfield Neck; 
through all of which meetings, the Lord helped me to 
good satisfaction, and my soul was humbly bowed be^* 
fore him. On Fifth-day, on my way to Philadelphia, I 
attended the Preparative meeting at Newtown, which 
was silent, and my mind was easy and calm; so I weiit 
into the city, and on Sixth and Seventh-duys rested, 
and on First-day morning, attended Mulberry street 
meeting, in which my mouth was opened in gospel au- 
thority, to speak largely, to much satisfaction* The 
Lord is good indeed, to his poor servant; my soul knows 

*t at this time, and I hope will never forget it. In the 
afternoon, I attended Pine street meeting, in which 1 had 
close and very extensive service, to the alarming of 
many minds, and to the peace of my own, after which 
I felt clear of that part of this great city, and could 
quietly praise the Lord my God, who had cared for me 
through this great day's work.

Fifth-day* Attended Radnor Monthly meeting, 

wherein I was led to speak closely to a state present, 
which was living in a form without life, and which had 
become as a stumbling block in the way of tender ones, 
and as a «log and weight to the living members of that 
meeting; after which my mind was lovingly drawn forth 
in voeal supplication to the Lord our God, that he might 
arise, and through his mighty power, sound forth his 
voice from Zion's holy mount, to the awakening of those 
who were on their beds tf ease. The business then 
came on, and I had good service, both in the men's and 
woBien's apartments, and my mind was made to rejoice 
iD<Sod my helper, and to praise his holy name. But^

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Oh! pa3xlh iny soul, what wiJl become of those Hfeles* 
members, who are as dry Jimbs hanging on the Uving 
body? They will in time drop ofi^ if they are not re- 
newed, and men will gather them, and cast them into the 
fire. O arise, and see what hope thou hast in Christ. 

Sixth-day^ the 12/A. — Had a very satisfactory meeting 
in the West town school, amongst the jchildren and 
teachers. Next day, rode into Maryland, and on First- 
day, had a large meeting in East Nottingham, in which 
1 had very laborious and extensive service, which, how- 
ever, was more easy in the latter part; and the meeting 
ended in prayer and praises to the Lord our God. 

Second-day. — Had a meeting at Little Britain ; here 1 
had lo speak closely to those who were in the spirit of 
the world, and to those who were at ease, and cared but 
little about the world, or their own souls; and had a 
word of encouragement to the mourners in Zion ; so 
that my service was long, and I hope some good was 
done, although the truth did not arise so high as at some 
other times. On *rhird-day, I rode to the settlement of 
Friends on Deer creek, feeling at this time clear of Penn- 
sylvania. Having no constant companion, my dear 
young friend Robert Sinclair, from Baltimore, joined 
with me at Philadelphia,. which was truly comfortable 
to mc, and we had a pleasant ride.

f\rs[-dai/, ikc 2I»(. — In the morning, attended the 
meeting for the western district, and in the HfLernoon,tbi>l 
for tht caslern; both to good satis/action; and on Sec- 
ond-day, liad a meeting in a Methodist meeting house, 
about four miles from town, wlicre 1 had large service, 
lioih in supplication and testimony, to general satisfac- 
tion. The Methodists are a rehgious people; the love 
of God h to be felt amongst them: O! that it may have 
its perfect work, DO thnt tiiey may come lo distinguish 
between the animal life, and the life of true religion; 
and thereby be preserved from sewing fig leaves together 
in the time of conviction, that they way wait for the 
spirit of conversion, which would enable ihem to cry "Ab^ 
ha Father:" that all their religious performances 'm&J 
proceed from the working of the spirit of traihtti their 
wn hearts, and that they may sing with the sptril, prnj 
with the spirit, and preach W iho help of the ypirit; 
nd then the animal life would not rule in any of tliose 
pcribrmances. If all pn)li:ssors in all religious so?Teiies, 
would mind this, fliose who are experienced in leh/ioo 
would be very earefnl in pushing their nfv converb, or 
rather, such as have felt conviction, into public acts of 
I devotion. 

Thinl-dai/, iht.'iM of tint 'Ttk wojjift.— By early can- 
gUtf I had a meeting iii the African mecliot; ho-ise, 
ftSaltimorc, where it was supposed that there wcrt a 
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thousand blacks together. It was an evening I think/^^ 
not soon to be forgotten ; for through the help of the 
Lord, I was enabled to preach the gospel to them, in 
tlie simplicity thereof. TKlb poor creatures were ten- 
dered and made to rejoice, and I was much helped in 
supplication^ and our meeting ended in praises to Goct, 
and in thanksgivings to his hely name. O my soul! he 
hath dealt bountifully with thecy both amongst the rich 
and the poor, the white and the black ; where ha has 
been pleased to lead thee, he has not forsaken tliee: 
therefore, trust in hi«i, and lie low before him, for he is 
thy God, and there is none else. 

I left Baltimore on Fourth-day morning, and rode to 
Elk Ridge, about ten miles, which is a small meeting, 
and in which I had service to pretty good satisfaction. 
Next day, rode to Brookville, and on Sixth-day, had a 
meeting at Sandy Spring, wherein the gospel was preach- 
ed, many minds were comforted together, the ignorant 
were instructed, the lukcTrarm warned, and tKo dear 
youth invited to come to Christ, all in the tender lan- 
guage of love ; and after meeting, at the house where I 
Vvcnt to dine, several friends having come in to see me^ 
the Lord was pleased to open the windows of Heaven, 
and pour down his blessings so that our cups were made 
to run over. 

Seventh-dai/. —Wiih several friends who felt their minds 
engaged to bear me company, I rode to Newmarket. — 
Called in to see two Friends by the way, in whose fam- 
ilies I had some service •, one being a man and his wife^ 
who had lately joined friends : the man had been a preach- 
er in the Methodist society, but could not find that 
peace which he desired to fi^nd, so he left them, and 
came amongst Friends. One of their daughters, a 
precious young woman, hath also joioed with Friends* 
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Fi,-it-day, the 2Bth of the Qlh M»n(ft.— Had a good 
meeting at Bush creek, wherein 1 was highly favoured 
in testimony and snpphcation. On Second-day, rode to 
Waterford, in Virginia, and rested there on Third-day, 
and on Fourth-day, attended the monthly meeting (jf 
Fairfax, wherein 1 had large and close service to the 
backshdcrs and open transgressors; yet the word ofi-eii- 
coHragement flowed tenderly to the dear youth, ^n 
Fifth-day, the Ist of the 8th month, attended Goose 
creek Monthly meeting, to a degree of satisfaction. 
Here I found, that I mast stop and return to the state 
of Pennsylvania. This was a sore trial to the natural 
will, but I was enabled to adopt the language of my 
dear Lord, and holy eufiertng head, and say, "if this 
cup may not pass away, except 1 drink it, thy will be 
done."* So my mind became resigned, and I returned 
to Waterford that evening; the two following days rodj 
to Baltimore, in company with dear friends Robert 
clair aud wife, who met me at Newmarket, and \ 
with me into Virginia; his brother, John Sinclair, hav- 
ing accompanied mc from Baltimore to Newmarket, 
from which place he turned homewards. 

First-day f the 4lhof (he ZlkmotUh. — Attended meetings 
m the city to good mtisfaction; and on Second-day, 
attended the Quarterly meeting, which was large, and 
in which I found it to be my place to sit in stillness and 
quietude until the business was gone through, when ' 
the shutters were raised, anii we had a parting oppor* 
tunity together: here 1 took a tender leave of my dear 
lathers and mothers in the truth, in much love. Wait-

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ed next day, for Robert Sinclair to get ready to go witL 
' me again into Pennsylvania ; and on Fourth-day moriiing, 
left the city, and arrived at Wilmington, in Delaware, 
next day 5 and on Sixth-day, had a large meeting in 
Friends' meeting house, in that town, irwas a trying 
time to me: having to bear testimony against formal 
professors, and those who were as proselytes of the gate, 

, professing to worship the living God, yet remaining un- 
circumcised, and were worshipping God without the 
gates of the city. These were invited to arise and 
shake themselves, not only from grosser things, but also 
from the dust of the earth; and to suffer the quick and 
powerful word of God to go forth, to the circumci- 
sing of their hearts, and to the making of a separation 
between the precious and the vile; then God would give 
them life, and enable them to pass through the gates 
ilito the city, where the Lord God and the Lamb stand 
as a temple to worship in. Those who were not pro- 
fessors were spoken to, and the dear youth were loving- 
ly invited ; so that it was a laborious day to me, as it 
oflen is, when the careless professors have to be spoken 
to. There is no state so hard to be reached, as that of 
a lukewarm member of society.

.jprcxoige: for ^all are not Israel, that are of Israel; but 
in Isai^ shall thy seed be called."* Oh! that there 
was a passing throng the gates into the city, by those 
who are professors; so that the hi^way might be cast 
up, and the stones and stumbling blck^ks removed, and 
that the serious enquirer Zion-ward^ mijght be encour- 
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aged and find the way into the city, and come to wor- 
eiiip io the inner temple. 

Stventhrdai/. — Had a meeting at Cliichestiir, in Pcnn- 
eylvaniEi, wherein 1 also had large service, in closa tes- 
timony, to Ihe awakening of some, I hope, and to the 
encouragement of the sincere hearts. The dear youth' 
were invited to come to the Father's inheritance, which 
be gave to the Son, whicli was life eternal: and llrrongh 
Ciirist the Son, it is communicated to all that will coiner 
as Rebecca did come and was received into the Father's 
house, and ihe mother's tent, where she found comfort, 
and was made joint heir with the Son. 

First-doTf, (he 1 \lh — Was at Chester meeting, wherein 
I had the words of encouragement fo sound forth to the 
youth, porae of whom, from the sensations of my mind, 
appeared in great distress; their states were spoken to 
plainly, in the spirit of truth and love, and the language 
of help flowed forth towards them, to the tendering of 
many'.'minds. After meeting, I was taken to a house in 
town, to dine, and as soon as 1 went therein, I found that 
the state which 1 had felt in meeting was there; and 
after inquiry, 1 found that I was in the house of a 
widow, whose husband had lately been drowned by a 
storm on the Delaware river, and that she and her pre- 
cious children were in deep distress, on account of their 
loss, but more particularly on account of their own 
souls' salvation ; amongst them was one precious daughr 
terofgood parts, who was not a memTter of any feligious 
society, but I found that menibers of different socictieG, 
had been trying to draw her to tbcm, so that her c^nd 
was in confusion, and she knew not where to go for 
pence.

^ On Second-day, I was so r^oovered as to set forward 
on my way to die Quarterly Ibeeting, held at London- 
grove and on Third-day |hfil a highly favoured nrieeting 
Bt Bradford, and iMii^JQ|^ ^s weak in body, yet the 
Lord helped me, sio.ttMiA li^BtBable to preach the gospel 
for the qpace of abouibrtwd lim» * ^ ^^ 
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yourth'day. — Attended the Qtiarterly meeting held at 
Londongrove, which was large and highly favoured with 
the Lord's presence. The two following days we rode to 
Huntington, in order to attend the Quarterly meeting 
of ministers and elders at that place, on Seventh-day; 
but I was prevented from it by bodily weakness. Next 
day, I was better, so that I attended meeting, which was 
large, and attended by many not of our society. 1 had 
large service, both in testimony and supplication, to good 
satisfaction; and was afterwards informed that some 
were present, who thought that Friends did not believe 
in Christ. These received better information; for Christ 
within, "the saints hope of glory," was set forth to be

— Attended the 
meeting at Dunning's creek, wherein I had large ser- 
vice, both in testimony and supplication, it was a good 
meeting, and the name of the Lord was praised, and 
my poor soul much strengthened in the Lord, in this my 
tried situation. My horse is still lame and I know not 
what to do for the best: Lord, my eje is on thee; open 
a way for me, as thou thinkest best ; I am thy servant j 
blind as him wl;om thou hast sent. 

After waiti^'g in suspense, through Second-day, I set 
off on Third-day morning, for Red-stone, my horse being 
better. 1 reached Connelsville on Fourth-day night, 
had a meeting there on Fifth-day, and another at Na- 
thaniel Gibson's iron works on Sixth-day; in both of 
which I had large service, yet not to so good satisfac* 
lion as at some other tim^K. 

Seventh-day* — Had a meeting atSweekley,in Friends' 
meeting house; and on First-day, another at Providence; 
these were both blessed meetings, in which the Lord 
was near. ^ 

Second-day. — Had a meeting at Center, the foro part 
of which was trying and painful, but the latter opei: 
and comfortable, and we had to praise God. Next da} 
I had a small, yat highly fiivored meeting at Sandyhill 
wherein the goodness df the Lord to the children o 
men, was set forth to the tendering of many minds, 
which, through the tender operation of the divine 
spirit of love, were enabled to piai«^ His adoiabl*: 
name; and my soul was much set at liberty. O tb ^ 
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goodness of my God to me, a poor ciwiturel May my 
soul love him, and. keep his commandmento! 

FomtMay. — Attended meeting at Red-stone, which 
wa8 large and highly favoured ; 1 had an open time in 
declaring the truth to the people, who were much 
reached and tendered, and the living, amongst them, 
were made to praise God. The same divine favour 
and openness was experienced at Westland meeting 
house iiQxt day; and I had again ta rejoice in the Lord 
my God, hecause he hatii hitherto helped mej and more 
particularly, because I feel his peace to flow in my 
breast.

We rode as far as Pittsburgh that day» 
and not finding it to be my place to appoint a meeting 
in that town, we passed on; and on Second-dajy h4d a 
meeting at the falls of -Big-Beaver; this was a day of 
hard labour tO' me, in vfhicfa } found peace, and was 
enabled to praise God for his helping hand, by which 
I was helped through tiiifl'day's work. 

Thirirdmi.mQirmng;i:the Mik of the Mnth wofi/^— Pro- 
ceeded for the settlemeut of Friends in the state- of 
Ohio* When we' came 4nto the settlement, we were 
informed by a friend whom we met on the road, that 
there was a meeting appointed at the Ridge, for a 
friend from Short-creek, to begin at three o'clock in 
the afternoon ; so we went on, and reached the meeting 
.ia pretty good time. We-wwit Vxi v>a ^rxwi?*^ 
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through the cementing power and love of God, we 
were soon united together, and enabled to praise his 
holy name; and ability was given me to labour, to the 
tendering of most minds present, and to the satisfaction 
of my own. 1 knew it was tjie Lord's work, and my 
soul doth adore him, for the many fa^yors which he be- 
stows on the children of men. 

Fourth-day. — Attended the meeting at Elk-run, which 
was large, and I had much service therein ; a marriage 
ceremony was performed in great solemnity, and the 
meeting ended welL In the afternoon, we attended the 
funeral of a friend, at Middletown meeting house, and

% Thirdrday^ the Ist of the Tenth month, — Had a very 
Targe meeting at Short-creek. Here I had Jiard exer- 
cise, and close vocal service in testimony, yet highly 
favoured in supplication; after which, I had a comfor- 
table time in addfessing the youth, and the meeting 
ended well. Fourth-day, were at Concord; the meet- 
ing was highly favoured with the Masters presence, 
and many minds were tendered, and made to praise his 
holy name, for his helping hand. 

Fifth-day. — Had a small, yet precious meeting, at 
Wheeling in Virginia, and on Sixth-day, one at St. 
Clairsville, held in the Court House. Friends had a 
meeting house in town^ bat it was considered too small 
for such a meeting as was expected. I went into tUs 
meeting under a greifl wcdght and exercise, insomuch 
that I thought I should fahit under the burthen; but (he 
Lord was graciously pleased to give me strength to 
arise and preach the everlastiiig go#pel fiir the sptace of 
more than two bours, so my mind became refieve^t and 
I found true peace in this day's work, and waa^Mblcd 
to praise the name of the Lord my God, f(Hr. his piping 
hand. 
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Seventh'daf^p—Jlad a meeting at Wright's meeting 
house, (so called.) wherein 1 had some close remarks to 
make to the fathers and mothers, tvhereby I found relief, 
and left the meeting in a peaceful frame of mind, and on 
First-day, the 6th of the Tenth month, had a large meet- 
ing at Plainfield, in which I had large and laborious ser- 
vice, but was enabled to leave the meeting in peace, 
which is all the reward that I look for, and which en- 
ables me to praise the Lord, for the work is his; be is 
striving to re-claim the children of men from their evil 
ways, so that he may save them with an everlasting sjjI- 
vation; and in order that they should be visited both 
immediately and insfrrumentally, he is pleased to call 
me from my habitation, and cause me to pass thro|igli 
deep trials for his work's sake. If any good can arise 
from my trials, O Lord! I am not unwilling to ^|||||d 
through them. 

Second-day. — Had a good meeting at Fhishing, in 
which the cvcrhiBting gospel was preached, to the ten- 
dering of many minds, and to the comfort of my own." 
Next day had a small meeting at Captina, where I had 
close and long vocal exercise to the careless fatherland 
mothers: yet the words of comfort flowed to Ihe sincere 
hearts, and those of encouragement to the dear youth. 
Next day at Still- water; this meetins was large and 
highly favoured, in which my services^fere great, li*st- 
ing nearly three hours; many important points of doc- 
trine were spoken of, and largely treated on, which 
brought peace to my mind, and I now feel clear of this 
part of the state. The Lord has indeed been with me 
through all; this my ^soul is sensible of, arid doth bow 
bejbi^bim. 
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The four following dajs I rode to the^.settlement of 
Friends on Dry-run, my joung friend William Boswell, 
bearing me company. I had been accompanied for 
some time by my kind friends, Jacob Branson and Mary 
Hopson who parted with me at Still-water. They are 
both well engaged friends; mayst thou hold them in the 
hollow of thy holy hand, O Lord ! 

Secondrday. — Had a meeting there: the fore part was 
dull and heavy, but the latter open and highly favoured. 
*^ Next day, we had a trying meeting at Walnut-creek; 
my services not yielding so much relief as at some 
other times. On Fourth-day we were at Fairfield, 
where I had a trying time, and also at Clear-creek next 
day. Oh Lord 1 thou hast been pleased to try me, in a 
close manner, since I came into this part of the state: 
f^gpvae strength to do thy will, both in riches and pov- 
er^, so that my soul may bless thee through all. 

Sixth-day. — Had another trying meeting at Lee's- 
creek ; but the latter part was more comfortable, and 
' ilie truth reigned over all, so that my mind was made a 
little to rejoice in a sense of the extension of the Lord's 
goodness to me a poor creature. Attended Fall-creek 
Monthly meeting next day, and had considerable service 
therein, to pretty good saflfefaction. Here lives a num- 
ber of honest hearted friends, amongst whom in time of 
business, I warfSiade to rejoice. 

First-day^ the 20/^. — Were again at Fairfield meeting, 
in which 1 had close testimony to bear, and found peace 
therein. On the following day, had a small, yet blessed 
meeting on the east fork of the Little Miami: Ae love 
of the Father was to be felt over all, and we w^ made 
to rejoice together. On Third-day, had another highly 
favoured meeting at the lower mc^ng hous^f OU Xhfy 
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fiast fork, to good satisfaction ; here my mind was set at 
liberty, and made to praise the Lord my God in the as- 
semblies of the people. These two last meetings, are 
ncwl^' set up, and friends are concerned to live in love, 
which is the true badge of discipleship* 

Fourth-day. — Attended Centre Monthly meeting, in 
silence, wherein I had to wade under a weight of exer- 
cise, but could find no way to relieve my mind; so left 
the meeting under a i)urdeh. Had a meeting next day 
at Frazier's meeting house, (so called,) wherein I had 
good service to satisfaction. O that friends would liv^ 
in love I what comfortable beings they would then be. 
On Sixth-day, I had a small, yet blessed meeting at, 
Harvey's meeting house: the Lord was near, and in the 
strength of bis spirit, the everlasting gospel was preach- 
ed to the baptising of the minds of the people. On 
Sevetith-day, attended Caesar's-creek Monthly meeting, 
wherein I had plain testimony, and encouragement, per- 
suasion, and inviting love, and also, in supplication, to 
good satisfaction. The business of this meeting was 

transacted in a degree of the spirit of love and conde- 
scension. 

FirsUday^ the 21th. — Were agai]||^t Centre meeting, 
which was large, and I had strengm given to relieve my 
mind; then left the place in peace, and on Second-day, 
hai a meeting at Faulkner's meeting place, in which 1 
had exteE^sive service, to the tendering of the minds of 
thu people ; which was the case again next day, at a 
little meeting on the head of CaesarVcJreek, wherein the 
Lord WJ*s pleased to give me gcdS service, both in testi- 
j.-.ttony and supplication; and on Fourth-^iay, the 30th of 
vfS-fte. Tenth mooth, we rode to tha settlement of Friends 
western branch o( the Great %Vvd?KC\. IsXXkvA^^ 
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the meeting called Randolph, n^x^daj, to good satisfac-' 
tion; and on Sixth-day, had a meeting at^ Mill-creek, 
wherein I had considerable service, but not to so good 
satisfaction as at some other times. On Seventh-day, 
we had a meeting at Concord, wherein we were favour- 
ed with the Master's pcesence, and much comforted 
together. 

First-day^ the 3rd of the Eleventh month. — Had a Soul- 
soldcing meeting at Union, wherein the precious love of 
God was to be felt, in which the everlasting gospel was 
preached, and it was a day, which I hope will be re- 
membered for good. On Sec©nd-day, had another 
^ighly favored meeting at West-branch ; and on Third- 
day, had a laborious one at Rocky Spring. After this 
meeting, I went to see some of my relations, and spent 
a day with them; then on Sixth-day, attended Miami 
Quarterly meeting of ministers and elders, to good sat- 
isfaction; and on Seventh-day, the large Quarterly 
meeting, m which I had extensive and satisfactory ser- 
vice ; satisfactory to myself, and for aught 1 know to my 
friends. I was much favored with the Master's presence 
in the families, ^itb whom I lodged, much to my own 
satisfaction. ^ 

First'dat^ the 10th of the Eleventh month, — Attended 
Miami meeting in which some friends had good service: 
I was favored to sit in stillness and quietude of mind. 
Here I parted with my dear friends in much love and 
tenderness; and also with my dear nephew William 
Williams, who had been with me for some time. Then 
went for White- Water, and on Fourth-day, had a meet- 
ing there, in which I had to speak close to the professors 
of truth, and to warn them against settling down in 
formaUty, without the life. On Sixth-day, hadjii siaciall. 
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yet highly favoitred meeting, at Silver-creek, and on 
First-day, tho ITth, hiiid a meeting at Elk-creek. Here 
the Lord was pleased to set my travail) ing mind at 
liberty, and to give me a blessed parting opportunity, 
with my dear friends, so that aft^ praising the Lord 
together, we separated under a sense of his goodness. 

And now feeling at liberty to go home, I spent a plea- 
sant evening with my dear friends Benjamin Hawkins 
and family; and on Second-day morning, the !8th of the 
Eleventh month, I started home, in company with my 
friend Walter Kennedy. We travelled through Ken- 
tucky, and on Third-day, the 26th of the month, I arriv- 
ed at my own habitation, and found my dear wife and 
all our children well, by whom 1 was received with the 
cordial affection of endeared love ; and we were truly 
comforted in each other's company, being enabled to 
bless, praise, and adore the' name of the Lord our God, 
who had been with us, preserved us, and brought ua 
together again* ^ 

I was out on this journey one year, lackiog one week^ 
travelled by computation, about four thousand nine 
hundred and fifty miles; attendea^l)OQt two hundred 
and forty-four religious meetings; and three Yearly 
meetings, in which there were about thirty sittings for 
discipline.

— North 
Carolina. — ^'ir^■i'^t«l. — Maryland. — Letter from his wife. — Dela- 
ware. — PeniisTlv:»pia. — Jersey. — Visit to the Oecan. — Pennsvlva- 
nia. — Maryland. — North Carolina Yearly meeting. — Returns 
home. 

Beixg now at home and having time to look over nriy 
papers, I fii|A^ number of letters which passed betweeii 
my wlfu and Jtie, during our separation for the work'8 
sa'ivo; and on reviewmg tliem, 1 think it wouJd be right 
to gi\e some of ih&in a place in these mcmoirii. The 
first that I roccived from her, was dated the Ist of the 
Second nr.oijth% 1811, and is as foliows: 

" Mof(t de7r and much bemed husband William — Thou 
hast been very much the companion of my mind this 
evening, and I am induced to write thee a few lines, and 
inform tlice that I am well at present, and all our chil-> 
dr*^!!, 88 far as I know. We received thy letter of the 
Twi^l^h month last: it gave us great satisfaction to hear 
from thee, and that thou and fhy d^ar companion vf&sp 
well. >■ 
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"I may infonn thee, dc .. , u af T frel mysol^sr^p- 

a rated from thee, my mosr .• i. . . ■ • ; *. ■» . "A^i^ri, ibr 
a great while; yet at time« i i^^J • mj »: |/cac;of mind, 
and pass so quietly alorig through tliis v;ile oi' triads, in 
this our separation, that the language of my heart often 
is, "Lord, thy will be done!" and unJer triese conside- 
rations, I am at times made to rejoice, that I am even 
fouiid worthy to take care at home; feeling myself as 
one that does not want for any thing, only thy dear, 
syrikpatliizing compa'ny, which I hope for in the L^d's 
time, when thou mayest return with peace ia ihy own 
breast. And, dear heart, when thou art in a strange 
land, and amonget strangers; when the presence of the 
Lord (for wise purposes) shall disappear; and all pleas- 
antness be hidden from thy sight; when thou artleflas iD 
the deep, and weeds are wrapped about thy head : then, 
Oh that thou mayest be girded about with the shield of 
faith! that true and* living faith, by which the followers, 
of Christ are to walk; so that thou be .n^t dninayedy 
nor faint in thy mind: David said, " 1 will wait all my 
days, until my appointed time»" 

"Oh <^hat ouc whole trust may be iitand on Christ, in 
this our separation! So I conclude, with my love to 
thee, my dear husband, in which the children join." 

Ai»d in the Fifth month, she wrote thus: 

Dear and precious husband^ William-^^y Iieart salutes 
thee in that love, which, I trust, is rather more than 
natural, and bids thee be of good cheer, aa^ look for- 
ward for the prize, and I trust thou wilt be provided 
with food in due season. My health has not been very 
good, but I am now much better, and ail our children 
are well as far as I know. 
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^* Dear and precious heart, we received thy letter ot 
the Third month last, on a First-dfiy morning, when sev- 
eral Friends were at our house, and all our children 
were present. I thought it a solemn time ; Friends were 
much humbled in feeling sympathy: and dear heart, I 
was vtry much rejoiced to hear from thee, and of thy 
health; and also that thou hadst heard from us. 

•' Dear and much beloved husband, when I read of 
^hv lonesome hours, which no inexperienced heart 
coiud conceive; all my ajmnpathizing feelings were 
moved; for, to the natural will, this, our separation, 
cannot be pleasant, but is at times, like Marah's water, 
really "Jbitter; yet, as we have the land of Canaan m 
view, and, do not expect more deeply suffering seasons 
on this side of it; these seasons, if rightly improved, 
will bring a greater degree of patience and fortitude, 
which are tilings greatly to be desired; but for us to be 
given up to the will and disposal of kind Providence, 
thou kfdvveBtf my dear, ia no easy attainment: I think, 
however, I am learning to have patience, and my npind 
is at times bowed in resignation, and these words run 
through it:

With a cheerful mind at home I'll stay, 

Whilst my love is exposed to fatigue and rain ; 

O Lord I be with him, whilst he's away, 
And t^rin^ him safe to me again. 

^ Also, through the spirit of faith, I could trusty and 
utter the8^l>ords :

And nu his name rely. 
He'll bl(?s« thorn who are trtly jait. 

And all their want? supply. 
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^^ (!) my much beloved httsband, the thoughts of thee 
often fill my waking Jwurs, greatly desiring that the 
Lord may be our support ai«d guard, in all our solitary 
moments ; and that h^iiiay qualify and enable my mind 
to make suitable retffiis for past favogj^ May thef staff 
of Israel be our support, and may we Iwe no other, is 
the secret petition of my mind." 

After giving an accouut of the state of health in the 
settlement, she wrote thus : 

" Dear and beloved husband, friend and brother, be- 
gotten of the one eternal Faliier, my heart is filled with 
true sympathy for thee, and with thee, in thy lonesome 
travels ; there is no one on earth can know these thicga ^.^ 
whilst unexperienced, whilst untried with being separa- "* ■ 
ted from near and dear connexions on earth. Oh the 
depth and extent of the riches, knowledge, and wisdom 
of God, and his dear Son, the Lamb immaculate! Sing 
praises und hallelujahs to his holy and adorable name^ 
saith my soul I 

** This is First-day night, after our Quarterly meetings 
and friends that are here are retired to bed, and I am 
up alone, and I feel myself alone as a bird separated 
from its mate. The lime of our Quarterly meeting has 
been very pleasant to me; our triend Aaron, had good 
service, both in testimony and supplication on First-day; 
the people were very still and quiet. 

^ I may let fhee know that T am content, and feel as 
though 1 do not lack for any thing: our aons are very 
agre#abie, and very kind to me, and ready t(^clp me 
in tuy thing that will lessen my fatigue. Thou art 
ofien very lear and dear to me, and I bDave felt it renew- 
^dly so, through the. course of this Quarterly meeting. 
May-Dothifig inpede my pure love, and as yet, never 
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failing regard, which I feel for the glorious cause of 
truth on earth! O that I mayihf prepared to join tl>e 
aong which the redeemed have learned, and are learn- 
in}^, in prociaimirig, that ^worthy-is the Lord God and 
the iamb, to re^ve riclies, honol^and power, hoth now 
and tbrevorm<»P'* O my beloved husband! this per- 
haps may And xhee in a lonesome hour, and give thy 
miiid a little case, by the reading of it. I may now add 
as thou didst, that 1 am well, aud at times, in pretty good 
heart. 

*'My dear and precious William, my heart is feelingly 
drawn towards thee, in this late hour of the night, so 
that sleep is departed from my eyes ; yet I can say, that 
my heart is bowed in peaceful quietude and content- 
ment* Let dear Cliarles know that his family were 
well last Fourth-day; and give him n)y love and good 
wishes* So now 1 mu^t close this letter to thee, my 
William, and in that love, dear heart, which, I trust, 
thou hast experienced, 1 desire to remember thee, and 
be remembered by thee. I feel myself to be one of the 
least of Jacob's wrestling offspring, who are in any wise 
wrestling to obtain that faith, which gives a title to the 
name of Israel. So dear heart farewell, 
From thy loving spouse,

A little before I received the foregoing letter fro;n jfij 
wife, I wrote the following to her:

I expect to go ifpm here to Rhode Island Yearly 
meeting, then to the Island of Nantuck6jij|Mtbat is as far 
as I can see at this time; so that if I should Kve to leave 
that isle, I think I shall be favoured to set my face 
towards home, but have no idea when I shall get there* 
I often think of thee, dear heart, and our dear children, 
and the friends at home, but dare not turn that way yet; 
but I hope the time will come, when I shall see you 
again* I was at dear Stephen Grallet's a few nights 
ago; he is making ready to cross the sea, on a visit to 
England, Germany, and parts of France* I could 
sympathize with him. We were much favoured togeth- 
er, and supplication and prayer were poured forth for 
them that go, and them that stay, in which thou, my 
dear wife, wast remembered, as thou art at many other 
times* 1 have not seen dear Charles but once in more 
than three months ; I hear he is in Pennsylvania, making 
his way for Red-stone, and likely towards home* I have 
now the satisfaction of the agreeable company of Ann 
Jessop, and her daughter Hannah WHlls, and James 
Stanley., from North Carolina, but they expect after 
this yeaily meeting is over, to set their faces towards 
home also; so that I shall soon be left a stranger, in a 
strange land; and have to stretch forth the arms of my 
mind, and suffer them to be bound by the Master, and 
led inte uidmown parts; and although the trial is great, 
I hope my mind is given up to his holj will; yet at 
times, 1 feel hard work to keep my head from sinking 
under the waves of discouragement, in this tried situa< 
tion. My dear sister, pray for me, for I feel that I 
aland in need of thy help;— dear heart, thou art more 
^ 1! 
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to me than ten thousand otheii, even lext to Christ our

^^Aod now dear heart, my h^re to thee (^ et^j^tungy 
through the mercies of God^ is fkll, imd my cap to -him 
over^ws. Oh! that we nmy dwdl in his love, and be 
preserved by his divine power! Please to givemy love 
to friends that may enquire, as if named: Ar if 1 should 
J)egin to name, I know^not wheni I skoiili ^vtop ; for J 
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Jieel so filled with love to all, ev^to the whole houee- 
bold of faitli. And you my endeared children, I lend 
you my love, as an absent father's pledge; and beloved 
hearts, i once naore exhort you to be faithful to the man- 
ifestations of the spirit of truth, in your own breasU, 
wliich will preserve you from evil, and build you up in 
Christ; so that if lie sees meet to bring me home again 
in biB love, we may meet and salute one another in an 
inward eense of improved minde. S«, now t conclude, 
with my love to thee, O thou my precious Rachel, the 
wifeof my bosom! and bid thee a solemn farewell. This 
from thy laving husband, brother and friend, 'm Chiist,

Having found the following letter, although it may not 
rome in true order of time according to date, yet I feel 
desirous to give it a place here.

*«A day of rest at a friend's house, wherein I had 
time to Wiife, au ;^.aE J can inform tUeo my dear hearty 
my precious and beloved wife Rachel, for whom my 
heart remains filled with pure love, and yon ray dear 
rfiildreii, and all my beloved friesds how it has beem 
and now is with me. 

I have had my fealth In an cxtrrfordinary manner' 
since I left home, which through tiie blessing of God, 
remain* with me at this time; and my preciijus wife,! 
long to hear friAi thee; I have never heard from thee 
since 1 left thee. I saw a letter from Sarah Oshorn, 
when 1 rt-as ill lUllsboroueh;, but none from thee had 
come when I left those parts; but if thou have sent any, 
■1 hope I shall receive them in a few days, as I left orders 
, for them to be sent to Gravelly-run, where I expect to 
m^i^ ou.£ir»irday, oext. I can now inform lliee. thnt I 
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was three months in North Carolina, lacking sevcB days^ 
in which time I rested three diays; the remainder was 
spent in travelling, or attending meetings, and the Lord 
hath been wonderfullj with me through all, both in the 
heights, and also in the depths; for it hath pleased him 
to lead me in the lonesome and solitary paths of the 
knourning ones; travelling without a constant compan- 
ioD) as * a sfiranger in a strange land, wherein 1 have 
spent EourB.mofe lonesome than any tongue can ex- 
press, or inexperienced heart conceive; yet I can truly 
say, that the Lord hath been with me, and hath opened 
my moiiih, in gospel authority, to the tendering of 
many, yea,- very many minds; and the sympathy and 
regard of friends, have been truly great towards me, a 
poor creature. I am now making my way for Philadel- 
phia Yearly meeting, where I hope to meet dear Charles, 
with whom' I parted at Center Quarterly meeting, 
in North Carolina, in order to go into the lower parts 
of that state, and Virginia; his intention was to go 
through the upper parts of Virginia. This may itir 
form thee a little of my travels, as I know that thou 
often wantest to hear. Write to me often, my beloved. 
Vife, for my soul renewedly longs to hear from thee. 

"And I now may say, that I often feel my soul drawn 
forth in such- a sense of inward love, that it feels as 
water poured forth before the Lord for our preserva- 
tion. O my dear children! you that Wwe come to the 
years of understanding, live near to serve, worship, and 
obey the God of your dear mother, so that you may be a 
comfort to her; keep and obey her commands in the 
Lord: then will he bless vou' both in basket and ift 
■itorc. 
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"My hearte, what shall I say unto you? my soul is 
bowed for you, that you may be like Sainuel, faithful to 
serve the Lord in the days of your youth. And, dear 
Richard, thou my eldest, consider that thou art now the 
head of a beautiful family; therefore cast from thee 
childish thoughts, words and actions, and give up wholly 
to serve the Lord; help thy dear wife, and let her help 
thee ; and then you will be able to train u'f your chil- 
dren in the nurture and admonition of the X^^* ^^^ 
O my daughter! thou and thy dear husbfllnA, are Ihore 
to me than I can express; when you see these lines, 
remember me, and be ye also encouraged in the Lord. 
And you, my little sons, remember to be good to your 
dear mother; obey her in all things, and be good to 
your dear little sister. O the precious child! my feel- .. 
logs are moved at the thought of her. 

"O my sister, my love ! To thee my heart is feelingly 
drawn; the thought of thee is more to me than all the 
riches of this world could be ; yea, it is next to the oil 
of heavenly conjugal love ; and though for Christ's sake, 
we are separated in body, yet I can say, through thq 
calming influence of his holy power, that I feel thee to 
be near in spirit. And O my dear Rachel! how often 
do I feel mynoMlo travel with thee in thy great charge 
and in thy lonesome hours; and I hope the time will 
again come, when we shall enjoy each other, in fhe 
fullness of endeared affection; and let this hope strength- 
en our min^s in Christ.'' 

I had intended to put this letter in the post-office at 
Petersburg; but as f had not yet arrived there, I did 
not seal it, until I came to Richmond, when 1 added the 
following sentences: 

1\* 
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"I am now at a Friend's house in Richmond, at which 
I arrived this day, and am waiting to have a meeting in 
town to-morrow ; then 1 expect to go on pretty directly 
towards Philadelphia* I am still in good health, and at 
times, in pretty good heart. I can inform thee, that I 
had a meeting yesterday, in the Methodist meeting 
house in Petersburg; the members were kind, and the 
great inhabitants of the town, appeared to be no more 
than grasshoppers, in comparison with the spirit and 
power of the€jord, which I felt to be on our side. Tills 
may suffice to show thee, that I live some times by faith 
in God. At that place, I received thy acceptable letter 
of Second month last. O the comfort and consolation 
it gave me to hear from thee, and to see thy own hand 
Jiirritingl It felt almost as if I had thy sympathizing 
company; it much revived my Heart, and raised my 
mind to look forward, in hopes that the time will come, 
when we shall enjoy each other's company, in the endear- 
ed affection of peaceful love ; and it has been the men- 
tal, and ofttimes the vocal supplication of my heart, thou 
my dear wife, might be preserved by the calming influ- 
ence of his holy spirit: and hearing in thy letter, that 
thou hadst been favoured with the incomes of his holy 
love, my heart was made to leap for joj^^So I conclude 
with my love to thee, to my dear chtflrai, and inquir- 
ing friends; and am thine, in the truth.

After my return from the forementioned journey, my 
heart was filled with songs of joy, and the Lord found 
much for me to do. Some time after my return, I and 
my wife, went up to the Monthly meeting of Loat-creek, 
where we saw dear Charles, who hi^d got home before I 
had, and we were truly glad to see each other. I had

service in their meeting, and also, in our Quarterly meet- 
ing at the same place, held iu the Secoild month in this 
year, (1812.) 

After a time of quietude and rest, the Lord drew my 
mind to thinl^of visiting the monthly meetings of New- 
hope and Lost-creek, and the meetings thereunto be- 
io! !2;ing. So on the 7th day of the Third month, I 
opened my prospect in our Monthly meeting of New- 
bury, and obtained the concurrence thereof; my aged 
frion-'i, Daniol Bonine, offering to bear me company. 
We left home on Third-day, the 17th of the Third 
month, and had a favoured meeting at the Grassy valley 
on Fourth-day. 1 was much helped in testimony, ex- 
horlatio?:, and supplication. O that the sons and 
daughters of pncn would rely on the Lord Rlonc, for 
spiritual strength to perform religious duties, such as 
singing, preaching and praying; then there would not 
be so many barren pastures, and lifeless flocks, in this 
our favoured Und of boasted liberty. On Fiflh-day, 
we attended meeting in the Rocky-vJiliey, which many 
attended: The life arose, in which I had good service, 
and the meeting ended in pniise to God for his helping 
hand ; so that we were enabled to set up our Ebenezer, 
and rejoiciugl|^D|ay, ^Hitherto the Lord hath helped 

Seventh-day. — Attended the Monthly meeting of New- 
hope, wherein I had large service, in the time for wor- 
ship, and also both among the men and women, in the 
time for discipline, which, perhaps was as nearly in the 
fullness of a sense of the Father's love, as we ever ex- 
perienced. Had similar favour again on First-day, at 
the same place, wherein the spirit and the bride were 
set forth in the inviting language of ^come;'' and he that 
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heard, was ens;aged to say "come," and to invite all to 
come, that would come, "and partake of the waters of 
life freely;"* and witness them to be, "as wells of living 
water, springing up into eternal life."t 

Third-day. — Had a meeting at Limestone, where 
friends have a meeting of indulgence granted to them« 
Our meeting was large, and owned by the Master of our 
assemblies, and we had large service in testimony and 
supplication. On Fourth day, we had a blessed meet- 
ing at Lick-creek, wherein the life of truth arose, in 
which the everlasting gospel was preached, to the ten- 
dering of many minds; and it was a time of solemnity, 
under which we parted, in great tenderness and good 
will, with many dear friends. Next day, we rode to 
Panther spring, and on Sixth-day, had a meeting at 
Canaday's meeting house 5 which was highly favoured. 

Seventh'day. — Attended Lost-creek Monthly meeting, 
wherein I had good service; and also next day, at the 
large First-day meeting at the same place; in which 1 
had close service, to a state which had been long visited, 
yet was standing idle, in the high-ways of the world; 
and to which the eleventh hour had nearly arrived. 
This, and much more was expressed in the opening of 
life; then I felt clear, and told them^^^d that if they 
perish, they must perish, and their bfipjjjJPlIl be on their 
own heads, for the Lord and his servant would be clear. 

On Second-day, the 30th of the Third month, we got 
home. Finding our families well, and feeling the Lord 
to be near, we were enabled to praise his holy power. 

The Mth of the Fifth monih^ 1812. I have been fa- 
voured to stay about home^ now for some time, within 

*Rev, zzii. 17. tJohn iv. H. 
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which our Quarterly meeting was held. Tt was highly 
favoured, and friends were much coniforted together; 
and this day my soul can praise the Lord for his many 
favours bestowed on me; and breathing desires arise^ 
that I may not be like some were forme rly, who sang his 
praises, but forgot his works. 

The ^Sthoftke Fifth month* — I left home and rode to 
Lost-creek; and on the 29th rede about twenty-fouf 
miles, in order to have a meeting at that place, where 
notice had been sent for one. When I arrived, I found 
many of different denominations met, and waiting for 
me. The Lord was pleased to help us to love him, and 
one another; and it may be said, that we had a blcsseS 
meeting together: my services being lai^, both in tes- 
timony and supplication. That evening, had a soul- 
solacing opportunity with our aged friends, John and 
Margaret Canaday, and several of tlieir connexions. 

Seventh-day^ the SOih. — Attended Lost-creek Monthly 
meeting, an4-oih-First<lay, had « meetirrg at the sailie" 
place for youth, and likewise attended their large meet* 
ing in course. All these were highly favoured meetings, 
fn a special manner, that for the youth and the general 
meeting; wherein it may be said, that Israel heard the 
shout of her king, to the rejoicing of the tabernacles of 
Jacob. After this, we rode towards home; I having 
had the compamrof my son Hezekiah, and two other 
friends. We afflled on Second-day night, the Ist of 
the Sixth month, and found all well. O Lord! thou 
hast often led mo about, and brought me home again. 
O mighty father! guide me through the few remaining 
dajs of my life, and let me not fall afler knowing so muck 
of thy goodness! 

Firsl'day^ the dth of ihe Eighth month^ 1812. — In my 
own habitation, 1 am made to rejoice in the Lord my 
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God* Oh! the knowledge of him is far before riches; 
for riches make themselves wiags and fly away; but the 
k>ve of God liveth and abideth forever: and he that 
Cometh to the knowledge of God must love him^ and be 
loved of Grod ; and as there is an abiding in this love^ he 
will raise him up at the last day. 

The \Qih of the Minth month* — ^1 have now so fer re- 
covered from a spell of severe affliction, as to be able to 
write a little* My comphiut was chiefly seated in the 
head, whereby I was brought quite low, and often 
thought, that it looked likely that labour here below 
was near to an end. . I was induced to look a liltle 
tnrough time into eternity with pleasing hopes; and I 
clearly saw, tiiat it was a great thing to die: and Oh! 
how I feel for those who are brought to this period, and 
have to behold the frowns of a sovereign Lord! My 
desires are great, tt&at whosoever may read these lines^ 
in a time of heaKh, may prepare to meet their God, 
and hoi put li offhBrta-&^^^.S M and 

rolling pillow* But what more can I sayt All souls 
were created for salvation, and the grace of God that 
brings salvation, hath iappeared unto alL^ Therefore, 
take heed thereunto, and it will prepare thee to meet 
thy Redeemer with songs of everlasting joy; but if thou 
standcst out, and keepest the door of thy heart closed 
against this heavenly messenger, knpfw.thou of a cer- 
tainty, that thy latter end will be awrur, and thou wilt 
most assuredly find it so, when thou congest to die. 

For some time before I was foken Ack, 1 often felt my 
mind drawn towards the Middle states again, with A 
belief that I should have to spend some more of my time

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in tliose parts; and after I got about agaia, it increased 
in such a manner, that I found it riglii to lay it before 
my friendain our Mo-iilily meeting trf'Newliury, lieldon 
the 4*L day of tlie Tenth mo^ith, 1812, which claiming 
their stilid attention, they sympathized and united with 
me in my andertakii.g; and iheir sympnthy and unity 
added aw<Ai strength to mj inind, notwithstanding the , 
prospect i^len clear, yet I have to pawthioagh Home 
lonesome Seaaona, irliereiu I am read} to doubt, 

O thoQ clirislinn traveller, hetcbj}' try [hyaeif, amd 
prove lliy principles, whether they be buill on (he sure 
JR)undatioii or not ; when the candle of the Lord ia shining 
on l!^ head, then settle down in lh\ own miad; fetl fer 
thy establishment, and the grtmnd-work of thy principles 
and rehgious practice; if they are built on the sure 
foundq^ion wfeh spring? from tSfe/i/esfHim, In whom 
(here is life, whicb H/e is the i^ht of men,* thou wilt feel 
an inward, secret peac«, which wilt he Au evidence to 
Ibee that thy soul is united to God. Although the Lord 
may, at times, see nteet to remove his candle from oS* 
thy bead, and to reil bis almighty arm of power from ifay 
sight, whereSn thou mayest he ready to doubt of thy 
calling and of thy establbhment with God, being suw, 
yet at such times loolc back to thy fnrmer moments wheii 
all doubts were removed from thy mind, and thereby let 
thy fiiith in God he renewed. But if la thy best mo- 
ments, thou shouldst dooM ^ the authenticity of Iby 
principle^ and reU^us performance s, it in indeed time 
for Ihec to search deeply, and see if they are not from 
ihtt iifluence of educntioii ; or, if they did not arise from 
thft will •fman, and are tiicrefbre not able to ttand thr 
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light of the dverlastiDg gospel: for in it, no deceplioii 
can live. 

Having obtained the concnrrence of the Monthly 
meeting, and its certificate, I laid the same before <nir 
Quarterly meeting, and obtained an endorsement. Be- 
ing thus famished^ I then found my mind drawn to Tisii> 
. the families of Friends belonging t» our Monthly meeting, 
before procdraing on my journey; and 4'^jfu:c6rdingly 
laid the same before Mends, who united with me, in the 
concern, and I piptfbeded to accomplish it I also ap- 
pointed a meeting on Beaver-crcek, in Knox county ; and 
was helped through, all to good saiisiaction ; and am 
now, (tbe tth day of Second month, 1813,) making ready 
to leave 'hoiBe to-morrow, on my intended journey. My 
son Hezdoah is to bettr roe company, as a companion, 
which 18 a satiafiictiw to me, and to my family and 
friends; and my desire is that the Lord may ena^^us 
to leave all uod^ the calming influence of His holy spir- 
it, for His name's sake; for I know that he that loves 
wife or children more than Christ, is not worthy of him. 

On Second-day, the 8th of t% Second month, 1813, 1 
took a tender farewell of my wiffe sttd children, my son 
afopesaid bearing me company^ We rode to the Grassey 
Valley, and on Third-day hUfSl a meeting there, to good 
safis&ction. On Fourth-day we were at Lost creek 
meeting, which was highly favoured ; and on Fifth-day 
at meeting at the R()ckj^Valiey-»-not so open— but to 
good satisfaction; then the three lollowing days attend- 
ed our Quarterly meeting at Lost-creek. 

Second-day, Ae 15f&.— We started, on. our jotMieyj 
had a small meeting at Canaday's meeting house, lo a 
degree of satisfaction. Third-day, rode to Lick-creek; 
and on Fourth«day, had a small yet blessed meetings 
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,t inetnbera of the Metbodist Society, on Lick- 
creek. There is a true birth in some of their hearts, 
which, if rightly taken care of, will, I hope, grow to ma- 
turity; but Oh! how many amongst (hat dear people, 
(being pushed on by their preachers into a multiplicity 
of outward performances) ru a before their guide, lose 
their way, and turn back again! May people attend to 
Him who hath declared, " 1 am the way, the truth, and 
the life, and tro onecBmeth to the Father, but by me;"* 
1heti they would not witness bo many heights, and so 
many cool seasons as we observe amtmgst the people of 
Ihat society. ■ 

Fifthtiay,the \&tk. — Had a meeting at Friends' meet- 
ing bouse, on Lick-creek, which was small, and con- 
tinued pleasantly eilent, for aome time; the gospel 
spring then opened, to good satisfaction, so that we 
wer^ enabled to raise our Ebenezer, and rejoicingly le 
say, "hitherto hath the Lord helped as." Next day, 
had a meeting at a mnn's house, wherein I had much 
labour to bring the people to an acquaintance with the 
inward work of true religion. 

Seventh-dat/. — Attended Newhope Monthly meeling: 
and on First-day liad a large meeting at the same place, 
(_whcreui I bad service to good satisfaction ; and on S^ 
, had a meeting at Limestone — nearly silent. 
t the four following days, we rode to the settle- 
k of Friends in Grayson county, Virginia; and 
«toppeii at the liouie of our ki^ friend Samuel Chcwj 
he and most of his family being gone to meeting, we 
were kindly received by hts daughter Alice. On Sev- 

Ky we attended Mount Pleasant Monthly meeting. 
»JohniiT.6. 
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which was a favoured one; as was also the meeting on 
First-day, at the same place ; so that we were made to 
rejoice in the Lord, and joy in God the giver of all good. 
Second-day^ the Xst of the Third month* — We had a 
highly favoured meeting near where friends formerly 
lield Maple-spring meeting. This last mentioned meet- 
ing had been laid down, by reason of so many friends 
moving over the Ohio. On Third-day, we had a meet- 
ing at Friends' meeting bouse, called Fruit-bill; solemn, 
and nearly silent, yet near the close, I had to show the 
people that we had witnessed the fulfiUing of our pray- 
ers, in that we often prayed that his will should be done 
on earth, as it was done in heaven ; and we read that 
there was silence in heaven, for the space of half an 
hour;"* and bis will was, without doubt, done in heaven, 
so hath it been done on earth. 

Jbtfr^dloy.— -Rode to Jesse WiUi^^ms^s in Stokes cpun- 
ty. North Carolina; and next day, had a large and 
highly favoured meeting at Westfield. Sixth and Sev- 
enth-days, rode to Cane-creek, and on First-day the 
7th of the Third month, attended meeting there, which 
was stbalL On Second-day, we rested, and went to see 
our relations; and on Third-day, had an appointed 
imeting at the same place, which many not of our so- 
ciety attended, were much tendered, and spoke well of 
the truth; from which I feel a hope, that the spirit of 
prejudice, which hath too long rested in the breast of 
members of different societies, will,^ in time be done 
away. Next day, we attended RocKf-river meetiog — 
not very open, but pleasant; and on Fiftb*day, were at 
Center; this meeting was large and open; the careless 
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utefe called to awake — the wicked to return, repent, 
and live; the moiimew were comforted; and the youth 
tenderly invited to come to the outstretched arms of the 
bountiful Shepherd of Israel. That night met dear 
Charles Osbom, and his companion, Barachiah Macy, 
who had been travelling in those parts for some time; 
we were glad to see each other. Sixth-day, attended 
the Quarterly meeting for ministers and elders, at Deep- 
river; Charles had good service; I was silent. Seventh- 
day, attended the large Quarterly meeting at that 
plac9, in which I had good service, then parted with 
Charles and companion, and attended New-Garden 
meeting on First-day; it was large and highly favoured. 
After this I felt clear to go for Virginia; and the 
three following days, rode to South-river, near Lynch- 
burg; and on Fifth-day, the IBth, had a meeting at 
South-river meeting house ; here I had good service, and 
the name of the Lord was praised. 

Siacthrday* — Rode to Goose-creek, and on Seventh- 
day, had a meeting at a place where friends had form* 
eriy held one called upper meeting on Goose-creek; 
which had been laid down on account of their having 
mostly moved to the slate of Ohio; a few families bow- 
ever, yet remained, who, with others, attended, and we 
had a comfortable time. We then returned to Chris- 
topher Anthony's and lodged there. Dear Christopher 
is a goodly Friendy and hath done much good in the 
exercise of his gift. Oh! that children of godly parents 
may duly prize their privileges. 

I have l)ecn long convinced that the Lord by his holy 
spirit, hath been, and is strongly at work in the hearts 
of the children of men; and that he is bringing his son 
ftoiB afar, and his daughters from lUf^ oavA% ^S. 'C^<>.«^:^x'C^\ 
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and that he will bilng them ie am acquaintance miti 
himself, so that fbeliag him to be their God, they will- 
be enabled to sit down in bu kingdom with all the re- 
deemed. And, Oh! those children who have had 
religious and godly parents, may, iv my opinion, be 
called the children of the kingdom, or be considered as 
having a fair right to the kingdom; and why should 
these dear children cast themselves outf for all souls 
were created, it may be said, for salvation; because 
^'the grace of God that bringeth salvation^ hath appear- 
ed unto all men;'^ and as it was sufficient for Paul, so 
is it sufficient for aU to whom it hath appeared; and 
tliere is in his kingdom, room for all. 

First-day, iha 21»/.— Were at the lower meeting, on 
Goose-creek; it was lai^e and highly fevoured with the 
good Master^s presence; and where he is, there must 
be strength ; so I had strength fpiven to preach the gos- 
pel, and to praise his holy name. On Secood^day 
morning, had a meeting again at South-river; then we 
rode for Lynchburg, where we bad a meeting, at four 
o'clock in the afternoon; it was held in the Court-house. 
and was large; the power of the Lord was to be* felt^ 
under which the gospel was preached, and supplication 
sweetly flowed forth; all were solemn, and my heart 
was made to rejoice in the goodness of the Lord my 
God, in that be hath hitherto helped us, and enabled us 
to praise his hdly name; for we know that from him 
Cometh all good, and toliim belongeth all praise. O yo 
.''ons and daughters of men! the glory of the visible 
creation! praise him, who bath given you feeling hearls 
and judging heads to celebrate his name. And hereby 
is the Lord glorified, in that you bring forth much fruit: 
Jjr/7ifs of righteousness and good works; ^nd^-not onl^ 
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' nfear to lum with Oie tongue, .iikI honour Lim with 
Hips; but draw near to, and obej' him in heart, ami 
he will enable you to work the works of rigliteousness 
•ft&d to b« called the children of God. 

On the three foHowing days we rode to the settlc- 
raent of Friends on Gravelly-run, without having any 
meeting on the way; and this day, which is Seventh- 
day, the 27th of the Third month, am i-c&tiog at the 
house of oar kind friends Samuel and Jane Butler, which 
gives me (he opportunity to write, and meditate; and 
amongst other things, my mind has, at this time, as well 
as at many others, been drawn to look at those whom I 
have left at home; a larf,e family of children; a wife 
■ that is near, precious, and dear to my heart. Oh my 
Rachel! I often think of thee, and of the great charge 
that rests under thy care, having left thee in low cir- 
cumstances as to living in this world; the thoughts of 
which often take away my appeti tc, and fill my alomacii, 
when I set down at tables, loaded with luxuriant dain- 
ties; for then I remember, that I am partaking of the 
best the wOrld can afford, while the dear partner of my 
life is al home, feeding on her coarse meals. 

OhmyGod! wbat^hailldo? or whither shall I tarn, 
so that my throbbing breast may find retieft My 
eye is to thee O gracious God, shut not out my pray- 
ors, nor my cries; that 1 may pray and cry before 
Ihee, on behalf of those whom ! have left behind. 
But, oh gracious Father! remember them for good, and 
bless them, both in basket, and in store ; let Ihj ehertt- 
bims and seraphims camp around Ihem, and preserve 
them on every side. And if it should be thy holy will to 
brti^ us together again, that under a sense oC tV'j \t^

Tirst'day^ the 28/A— Attended Grayelly-run meeting, 
to pretty good satisfaction ; and on Second-day, had a 
meeting at Burleigh, wherein I had good service, and 
that evening rode to the house of a Friend, whoj with a 
few other families, lived remote from meeting; and on 
Third-day, had a meeting in an old house, called Mer- 
ohanf's Hope, near James river, which many attended 
who never had been at a Friend's meeting hefoT*^; they 
were still and attentive, and I had large service amongst 
them, which brotight peace to my mind, and enabled 
me, to return praise to the giver of all good* 

Fourth-day. — Were at Burleigh meeting again; this 
was a day never to be forgotten by me, and others I 
hope; for the Lord was near through the attribute of 
mercy, to the gathering of some souls to himself; who, 
^f they continue on to embrace the offers of his mercy, 
will have cause to remember this, as the day of their 
espousal to Christ, with sensations of joy and gladness; 
for his mighty power wasr near, and his voice was heard 
as the shout of a mighty king in the camp, to the re- 
joicing of the tabernacles of Jacob, and" to the watering 
ef the tents of Cushi; praised forever be his holy name! 
for all this cometh from him, who is the fountain of all

Next day, the 4th, were at their meeting, called Black- 
creek, wherein I had large service, both in testimony 
and supplication. The people were still, and it was a 
time of watering to many tender plants. May they 
grow and bring forth fruits to the glory of him, that 
boll) plants and waters all those, who through obedience 
become his chosen children. That evening rode to 
Benjamin Jordan's, and on Second-day, had a meeting 
atVicks; this wa»a crowded meeting, and the people 
were still and solemn* 

Third-day » — Had no meeting; rode back to^«muel 
tfoncs's; who had been with us the two la^t days. So 
having a time to rest and write, my mind hath oflen^ 
through the course of the day^ been turned to look to^ 
wards those whom I have left at home; and oh! how 
strongly my affection roves towards thee, my tender 
Rachel, the dear spouse of my bosom, and towards the 
tender little ones! But what shall I say? or whatshal^^ 
I do? The love of Christ hath constrained me te leave 
them; and oh! righteous Father! enable me still to 
give them up into thy holy hand; and gracious Lord! 
be with them and comfort them in their lonesome hours; 
and enable us to bear the trial of being separated, with 
patiepce and resig^iaiion of soul^ as becometh the work 
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whereunta we are called, so that thy holy name may be; 
praised I 

Fourih'day. — Were at JohnsoD^B meeting; this was a 
day of trial to my mind; the Master was pleaded to lead 
ine into the deeps, and teach me there.

nedfto bear flie midnight sound, "^Behold (he bride^ 
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gfocm cometb, go ye forth to meet himP^ But as we 
know that the cry will cotMy and will not tarry, what 
need there is, for us abvmys to stand r«ady; for we 
ifkow not the^ hoiir, joor the day^ wherein the Lord 
cometh; and ^blessed is that servant, who, when hi^ 
Lord cometh, shall be found watching ;''t I say, he will 
cause that servant to sit down, and he Jiimself will serve: 
but if the Lord should ^^me on suddenly, perhaps on a 
stormy day, and find tike servant off his watch, and un« 
prepared to give an account of his stewardship, what 
will he do? He will cut him asunder, and appoint his 
portion amoag the anbelievere.;!: In this little meeting 
which consisted mostly of a few blacks, my mind was 
brought to remember how ovur dear Lord mourned over 
Jerusalem, and f was made to cry out, with the mourn- 
ful prophet, ^^O that my head were waters, and my eyes 
a feuatain of tears^ that I might weep day and night,^^ 
for these who aee slain through their own «infii Biitt 
after a time, the Lord showed naey that we bad doae all 
that we could, and so were clear in his sight; and if the 
inhabitants of the town would not worship him, his ser^ 
vant was clear of them* 

On Second'day morning, we set off for Nbrth Carolina, 
and in two days reached Aaron Morrises in Pasquotadk 
county. He and his dear daughter, Margaret, appear- 
ed glad to see us. On Fourth-day, we had a meeting at 
Newbergen-creek, in which I had some vocal labour, 
but not to so much satisfaction, as at some other times* 
Next day we had a meeting at the narrows; here the 
Lord helped me to declare, that he was a God of lovo^ 
and that through love we are to yeach the place of rest

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and peace, if we should ever be so happy as to arrive 
there. 

We returned to Aaron Morris's that afternoon, and 
rested next day: then, on Seventh-day, atteifded 
Symons's-creek Monthly meeting, wherein I had exten* 
sive labour, to good satisfaction. First-day, the 18th, 
had two large meetings; the first at Symonsi's-creek; 
and' the other in the afternoon, at Nixonton; in both I 
had considerable service, and I hope some good was 
done; the people were stiH and solemn, and much 
affected. 

Second-day^ the 19/A. — Had a good meeting at Little 
river; and on Third-day, another at Sutton's-creek. 
Oh ! precious is the love of our God, wherever it is to 
be felt; and it was truly to be felt in these two last 
meetings, to the watering of the tender plants; may 
they take root downward, and bring forth fruit up- 
ward,* to the glory of him, that both plants and waters 
his heritage. The Lord Jehovah is his name, to whom 
belongs all praise! 

Fourih'4ay. — Had a meeting at Wells's, which was 
large and highly favoured, and in which the name of the 
Lord was praised. On Fifth-day, had another good 
meeting at Boice's-creek, wherein I had large service, 
and felt much peace therein. Lodged that night at 
Martha Newby^ and had a large meeting at Beech- 
spring next day ; and on Seventh-day, had an appointed 
meeting for the youth at Sutton's-crcek; this was a 
large and crowded meeting, and the Lord was near to 
help me^so that I had good service amongst the dear 
children; and I think it will be a day to be remembn^- 
cd, by somj? who were there, with sensations of jo^.

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Pirat-day, the 25th, had two meetiuga at Piney- 
wooda; the first was iarge and the Lord was our help- 
er; he put hito gur hearts and mouths, the song that ig 
ever new; so that we were enabled to siog his praiseB, 
and to bless his holy name, because he is ever mindful 
of the workmanship of his holy hand. "Lord! what is 
man, that thou art mindful of him 1 or the son of maa, that 
thou visit^st him?"* but seeing thou dost, great is thy 
goodness, O glorious fatlier! and praised be thy holy 
name, world without end! Amen. The other meeting, 
held in the atlcrnoon, was appointed for the youth; it 
was also a blessed opportunity. Here I parted with a 
number of dear friends, and went back to Elizabeth 
city, in Pasquotank county; and on Third-day, had a 
meeting in the Court House. The people were still, 
and it was a good meeting. Next day, we crossed 
Pasquotank river, and had a meeting in a Baptist meet- 
inghouse, tvherein I bad much vocal labour, but not to 
so much satisfaction; for the people seemed to be iq 
Iheir strong holds, and hard to be reached. So with a 
heavy heart I left them, and rode to the upper end of 
Camden county ; and, on Fifth-day, had a good meeting 
in a Methodist meeting house, in which the people stood 
open for instruction, and the everlasting gospel flowed 
freely, to the tendermg of many hearts, and to the 
uniting of us in that love, which is better to be felt than 
spoken of. 

Sixlh-da^f. — Rode to Norfolk in Virginia, and on 
Seventh-day, the 1st of the Fifth month, had a small 
meeting in the Methodist meeting house, and another 
by early candlelight, in Portsmouth, nhicb was large. 
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bat the people were very uitseftled, » that 
reprove them for their inciviMtj-. Nest morning we 
parted with dear Thomas Seaman of Norfdk, who, with 
his kind wife, is a religious Methodist: they had receiv- 
ed us kindly, and entertained us freely. Travelled that 
■day to Suflblk, and next day to Summerton, an.d on 
Third-day, had a good meeting there. Nesl day, at- 
tended the meeting of ministers and elders, at the Weat- 
em branch, and on Fiftli-day, then Quarterly meeting, 
nt the same place; these were both good meetings. ( 
then parted with many of my dear friends, and the two 
next days we rode to the house of our kind friend. Chap- 
el Benford, where I now, the Bth day of the Fifth 
month, write these things; which being the day of our 
Quarterly meeting at home, causes my mind to be often 
turned that way, and to think of my dear Rachel, my 
children, and my friends, with a strong desire (or their 
preservation ; and this has often been the lantaiflge of my 
heart, through the courae of this day; O righfeouR 
Father, God of all power, and all mercy! Thow that 
■peakcst to, and revivest the spirits of men! wilt thou 
be with thy children of Newbery this day ; console the 
mourner and comfort the righteous ones; for tfeou O 
righteous Father! host been -pleased to' unite our spirits 
through thy ail cementing love, and to bring us into a 
la spiritual travail together, for the prosperity of the 
cause of righteousness and truth on earth; and althengh 
we meet and assemble together, to tpanract the weighty 
atfeirs of onr society, yet our help is from thee. 

In the aflemoon, wc had a meeting wilh a kw fam- 
ilies at the house aforesaid, in which 1 had much eoun- 
86l and advice to give, to the tendering of many minds. 
Jfcxt day, the 9ib of the FiAh month, had a meeting 
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^gain in the old house called Merehant's Hope; it was 
trying, but through honest labour, I found relief. Cross- 
ed James river that afternoon, and on Second-day rode to 
Skimino; and on Third-day, had a great meeting there, 
in which I was made strong through weakness; so that 
I was enabled to preach the gospel, and to declare it 
to be ^the power of God unto Salvation, unto all those 
that believe," and that "Godirno respecter of persons, 
but in all nations, he that feareCh him, and worketh 
righteousness is accepted with him;'^ that these were 
his unalterable decrees: and that the righteous who live 
and die in their righteousness, shall go to heaven; and 
that the wicked, who live and die in their wickedness, 
shall go to helh ^ 

On Fifth-day, I attended the Quarterly meeting of 
ministers and elders, at Wayne-oak, to goodfiatisfaction, 
and on Sixth-day, the Quarterly meeting at the same 
place ; this was a good meeting, and friends were much 
refreshed together. On Seventh-day, the Yearly meet- 
ing of ministers and elders, for Virginia, came on ; and 
on First-day, the 16th, the public meeting* It was large 
and the people were unsettled, talking and laughing to 
a shameful degree. They were spoken to, by several 
friends, yet such was their breeding. Chat they would 
not be still. There was some life arose, and some at- 
tempts made to preach the gospel, but lightness and 
levity prevailed over all, insomuch that after meeting, I 
^vas coDstrained to say, that the like I had never seen 
before, in any part. of the worid. 

Second-day^ the 17 ih. — The meeting for discipline 
earae on, which wit once a day, until Fourth-day. These

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were all instruciive meetings;, as also was the meeting 
for suiTerings, two.Httiiigs of which I. attended* There 
are many valuable fnends in this Yearly meeting, with 
whom, I felt near unity; and it was a tender parting 
opportunity with us, at the close of it; and many tears 
were shed as a witness of our love* 

After this Yearly meeting was over, we rode to 
Richmond9(in Virginia); Rachel Barnard and Elizabeth 
Thomas, with. their assistant companion, Richard Ber- 
nard, all from Pennsylvania, were with us; and on 
Sixth-day, the 21st, had a meeting in Richmond ;. which 
was small and very trying. 1 had to tell them, that I 
thought their town was a seat of Satan, and the centre 
of wickedness. 

On Seventh-day, had a meeting with the free blacks 
in town, which was appointed on dear Rachel's concern; 
she is a lively minister, and had good service therein. 
We left the town I may say, with Jieavy hearts; yet 
believing that we had done all that was required of us, 
we felt clear, and so had inward peace for our crown* 

That afternoon we rode to the settlement of Friends 
on Cedar-creek, and on First*day, the 23rd, had a meet- 
ing at their meeting house, wherein I bad large labour 
in plain dealing, in which I found peace of mind; and 
was enabled to give glory th him, from whom cometfa 
all tt\y strength, and to whom belongeth all praise, 
honor and renown. Then on Second-day, had a meet- 
ing at Genito, in which I had large service also, and 
think it was a good meeting to some who attended. 
There are not many friends living in these parts; but 
other people attend, and are still and^quiet, and some 
of them are, at times, much afTectvd and Rendered ;' and 
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^P often in their conrersaUou bear lestiaiony lo the truth 

^K of what tliey hcnr. 

H^ On Third-day, we rode to Carollrie, where ihia after- 

noon, wc are resting and writing, and I often think of 
those I have left at home. Oh my Racliel ! I have not 
heard from thee in nearly four months, and my faith ia 
closely tried; ] know not wliat to do, I daje not turn 
home, — when i look that way, all looks dark; yet i 

II often think that nnatlers are ao sorrawful at home, that 
they fear to write, lei^l it should distress my mind. Lord^ 
help me to hear up, for I have no oi\q that Is able, litni 
thee, to help me ; and kvow. Oh gracious Father! that 
thou both seest and hearest me ; so J Bubmit mjrelftwto' 
thy holy hands; bear up my head, I pray thee, above 
the ragJDg waves of dtscnuragemcnl, and enable me to 
do thy will. 

Oa Fourth day, had a meeting at Ctin^iic ; it was 

also small, as to Friends or members, yet there was a 

considerable gathering of people. Soma were itill and 

solemn, but too many of them were light and airy, and 

seemed to be ignorant of true religion. Wc had large 

B service amongst them, after which we felt clear of that 

I part of Virginia, having now attended all the meetings 

■ bcloi^ing to that yearly meeting. In the afternoon, we 

proceeded for Alexandria, still in company with our 

dear friend Rachel Barnard, and companions, and it 

I was a pleasant ride to us. Wc arrived on Sixtli-day, 
and put xxp at the hoit!« of Edward Staliler, and on 
Seventh-day evening, by early cand!«-liglit, we had a 
large meeting in Friunds^ meeting house^ in town. 
There is a growth of true religion, in many minds, in 
thi.s place, which I hope will increase lo the glory of 
. God, and te the peace of their own mind^j. On Finl^ 
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day, the 30tb, had ameetiDg in llie city of WashiDgtou^ 
. which was small^ Jliir highly blessed with the Master^» 
■fjresence, so that v him we were enabled to rejoiced 
together. 

Second-day^ the dl^/.'-^Had a meeting^at Sandy spring, 
which was aleo highly favonred. After this blessed 
meeting, we paited with dear Rachel Barnard, end 
companions; they were making their way home, and 
we went for Indian spring; and on Third-day, the first 
of the Sixtb^ iDoiith, had a good meeting there; after 
which, we iti||^r Baltimore, and got to their prepara- 
tifjie meeting iii%ie Western District on Fourth-day; it 
warindeed pleasant, to meet with my dear friends of 
Baltimore again. 

Fifth'drty. — Attended the preparative meeting in the 
Eastern District; this was also a good meeting to us, 
end almost a time of rest; and feeling the Master to be 
good in that he saith, now for a little, take some rest, as 
he often hath said after having led his servants through 
large fields of labour, (in the way in which he hath been 
pleased to lead me in old Virginia,) we rode out of town 
to the country house of Robert Sinclair, who with his 
ikmily, resides there at this time, and rested there* 

On First-day, the 6th, attended the meeting, in the 
Eastern District of Baltimore, in the morning, wherein 
I had large service, to good satisfaction ; and in the af* 
ternoon, that k| the "Western, — ^pleasant, and nearly 
silent, after which, we went to see our dear aged broth- 
er, William Hay ward, who is in the decline of life, and 
will likely, before long, be removed from works to re- 
wards. And, from the sweetness of his spirit, he is 
undoubtedly one of those, who is pronounced blessed^ who 
ili^ in (he Lord; yea, saith the spirit, henceforth they 
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deose irom their labours, and theit' wortiG do follow 
them.* He hath been a living mioislpr of Ihe gosp&l 
(br a Dumber of yenrs. 

Secondil/ij/. — Had a large meeting, held in Robert 
Slnelair^B bam ; this was a mixed meeting as to outward 
professions; yet the Lord blessed us together; and in 
this we all agreed, (hat the Lord is good to them that 
love bim, and indeed to all tiie workmanship of his 
hand@, in that he is pleased at times, Ut cause his sun of 
righteousness, to arise on the righteous and wicked, and 
to send his celestial showers on the just and on the nn- 
just; which 1 believe was generally acknowledged 1^ 
be the case this day, and also next day, at the Big Falls 
of Gunpowder, where I had large service both in lesti- 
jnony and supplication. 

Fourlh-day. — Attended the Monthly meeting for the 
Western District in Baltimore; it was large, and i bad 
some service to good satisfaction; and on Fifth-day at- 
tended the monthly meeting for the Eastern ; i had a 
a large testimony to hear, in which I found peace, and 
felt clear of Baltimore (or this time. I purposed to 
leave town next morning, but that aflernoon was takoa 
with a complaint in my stomach and bowels, which con- 
fined me nest day; then on Seventh-day moraiog, feel- 
ing better, we started; but 1 bad not gone far, before I 
was taken very sick again, so that I had to stop by die 
way, and rest awhile; (hen went on, And that artcmoon 
got to Bosh town, to the house of our kind friends, 
David and Mary Malshy; where I staid on First-day, 
the 13th, and on SecObd-day, feeling better, and aox- 
i ioHS to get forward, we parted with our id&d friends,

and rode to Appoquinimink, in the state of Delaware^ 
about fifty miles, where I had a meeting appointed on 
the 15th. Lord! 1 fe^l weak both in body and mind; 
my eye is towards thee; thou art my physician, both to 
the body and the mind; keep me by thy gracious, all- 
aupporting power, that my mind faint not in time of 
weakness, and that I may be enabled to praise thy holy 
name, for thou, and thoa alone, art worthy of all praise, 
honor and rcDOwmboth now and forevet more! Amen. 

The meet^ig at Appoquinimink was small, but I had 
some service^^QJifejI^in, to good satisfaction; and that at- 
tepHKm rode tor^myrna — very sick, yet able next day 
to attend an appointed meeting at Friend's meeting 
house in town, called Duck-creek; and the Lord 
strengthened me to bear a large testioiony, in which I 
found peace; then took some refreshment, (which was 
tbe first I had taken since the day before at dinner) and 
that aftemoonfFodeto Little-creek. On Fiflh-day, had 
a highly favoured meeting there ; the Lord was near, 
and by the might of his power, caused the shout of a 
king to be heard in the camp, to the rejoicing of the 
fflncere heartl. 

Sixth-day. — Had a good meeting in Camden, near 
Mother-kiln meeting house. Most of the members of 
Mother-kiln meeting living in town, and friends having 
a large school house therein, it was thought best to have 
the meeting there, which many attended. ^ 

Sevenih-doy^the 19ih. — Had a trying meeting in Mil- 
ford; Friends meeting house being some distance from 
towBi and the day very warm, they thought it best that 
the meeting should be held. ita town: the use of the 
Methodist meeting house was accordingly obtained, and 
tile meeting held therein, which I think made the day'c: 
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work harder. When FrieDds are trayelling to Yisit the 
meetings of Friends, I think the meetings of those trav- 
elling, should he held in Friends' meeting houses; and 
when any friend feels his mind drawn to visit other so- 
cieties, then let the meeting be held in their meeting 
houses, if they are free. This I write, in order that 
Friends may he careful in their moving along, both 
those who travel, and those who are called upon to con- 
sult in the appointing of meetings; lest, for the want of 
dwelling deep, they bring a burden on their own minds, 
and on the minds of their friends, which was done this 
day; and I felt myself not dear, for I had lelft it to 
Fiiends, when I believe, if I had attended to my own 
feelings, I should have appointed the meeting in Friends* 
meeting house; then, if I had not been clear, it would 
have been time enough to have looked out for a meeting 
in town. Sometimes, when we try to do much at once, -^ 
we do but little, which was the case at this time. 

Now 1 may just remark, for the encouragement of 
some of my exercised brethren or sisters, that I travel* 
led upwards of four months, without hearing from my 
dear wife or children* I often thought that times were 
sorrowful at home, that she would not write to me, lest 
my mind should be distressed ; but whilst I was in Bal- 
timore, I received a letter from my dear Rachel, giving 
me a comfortable account of things at home; by which, 
also,.! perceived, that she had sent other letters, which 
I had not received. After the proper information con- 
cerning things at home, she adds these words: 

'^My dear husband, in tender love I write, knowing 
that thou hast always been a tender and loving husband 
to me; and I now have given thee up to tbe^Master's call 
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with a cheerAil beart, and a composed loiiid.'' She 
then proceeded: 

^' I freely yield mj darliDg heart, 

My husband, and my friend, 
The gospel tidings to impart, 

Unto the race of men. 

To pa«i o'er lands so far away, 

Not knowing the event : 
Come lifey or death, or what there may., 

I hope to be contentk^ 

For having firmly to IvelieTe, 

It is the Master's cnll. 
Why should 1 then be made to gricTe^. 

Or think it hard at all? 

Oar days, if they be lengthenM oat. 
And lifis with us remain, 
^^'- - The time will soon be brought about. 

When we shall meet again.'' 

The receivmg of this letter, and the conteDts of it,, 
were truly strengthening to the minds of myself, and my 
dear son. 

Fint'day^ the 20* cfthe Sixth month. — We were at 
meeting at the Cool spring. This meeting was small, 
but I had not been long set down, %efore f felt the word 
of life to arisef with power, and as I attended thereto, I 
soon found it right to stand up, and explain the way to 
the iaH,and the manner in which sin and transgression 
first entered into the world, and how it still enters into 
the hearts of the children of men: and also to shewy 
that we brought no sin into the world with us; but that 
the sms for which we are condemned are of o\ir cwft 
coimmtting; and when I had gene thus far, I was 
closed up and sat dawn, and sat in a laige degree of 
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siillness; so Qiat I thought whether nfjr woik was not 
done in this meeting; but as 1 kept my mind uiito the 
Lord, I soon found that I was not to leave the people in 
the state of sin, but that I had to point out the way, to 
the resurrection of life; and this 1 did in much clear- 
ness, and much life, continuing for the space of two 
hours, or more, in explanation and exhortation ; so that 
it was a long and blessed meeting, and one I hope, not 
soon to be forgotten. Near the close ofmy service, the 
state of the meeting came before me, and I told them 
that religion was at a low ebb with them, yet I had a 
comfortable hope, and a lively belief, that some amongst 
them would live to see better days; that the Lord re- 
membered them for good; that he would raise up 
amongst them, '^judges as at the first, and counsellors afl 
at the beginning," and that he would bless his people. 

On Second-day, we had no meeting. Rode into the 
state of Maryland, and on Thitd-day had a meeting at 
Northwest Fork, where I had large service both to the 
youth and to the aged. I had to>tell them that I heard 
the voice of children crying in the streets for breads 
and no one to give it to them ; from which I had to set 
forth the necessity there is for parents to be industrioue 
to procure for themselves spiritual food, so that they 
may witness life within themselves, and thereby be able 
to counsel their children, and to train them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord, so as to acquit 
themselves in his sight. 

Founhrday. — Had a precious meeting at Centre, in 
which I had large service, and found true peace. After 
meeting, rode to the house of Elisha Dawson, who is a 
fiiithful minister of the gospel. 



lyth^dey. — Had a meeting at Marsfay-cveek, where 
I also had'cxteofiive ^rocal service. Lord^thou.seemest 
to have much forme to do in this land; and) oh Lord! I 
am little and weak; I have no might of mj own. Help 
O righteouR Father! Bear thy poor servant up: and 
carrj me through what thou hast for me to do, so that 
thy righteous cause of truth may not-be hurt, hut may 
prosper and increase in the earth. The three last 
meetings were first set up by the Nicholites, the follow- 
ers of Joseph Nichols ; but they have since came over 
to Fciends, and by a general request have been received. 
They now hold their meetings for worship, and Month- 
ly meetings, after the order of Friends; and are goodly, 
dear, and innocent Friends. 
¥i Seoenih^tay. — We had a meeting at Chester: this was 
■'^ . a day, whidh T hope, will never be forgotten. The gos- 
fUd was largely preached to iiie tendenng of many 
minds, in a remarkable manner. 

On First-day, the 37th of the Sixth mostii, 1813, we 
had a meeting at -Coecil, which was highly fevoured 
with the Master^s presence, and I had good service 
therein. Next day, had a meeting at Uie head of Ches- 
ter, which was small, bat few friends Uving here, and 
other people being very busy at their woris, at this sea- 
son of the year, yet some came out, and I had large 
service to a good degree of satisjaction; then left the 
place in peace, and that afternoon rode to Appoquini- 
mink, and on Third-day to Staunton, in order to have a 
meeting there on Fourth-day, which brings me to the 
present thne. I am waiting at the house of our kind 
friend, Margaret Stabler, in Staunton; and while! am 
"Writing my mind is turned to think of tho^e that I have 
^ft at home, with strong desires for their preservation 
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and growth in flie truth. O my dear Rachel! the wife 
of my bosom, the Lord gave thee unto me, aud blessed 
be his holy name, thou hast been a true hel|>-mate to 
me, and a dear companion; and, oh gracious Father! 
for all this,, and for the manifold favours which thou 
hast been pleased to bestow on. me, my soul feels given 
up to serve thee; and through resignation, do I wish to 
follow thee, wherever thou art pleased to lead me ; re- 
commending myself and my family to thy divine care 
and protection, and hope ever to bless thy holy name, 
for thou, and thou alone, art worthy ot all praise, honor 
andrenown, saith my soul! Amen. 

We accordingly had a small meeting in Staunton, the 
fore part of which was very trying, under a sense of 
backsliding in some of the members ; but after a time 
of silent suffering my way opened, so that I was enabled 
to relieve my mind, and to place my burden where it 
belonged ; and so came off rejoicing in God. Rode 
that aflernoon to Concord, in Pennsylvania, and on 
Fiflh-day, the 1st of the Seventh month, attended the 
Monthly meeting there, which is large, and in which I 
had. some service, and was comforted in silent waiting 
upon the Lord, in the assembly of his people. 

ESfth'day^ the %id- — Attended Wilmington monthly 
meeting. Here I had large service in laying open the 
state of the meeting, as it appeared to me; in which \ 
found peace; and from the expicsi^ions of Friends in 
the meeting for^iacipline; my labours were very satis- 
factory to many. I was a stranger to the state of their 
meeting, and therefore spoke freeljr what opened in my 
mind. I &nd. it is good to go as a stranger to mcctingg 
or families; and I think friends ought to be exceedingly, 
careful how they talk before travelling friends, about 
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individuals, families, or meetirigs; for I have often 
found outward infonnatioD to stand in the way. 

Seventh-day. — Had a meeting at Chichester; the fore 
part of this meeting was held in trying silence, under a 
sense that the people's minds were too much outward, 
looking for words. After a time of thus waiting, it 
arose in my heart, that some of them were saying with- 
in themselves, **so much of my time lost; 1 had better 
stayed at home, and taken care of my hay or my wheat?" 
(it being the beginning of harvest) and after a time of 
thus waiting, I found 1 must stand up and tell them what 
they were thinking of, and saying in their hearts, not 
expecting to advance in testimony; but as I began to 
speak, life more and more arose, so that I was led into a 
great degree of openness, and was much enlarged, to 
the tendering of their minds, and to the relief of my 
own. Oh bountiful father! to whom belong all glory, 
adoration, and praise. Bow, O my soul! before him, 
for he hath dealt bountifully with thee; when he hath 
led thee into the deeps he has not left thee there, but 
after he hath taught thee, he hath brought thee up 
with songs of joy. O mayst thou ever live to praise 
him world without end ! Amen. 

First-day^ the 4th. — Had a trying time at Chester 
meeting, in which I had to labour against a spirit of 
drunkenness and dissipation which prevailed amongst 
mankind, and notwithstanding the day^s work was hai-d^ 
and trying, yet it brought peace to my own mind, and I 
felt clear. 

On Second-day, I had a large meeting at Darby; in 
which I had to labour against a spirit of unbelief, and to 
persuade people to believe inK]!hriAt, the Lamb of God, 
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that takes away the sin o£ilie world;"* and that, as he 
is believed in and obeyed, he will give them victory 
over sin, for he canie to save the people from their sins, 
and not to save them in their sins. 

Third-day^ the 5ih of the beventh m&nth. — We got to 
the city of Philadelphia, and attended the meeting in 
the Northern District, in which my mind was led in a 
close manner on the subject of worship, and to show 
that the spirit must be waited for, and that it must bl 
the forerunner and spring of action, in all religious per- 
formances; but when the soul cdmes to feel the sinful- 
ness of sin, all that it can do, is to cry "Lord have mer- 
cy on me a sinner!"! and wait in humility, for ihe 
arising of the forgiving power and mercy of God, to for- 
give theirsins, and enable them to cry ^'Abba, Father T 

Fourthraay* — Attended Tine-street meeting to good 
satisfaction, wherein I had to show, that the Lord our 
God, was not a slave holder, but that all his servants 
were hired servants, brought in by their own consent 
and mutual agreement; and notwithstanding there arc 
many such in the Master's house, they all have bread 
and there is jet to spare: great encouragement for 
others to enter into his service, for. he feeds them 
tlirough the course of the day, and when the evening 
comes, he rewards them with eternal life. 

Fifth-day. — Attended the large njeeting on Mulberry- 
street, wherein I had large service to good satisfaction, 
and on Sixth-day, had an appointed meeting in the new 
meeting house, in wliich a meeting for worship is held 
on First-dajs. This meeting was trying; I had to la- 
bour without much relief to the mind; but the Lord is

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good to his labouring servants^. fi>r although he raa^r 
try them at times, yet he in his OwAv time, will open the 
windows of heaven, and cause* shdweVs to descend. 
This vi-as my experience this afternoon, after I had 
passed through a day of hard labour, in both body and 
mind, without finding much relief, as I was sitting in 
the house of a young couple of frietids who bad lately- 
been married, several friends having come in to see us, 
we became gathered into solemn silence, in which my 
mind was led back to view the day's work, an4 I found 
that it was of the Lord, in that I had to pass through the 
deeps, and that it was acceptable in his sight. He was 
pleased to open my mouth amongst my friends in thiR 
sfitting,and to reveal his living presence, until all seem- 
ed to be swallowed up in his holy, endeared love, in 
uhich we were made livingly to rejoice. After this we 
^c urned to our lodging, and there found some dear 
friends waiting for us, and amongst others dear Lydia, 
wife of Eli Thomas, at whose house I lay sick, when I 
was in Chester county before; I was truly glad to see 
her and others, and the goodness of God continuing, I 
was drawn to speak again of it, and we were all melted 
together in his holy love. Next morning, ^ear Lydia, 
came again to see us, and we parted in much tender- 
ness and love; after which, we crossed dv^r-into Jersey, 
and rode that night to our beloved^friend, Samuel 
Willis's; he and his dear Onure, and their children, 
appeared glad to see ys, and I was truly glad to see 
them once more. # 

Firatniay^ the llih. — Were at Anicocus< ill tbeKbrc- 
noon, and Mount Holly -in the afterwdon; in both of 
which, 1 had much service, but not to so much satisfec- 
tj^n, as at some other times; yet I felt inward peace, 
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md that was my bread and my support in the time of 
poverty. The two following days we rode to Squan- 
dum, and on Fourth-day, were at meeting there; this 
meeting was small, yet highly favotired, and I had large 
service therein, and so went on rejoicing in God, my 
helper; for I know that my help cometh from him, and 
to him belong all praise, honor, and renown; for hither- 
to he hath helped us; therefore, nRay our souls forever 
bow before him, and ascribe praise to bis cverlastiug 
name, world without end ! 

lifih-day. — Attended meeting at Shrewsbury, in the 
fore part of which, 1 had to point out a state that was 
rich in its own^es, but which had neglected to buy 
gold, tried in the fire, that it might be rich; and rai- 
ment of the Lord, that it might be clothed,* and there- 
fore was poor and naked in his sight, and not in order to 
Goftie before him; and the language was "set tliy house 
jn order, for thou shalt die and not live l"t All this and 
much more, I had to lay before them, pointing out that 
I did feel that it was a day of visitation to some individ- 
oials present; and that if they would seek the Lord by 
taming their minds wholly from the worlds and by 
brealdng off their sins by righteousness, and their trans- 
gressions by showing mercy to the'poor, that the T^rd 
would lengthen out their daj'S and prepare them for 
death; but if they did not Jet these words sink in their 
hearts, seas to bring them to a sight and sense of their 
states, that the Lord would soon visit them with sick- 
ness even unto death. After which I had a favoured 
time in declaring the gospel; in all which, I found true 
peace.

firsi-dojf^ the 18dL — Had a large meeting at Friends*

near to him. After this, I had an open time, from the 
last words of the text, to encourage the sincere to bear 
the purging seasons, as becomes the children professing 
j^ be followers of Him who was meek and lowly in 
heart, and who through humiliation and suffering hath 
gained the crown immdHal, and who hath treasure laid 
np in store for all those that follow him.t^irough his suf- 
ferings.

The tiame of outward proii^ssi 'Q 
is nothing; we must all be Christiant, or eli-e our name 
will do us no good ; -for it is to the sincere in heart, that 
the Lord will look; Hhe heavens is my throne, and the 
earth is my footstool,"* saith the high and lofty One, yet 
to him that is of a humble and contrite spirit, and that 
trembleth at my word, will I look, and with him will I 
dwell ; these and these aloue, are true Christians ; for a 
true Christian is a believer in God, both in word and in 
deed; and it ii said that God the Creator, fills he^en 
and earth, and dwells in the hearts of the believers 5 and 
this is the believers' great privilege to dwell in God, and 
witness God to dwell in them; and whiere God dwells, 
there is liberty and true peace; for where God is, there 
is heaven ; so that the true Christians may, through the 
assisting power of their God, com^ to witness heavenly 
places on earth, even in Christ Jesus their Lord. All 
this and much more was laid before the people; and they 
were exhorted to press forward and enjoy the privileges 
purchased for them, through the suffering of their Lord, 
fli0 Lord of Life and glory, who laid down his life for 
bis sheep and hatb taken it up again for thcic redemp- 
tion, whereby the .plan is laid; bnt Inan must take an 
active part in his^bwn salvation, co-working with rtttie 
Spirit of God, that is given to every one to profit withal; 
so that our salvation stands not only in faith, but also in

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works; — the works of righteousness, and of a good coii 
science towards God. 

Sec(md-dny. — ^Had a very large meeting at Mansfield, 
HI which I had extensive service, mostly in the way of 
encouragement to the mouniers in Zion, and to those 
who were under t^e preparing hand of the Master, who 
was fitting them feSrVesselsof peculiar use in the Fathers 
hoiise. Next day, we had a meeting at Lower Mansfield 
to good satisfaction : here live a few sincere Friend?, but 
it is a small meeting. I thought I felt that there was 
one present, who was in great distress, and under strong 
temptations; and I had the words of encouragement to 
hold out to the individual, and to express that if Satan 
was withstood at this time, he never would be suffered 
to tempt the individual again in such a^manner as he 
was doing at this time ; and as I was a stranger to the 
people, and knew nothing of their stales, I spoke freely;

Chester in the morning, the other at Westfield, in the 
afternoon; 1 had hard labour in both, in which J found 
inTOrd peace, and was enabled to praise God, for he bath 
helped me through hard things, and is indeed worthv of 
aU praise. Seventh-dav^ — Went into the City of Phila- 
delphia, and attended Quarterly Meeting of Ministers 
and Elders there. ^' .;: ''. "* 
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First-day^ the \st of the Eighth month* — In the morning 
at Newtown meeting I had an open time in declaring the 
gospel to a large number of people, who were still and 
solemn, and the meeting held nearly three hoars, and I 
felt much peace in my labour. In the afternoon attend- 
ed meeting in the new meeting hous^ jn the western part 
of the city; here I had some close remarks to drop res- 
pecting the full stomach^s loathing the honeycomb*; and 
I desired friends to take care, lest the fulness of bread 
should bring forth idleness. 

On Second-day, the 2d of the month, was held theiir 
large Quarterly Meeting in the city ; in which it was my 
lot to pass in pleasant silence, which was very satisfac- 
tory and I felt clear of this. great city, as to any public 
service. On Third-day, rode to Frankford, and on 
Fourth-day to Abingdon, and attended the Quarterly 
Meeting of Ministers and Elders there ; and next day, ^he 
large Quarterly Meeting, to good s^sfaction. Returned 
to the city next day, and went to JSlbme families in or- 

er to take my leave of them; then on Seventh-day the 
7th, left it, £ind had a meeting at Radnor, in which I had 
large service, and was enabled to praise the Lord my 
helper. 

^ On First-day, the 8th, we had two' meetings; the first 
in the mfrmig at Goshen, which was very large, and I 
had much rervice to great satisfaiiifon ; the other in the 
afternoon at Willistown, which was also very large, but 
not to so much satisfaction, as that in the morning had 
been. The sin of drunkenness as well as other things, 
is very great here ; — as here men love darkness rather 
than light, they are liable to be led inlo many evils;

Here is a large number of dear young men, 
but too manjiof them appear to he carried off with 
fashions, and the poUttcs of the world, which unfit them 
for the Lard?s seninK and render them useless in So- 
cietyi Oh) thftt they-would improve their talents to the 
glory of tbc Givaxv aud to the peace of their own minds« 
If they do not arise, and co-work with the gift of God, it 
will be talceti from some of them and given to others 
more fiiithful than they. I may liere note, that wherever 
I travel in tliose middle states my mind Isaj^ii to be- 
lieve that th( re ij* naore faithfulness amongst the young- 
women, than ti;ere is amongst the dear young men. I 
wish the latter may be stirred up in tlwr mind?, lest 
others take i^way their crown, and they be left behind 
in disgrace. 

FonrtMay, theWth. — ^Attended the Quarterly Meet- 
ing at Cain. This was a precious meeting in which I 
had good service, and my mind was much comforted in 
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the Lord my helper; and in the :td)temoon, "while I write 
this, the language of my heart is the language of praise. 
Oh, that all knees ^ould bow before him, and all tongujeg 
confess his holy power, even in this the day of his power. 

Ftfih'day^ the X'ith. — Attended the Quarterly Meeting 
at the same place*, here 1 had large service, both in 
the meeting for worship and that for discipline, by way 
of exhortation to Friends to be faithful in that great duty 
of asxsembling themselves together in order to worship 
(■iod.

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ed upon to return to their first love, before theljord cast 
them off forever ; the sinners were also invited to re* 
turn, repent and live, while the gates of mercy were 
open to them. AAer this meeting, we rode to Richard 
Baniard's, and on Third-day, 1 attended the Quarterly 
meeting of ministers and elders, at London Grove; and 
on Fourth-day, we attended the very large Quarterly 
meeting at the same place, and 1 had large service in 
the meeting for worship, which was very solemn. After 
this meeting was over, my mind was filled with songs of 
praise and thanksgiving, to the giver of all good, as we 
returned in order to be at meeting next day, at the 
West-town School.

peace. 

Third-day^ the 31s/ of the Eighth monti.— ^e had a 
meeting in a school house belonging to Friends, who 
hold an indulged meeting therein. In this meeting, I 
had some trying exercise, on account of opposing spirits, 
so that 1 could not at first, get along, but set down with 
my mind retired inward, to the Lord my helper, who 
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liad hitherto ever helped me through hard things; and 
as I waited on him, I felt his ppwer to arise over all, in 
which I felt the word, "the gospel must be preached, 
whether they will hear or forbear;" I then stood up 
again, and had strength to declare the truth, over all 
opposing spirits; and I l^elieve, that at that time, all 
were made to bow to the power of the Lord; even the 
deists themselves were much shattered in their strong 
liolds. 

. Fourthrday^ the Ist of the J^irUh month. — Attended the 
preparative meeting at London Grove; and next day, 
that at West Grove, in both of which I had much ser- 
vice to good satisfs^ction. On Sixth-day we had a meet- 
ing at Fallowfield, which was held throughout in 
dilence; yet I hope it was a profitable meeting to some, 
showing them that the Lord is all in all, and that no 
man hath, of himself, that which will enable him to 
preach the gospel, but that all must proceed from the 
Lord alone. 

Seoenlhrday* — Had a good meeting at Doe-run, in 
which the gospel was largely preached, to the tendering 
of many minds.

Second-day. — Had a meeting at Little Britain, Here 
are some goodly, well engaged Friends, and we had a 
good time £imongst them ; as Was also the case next day 
at f^astland. On Fourth-day, wc had another good 
meeting at West Nottingham, and another, next day, at 
East Nottingham. The most of these meetings held 
nearly three hours, and I was engaged much of the time 
in public testimony. Great is the work whereunto the 
Lord liiath called mc! Bow, O my soul! before him;

for hitherto he hath helged thee, and enabled fhee to 
go through hard things. ■:^r 

Sixth-day. — Attended the Monthly meeting at West 
Nottingham. This was a good meeting. Next day we 
crossed the great Susqoehannah river, and lodged at 
baac Massey's, a Friend with whom I got acquainted 
when I was through these parts before. 1 was glad to 
see them, and they appeared glad to see me, and I was 
much rejoiced to feel that they were all improving in 
the best things, particularly their daughter Sarah, who 
IS a precious child, and own* herself to be one of my chil- 
dren in the truth. Mayst thou remember them for good, 
and hold them in thy holy hand, oh righteous Father! 
and enable them to do their day's work in the day time. 

Firsi-day^ the 12^/k of t?ie MrUh month. — We had a» 
large mei?ting at Deer-creek, in which I had good ser- 
vice. Second-day, hitd a highly favoured meeting at 
Pawn, which a number belonging to other societiM at- 
tended, and were much tendered; spoke well of the 
truth, and we parted in love; then on Third-day, we 
rode to our kind friends David and Mary Malsby's and 
on Fourth-day had a malK yet highly fav^oured meet- 
ing at Abingdon; and on FiAh-dny, attended the pre- 
parative meeting at the Falls, which was idso highly 
(avoured. On Sixth and Seventh-days we had no meet- 
ing. Rode to Robert Sinclair's — not very well in 
health. 

First-day^ the 19lk. — Not very well yet, but so that I 
.ittended the meeting in Baltimore; in the morning, that 
in the Western District, and in the afternoon, that in 
the Eastem-^oth nearly silent, yet pleasant and couv 
^brtablc. 
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Second-day* — Returned to Robert Sinclair's, some 
better; and on Third-day rode to Pipe-creek; and on 
Fourth-day, had a good meeting there. Fifth-day, at 
Bush creek, and Sixth-day at Elk Ridge, when I had to 
labour against a spirit of unbelief, in which I found 
peace. Seventh-day, rode home with Robert, he having 
been our pilot to these last meetings. 

On First-day, the 26th, again, for the last time, we 
attended the meetings in Baltimore; it was a tender 
parting opportunity with us. And now feeling clear of 
these parts, on Second-day morning, we left the city, 
and started for North Carolina, in order to be at our 
Yearly meeting; and as we passed on our way, we at- 
tended the meeting at Cedar-creek, in Virginia, on 
First-day, the ^rd of the Tenth month. From -thence 
we rode on towards North Carolina; and on Seventh- 
day, arrived at the house of my brother-in-law, Joshua 
Chamness; and on First-day, the 10th of the Tenth 
month, attended Cane-creek meeting. Oh ! how strong 
drink hath prevailed in this place! It is sorrowful to 
behold how it doth degrade the children of men! It 
brings them even, yea beneath the brute creation; un- 
fits them for service ^^yk in civiland religious society; 
Stupefies the facultiSiPipeaks the constitution, wastes 
their property, and above i^^ things, breaks their peace 
with God. 

Second and Third-days* — Rested, and went to see our 
relations; and on Fourth-day had a large and highly 
favoured meeting at Spring meetinghouse; and another 
next day, at the South Fork. On Sixth-day, rode to 
Center, and attended the Monthly meeting there, ou 
Seventh-day, to very good satisfaction. 
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Firsi-clay^ the \7th. — Had a good meeting at Provi- 
dence ; another next day, at Salem ; and on Third-day, 
had a select opportunity with the members of Salem 
meeting, in which I had good service. On Fourth-day, 
at Marlborough, nearly silent* Fifth-day, had large 
service atKennet. 

On Seventh-day, the 23rd, the Yearly meeting came 
on, which held until Fifth day, in the afternoon. It was 
a large and highly favoured meeting, in which we were 
enabled to praise the name of the Lord our God. 

At this meeting I heard from my family, whom T had 
not heard from before, for five months; and here I heard 
of the death of a dear daughter-in-law, — a dear and 
precious young woman, who died and left an infant be- 
hind. The hearing of this, brought my spirits very low : 
but it is the Lord that giveth, and the Lord that taketh 
away, and I hope we shall be enabled to say, 'blessed 
be his holy name forever!*' 

After this Yearly meeting, we started home; and oa 
l<lrst-day, the 7th of the Eleventh month, we got home: 
found all well, alid were enabled to rejoice in the Lord 
our God, the preserver of our lives, and the giver of all 
good. * ,^m 

Thus, after a journey of ^gp^months, during which 
1 passed through much ardent labour, it was indeed com- 
fortable to be again at home, and enjoy the comforts of 
family society. 
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He removes to Indiana. — Has some meetings about home. — Hit 
prospect of visiting FrienHs in parts o( Virr^irua, Maryland, and 
and PeuBsylvania. — He proceeds. —Ohio Yearly meeting. — Vir- 
ginia. — Maryland. — A dream. — Pennsylvania. — Returns home. 

After my return home, it revived in my mind, that it 
would be an advantage to my sons, to remove with them 
over the Ohio river; and on feeling after it, I found I 
had liberty of the Master, as I thought, to pursue the 
undertaking; but before I left Tennessee, I found it 
right for me to visit the families of Newhope and Lost- 
creek monthly meetings, which I did in the Second 
month of this year; (1814) my dear friend William 
Morgan joining me in the work. I seemed to be taking 
a solemn farewell ofjjtgjf dear friends in Tennessee^ 
which caused it to be a tender time with us. 

After this solemn service was over, I started on the' 
17th of the Third month, 1814, with my dear wife, our 
eight sons and one daughter^ (two sons, and one daugh- 
ter having gone last fall) to the Indiana Territory; and 
having no company but our own family, we passed along 
with much quietude and satisfaction, all things doing 
well with us. We arrived in niueteeen days, on the 
Elkhom fork of the White water, in Wayne county, 
where we have settled ourselves down in the woods. 
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and feel satisfied in mind. We are four miles from 
White Water Monthlj meeting, of which we are mem- 
bers, and two miles from our meeting for worship* 

Having moved and settled in the woods, and of course 
having much to do as to the outward, I have for some 
time neglected to write an account of my services in 
the truth; but I now feel best, (this the Fifth day of the 
Third month, 181 5), to add, that I have found much to 
do in this land* I have bad some meetings appointed 
from amongst Friends, which were attended with much 
openness ; and on the 30th of the First month last I left 
home with a number of Friends who had been appoint- 
ed by our Quarterly meeting to attend Miami and Fair- 
field Quarters and to confer with them about uniting 
in a request for a division of our Yearly Meeting; and 
previous to my being appointed on this service, I had 
felt my mind drawn towards the youth in Miami Quarter, 
and some others thereabouts; so I opened it in our 
Monthly Meeting, and obtained liberty to appoint, as 
way might open* On the 30th and Slst we rode to 
Waynesville, and there I made two appointments ; one 
for a meeting to be held on Fifth-day, the 9th of the 
Second month, at the house ofX^^rge Harland, senior; 
the other for another at Wa^wlsville, for the youth, at 
two o'clock in the afternoon on Sixth-day* We then 
went on to Fairfield Quarterly Meeting, which was 
opened and held the 4th of the Second month. On First- 
day were at Clear-creek meeting, which was highly fa- 
voured. 

On Fourth-day, we had a meeting at Mendenhall's 
meeting place, on Caesar's-creek; then on Fifth and Sixth 
days, attended the forementioned appointments, to good 
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AtDsfaction; and afterrfards Miami Qnarteriy Meeting; 
ftieo relumed home, and found my wife and family well, 
III the Thi rd month, I had a meeting at a man's house 
jn the New Piirchasc, which was attended by many who 
never had been at a Frievids' meeting before. They 
behaved well, and I understood that they were well sat- 
isfied with what they heard. Hereby the sharp edge of 
prejudice, which had long remained against Friends, was 
taken off; so that I hope all professors! are coming to see 
eye to eye, and to hear eartoear,by which Ihe disputing 
about the sheih of religion will be done away, and all 
will come to enjoy the substance. 

After the beforementioned meeting, I attended Elk 
Monthly Meeting, and the Firet-day meeting at the 
same place. As notice had gone before, we had a very 
large meeting on First-day, which was held in the mefet- 
ing house yard, the house being too smiUI to h<dd the 
people, who behaved well. The meeting held foreome 
time in solemn silence, after .mich I stood up, and toJd 
the people that we had canlfe to believe our prayers 
were heard; for the Christian's prayer is, "TAyiri/i be 
done on enrtk as it is d/iltf {A heavai;'^ and we read that 
there was silence in be&n^; and we doubt not but his 
will Vs rfofw in heaven; aiid we had felt silence on oarth. 
I then stepped upon a bench, so that I could see over the 
people, and spoke to them for the space of three hours; 
then I was drawn in supplication, the life continuing 
through all,so that the meeting held more than fourlioiirs. 
Much might be said of this blessed meeting, for indeed 
_ it was a watering time; a celestial shower descended 
I from Him who regards the children of men. Lord ! what 
[ is man, that thou shouldst regard him? But seeiDg thou 
r ileet regard him,how wonderful iSthy holy Nume^ 
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On the 20th of the Fifth month. I attended a notified ^ 
meeting at Silver-creek, which was large. Many came Vs 
fifteen miles to attend it; and the Lord was pleased tcr 
bless us together, with his holy presence, for which our 
souls were humbled and enabled to praise his holy name. 

The 26th was otir Monthly Meeting at White-water, 
which was a reft'eshing time ; and the First-day meeting 
at the same place was large, many coming in, not of our 
Society; and I had large service on the subject of war, 
in which 1 found peace. The people were still and at- 
tentive, and many were much affected, and tendered 
into tears by the power of the truth, which accompanied 
the words spoken; for which I did rejoice in God, from 
whom cometh all good. 

In the Sixth month I attended the Quarterly Meeting 
at West-branch. This was the largest meeting that ever 
had been held at that place. The First-day meeting, 
and a meeting which I ^d appointed for the youth, in 
the afternoon, were alsq%ry large. All three of these 
meetings were highly favoured with the Master^s pres- 
ence, in whichtwe rejoiced, and I think, were enabled to 
praise his holy name. I may iMfije note, that as I went to 
this Quarterly meeting, havi(!|ji|R>outjforty miles to ride, 
1 was taken about eight o'cloi^, with the cholick, which 
held me all day, so that at times I rode in great pain, 
thinking that I should have to stop, and knowing not but 
what friends would have to carry me, a corpse, to the 
i^ttlement. But it would sometimes break a little, so 
that I held out to get to the house of my very kind 
friends Samuel and Mary Brown ; where, after bathing 
my feet and taking some physic, I got some relief; and 
notwithstanding I was so very bad at times, yet I felt the 
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Lord was near to the comforting of my soul, in which I 
rejoiced. 

After I got home, I had a large meeting in the after- 
noon, at the house of Benjamin Hill. His mother-in- 
law being confined to her house, the meeting was on 
her account. Many not of our Society attended, and 
we were comforted together. Our Monthly meeting 
in the Sixth month was very large, and friends were 
made to rejoice together. 

The Second-day of the Seventh month I had a large 
meeting at the house of a Friend who had declined at- 
tending meetings. He appeared glad to see us; many 
attended not of our Society, and 1 had a favoured time 
amongst them. I staid after meeting, and dined with 
the Friendftnd his fiimily ; then had anjopportunity with 
them, in which things were spoken to in a tender man- 
ner, and we parted with them in tenderness. 

9th — Had a meeting at James Warren's, in the New 
Purchase, i^ a small settlement of Friends, near the 
boundary line. They are members of New-garden 
Monthly meeting, and it is likel} they will soon have a 
meeting amongst themselves. I thought the Lord was 
to be felt,owiAng of us together, and we had a good 
meeting. ^^ 

20th. — I may now note, that for some time past, I 
have felt my mind drawn in gospel love, to think of vis- 
iting parts of Virginia, Maryland, and Pennsylvania; 
and of attending Baltimore Yeftrly Meeting to be held in 
the Tenth month next; which prospect I have opened, 
both in our Monthly and Quarterly meetings, and have 
obtained their approbation, and certificate; and am 
now making ready to leave my dear wifie and children 
once more, to serve the Lord in a distant land. O right* 
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eoQB and everlasting Father! wilt thou bless those that 
go, and tho8e that fitay, with thy blessings from above ; 
so ii;;U v'^e may grow in spirit and truth more and more, 
to be ihy children! 

The 22d and 23d of the Seventh month, I attended 
New-Garden Monthly and First-day meetings, which 
were large and satisfactory. Here I took a tender 
leave of many of my endeared friends, not expecting to 
see them again uiitil i return from my intended journey ; 
it was a solemn and tender time. 

On Second<day,the 31st of the Seventh month, 1815, 
1 left home and rode to Silver-creek, where I had a 
meeting at four o'clock in the afternoon, to good satis- 
faction, and on Third-day, the 1st of the Eighth month, 
had a meeting at Brookville, io.tbei. ine^tijHK bouse in 
town, wherein f had large service, in which I found 
great peace of mind. A number of people who attend- 
ed this meeting never had been at a Friends' meeting 
before. 

Fifih-day — Had a small, yet precious meeting in Cin- 
cinnati, in Friends' meeting house. li was a very sickly 
time, which caused our meeting to be small. After 
meeting, I started for Fairfield Quarterly Meeting, and 
on Sevefffc-day aftende^l it, to good satisfaction. 

First-day^ the 6th. — Had two meetings; the first at 
Clear-creek, and the other at three o'clock in the after- 
noon at Hillsborough. These meetings were both very 
large and highly favoured with the Master's presence. 
That in the afternoon, was held in the court house, and 
was attended by members of different societies, who 
were very still and much tendered. ^ 

On Second-day, I had a large and blessed meeting at 
Fall-creek, wherein i had large service amongst my dear 
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friends of different societies. Next day, I had aii6flier 
good meeting at Walnut-creek. These two last meet* 
ings were held under the shade of the trees; so many 
attending that the meeting houses were not large 
enough to hold near all ; and the Lord was pleased to 
spread his wing of ancient goodness over us, under 
which we were made to rejoice, and praise his holy 
name) which is worthy of all praise, honour, and glory, 
forever and ever. 

Fourthrday. — Rode to Dry-run, arid on Fifth-day, had 
a meeting there. On Sixtfa-^ay, had a meeting in the 
Presbyterian meeting house, in Chillicothe, which I was 
helped through, to great satisfaction. But this is a dark 
place; "^|Mk]^!^^^^^s some places through which I j^ 
have travelleoriwit much insensibility prevails amongst ;i=-^ 
the people. ?0n S*venth-day had a meeting at Salt- 
creek. This r^eeting was dull in the fore part, and I 
had hard work tb get along in my vocal service, which 
I found to arise ; and I set down to wait a while longer 
on my gift. I then stood up and a way opened, and I 
had4arge service to good satisfaction ; but truth, I fear, 
is at-aloW ebb in that place. 

We then rode on to attend our Yearly meeting, attend- 
ing Plainfield Preparative meeting on our way; and on 
Sixth-day, attended the Meeting for Su^rings at Short- 
creek. Seventh-day, attended the firsfL^itting of the 
Yearly Meeting of Ministers and Elders. 

First-day^ ^Oth of the Lighth rtionth^ — Two large meet- 
ings for worship were held in the new meeting house in 
Mount-pleasant. These meetings were so large that 1 
thought they were not so satisfactory, as smaller meetings 
• wonld have been. I think that it would be best when 
^etin^s for worship^or discipline become so very large, 
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to divide ihem; for jn meetings for discipline reasonabl} 
small, there are as many talents occupied, as in such very 
large ones; and we know that the more our talents are 
occupied in the truth, the brighter they are kept, and 
the more fhey improve. That the talents were not all 
occupied was plain to be seen in this Yearly Meeting 
for discipline, which it was thought above fifteen hun- 
dred people attended, and but few of them, compara- 
tively speaking were, or could be active members ; the 
rest sat, and looked on, and many of them could not 
hear what was going on in &^sieeting. Some dear el- 
derly Friends having been 4^united in a Yearly, Quar- 
terly, or Monthly Meeting capacity, cannot think of be- 
ing separated, and so hold meetings togethprflpprudent- 
ly, to the hurt of their sons and their daughters. If we 
do truly love the cause of truth, andbur sons and daugh- 
ters, we shall do all we can for them. 

After this Yearly Meeting concluded (which was on 
Seventh-day, the 26th,) three meetings were arranged 
for me as follows : the first to be held at Concord, on 
First-day; the next at the town of Wheeling, on Second- 
day; and the other at the head of Wheehng, on T^hird- 
day,at three o'clock in the fifternoon; but Friends were 
in so great a hurry to get started home, that the appoint- 
ment at the town of Wheeling was not rightly under- 
stood ; and whflfc 1 came there, I found that no notice 
had been given, and the other appointment having 
gone on, there was not time to stay and give notice; so 
I had to bear my exercises, and go on ; but when I 
came to consider that I had done my pyt towards hav- 
ing a meeting there, 1 became easy in my mind, and on 
Third-day attended the meeting at the head of Wlieel- 
ing, which was a blessed "Ono* . Manv attended who had V 
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ue'v6rbeenat FrieiidE' meeting bew 
and solemn. On Fifih-day, I attended the Monthly 
Meeting at Wsstland) wherein we had an open time, 
through the mercies of our heavenly Father, and were 
much comforted together. 

Sisth-day, the 1st of the Nintli month, I attended 
Redstone Monthly Meeting. This was ft day of hard 
labour, by reason, of too much iniensibility prevailing 
amongst the members of this meeting. I had an alarm- 
ing testimony to bear, which 1 found tended to comfort 
the sincere travellers amongst tliem. On Seventh-day, 
attended the Quarterly Meeting of Ministers and Elders, 
silent, and pleasant, as to my part. 

First-dayylhe 3d of fhs Mntk monlh. — Attended the 
meeting at Weatlaiid, wherein I had large service ; and 
in the afternoon, had a meeting appointed for the youth ; 
which was large, and in which I had good service; 
so that I was vocally engaged in preaching the gospel 
thisday(as wiis thought) for more than fotirhoufB,aQd 
was made to rejoice tJi the Lord my helper. 

SecQntt3ttj/. — Attended the Quarterly meeting at West- 
land; then in much tendernese, parted with many of my* 
dear friends of this place; also with my dear friends 
EnAh Pearson, and John Townsend, of Westbranch 
Quarterly meeting, who were on a visit to the meetings 
of Redstone and Salem Quarters. Our parting was a 
. tender one ; rather more so than I could bear in silence, 
i>lit the Lord helped me, so that I was enabled to par- 
sue my jou rnej ; and on Third-day, accompanied by my 
dear young Friend David Hilles, I had a blessed meet- 
ing at Muddy-creek, at three o'clock in the attemooni 
and on Fourth-day had a meeting at Sandy-creek, which 
was held in ailence, until nearly the time for meeting to 

Bae, when I found a few words to drop, to the lender- 
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ing 6l%aDy minds; after w^h I was drawn in flMppH- 
catkniy and it was a favoured time. Here I parted with 
the aforenamed Friend, and Isaac Walker from West- 
land met me, in order to go with me into Yirginut; and 
that aftemooD and the two following days, we rode to 
the settlement of Friends on Dillon's-run, wherein we 
had a blessed meeting on First-day the 10th. In the af- 
ternoon we rode to Back-creek, and on Second-day had 
a meeting there, to good satisfaction ; and on Third-day 
had a meeting at the Ridge ; which was also a good 
meeting. Here my dear friend Isaac Walker left mc 
and returned home. Dh, when shqH I return to my 
dear wife, and tender children! Lord I thou only know- 
est: I am thy servant^ and I desire to serve thee ! yet, O 
gracious Father! natural attachment is strong; and 
when I have a dear brother travelling with me for some 
days or weeksy who becomes united in the labour, and 
who can sympathize with me in being separated from 
my family, and then have to part with him, for him to 
return home, and I have to go on further from my home, 
it is very trying to the natural will ; and thereia none but 
^■ijlu^e, O Lord ! that can help me in these my trials. 
Therefore bear up my mind, for it is frequently weak, 
O gracious Father, and lead me about, according to thy 
holy will; and be with my dear wife, support her 
through every trial, and in thy own time, whether in 
time or in eternity, bring us together again; so that we 
may praise thee for thy goodness and power, world with- 
out end! Amen. 

Fourihrdoy. — Ai Centre, near Winchester, where I 
had to sound an alarm amongst the people, in which 1 
found peace of mind, and so was enabled to rejoice in 
God my helper, and to praise bis holy name, for hitherto 
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he batl( helped me. After meeting 1 rdde back to Da> 
vid Lapton'si and on Fifth-day, accompanied by him. 
went 10 Hopewell meeting, which was larg^, and in 
which I was favoured to preach the gospel to the ten- 
dering of many minds, and to the refreshing of the wea- 
ry; after which I was drawn in supplication, and the 
meeting ended well. Notice was then given that 1 in- 
tended to be at their meeting again on the next First- 
day; and tliat I also proposed to have a youths' meeting 
lit the same place;. ai three o'clock on the same day. 
Lodged that ni^r&t bbr dear B^Mi friend Abel Walk- 
er's, who accdlMMuted^ us no^C "day to Middle-creek 
meeting, which wasthe most t^ing one I have yet had 
in this part of Virginia, 'f had a little to say, but it was 
under depression of spirit. That afternoon rode home 
With William Hiatt, a Friend, who with his family lives 
eight miles from meeting; yet he and his son George 
seldom miss a meeting, cither on First or Fifth-day. 
Great attachment indeed, it appears there must be^ 
when we can be at so much trouble in assembling to- 
gether to worship the Lord. But when we come to 
consider that all good cometh from him, Oh, then it 
becomes our meat and our drink to do what wc be- 
lieve to be his holy will. 

Seventh-day. — Had a blessed meeting indeed at Berk- 
ley, in which the Lord was near, and the song that is 
ever new, was put into my heart and mouth •, so that I 
was enabled to praise his holy name, who is worthy, 
now and forever. Amen. 

First-day y the. 17th. — Attended Hopewell meeting, 
agreeably to notice, which was very large, and I was 
much favoured therein. Dined at Abel Walker's and 
^hcn returned to the youth's meeting which was also, 
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very large^ elderly people attending as weU^ai the 
youth; but as niy concern was to theyoutb, I requested 
the elderly people to sit bark,. and the dear jol^ to sit 
next to me, which they did^. and I had a fiiYoured time 
in. addressing, the youth. I ha?e sometimes thought, 
when the dear sons and danghters fill up the loised 
seats, and sit near the place where those sit or stand, 
who are concerned to address them in gospel love, and 
the lathers and mothers are sitting hack, that it doth 
tend to humble their minds; which I think was the 
case this day. I hidi|M^ ft^"^ to them, and it was 
a gentle shower oif |i^ teiD^^^ m which melted 
them down into passiy^niss, ^VUremess, and tears. 
After these two blessed meetii^s at HopeweU, 1 return- 
ed with my dear friend David Lupton to his house, with 
songs of joy in my heart. 

On Second-day, at three oVIock in the afternoon, had 
a meeting in Winchester, in the Presbyterian meeting 
house. Thb meedng was not so open as some of the 
foregoing; yet I left the place in a peaceful frame oi 
mind, and felt clear of these parts of Virginia. That 
evening rode to the house of a young couple, who were 
tiot members, and lodged with them; and they being as 
it were, some of the lost sheep of the house of IsraeJ, 1 
foimd in the morning, that I had a message from the 
Master to them; the delivery of which tendered their 
minds very much; and we left them, rejoicing incur 
minds, my dear friend David Lupton still being with me. 

On Third-day, we rode to Williani Reader's, in thr 
settlement of South Fork, and on Fourth-day, attended 
the preparative meeting there^r Public notice having 
been given, the meeting was largf and highly favoured. 
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in whiflfa 1 had large aenrice; then went away rejoicing 
in God my Il^per. 

Fi/Msrin^— AtttnJed Gooee-creek preparative meeting, 
which wasaleo large and highly favoured with the Mas- 
ter's helping hand. The people were recommended 
to attend to the seriouB impressions of their minds; and 
as these were adhered to, they would lead them into 
the paths of true religion. And as all men have re- 
ceived a manifestation of the spirit of God, to profit 
withal, this U what brings those serious Jnipressions on 
the mind; and M i^ iF^Stvea J^ to, it biiLgs Ibrth its 
own likeness, by wfOth trtre Sffi§ion is produced, where- 
by men and women can sing, "Glory to God in the high- 
est," and 00 earth, feel peace and good will towards 
men.* 

Sixlk-doTf^ — Had a meeting at Pair&X; and on Set 
enthtday, a trying one at Lt-esburg, in a Methodist 
meeting house. I found some vocal service amoi^l 
the people, but not to so much relief as at 30is« oflioi 
linves; bat it is not best Ibr us always to ride on the 
Iting's horse we must sometimes sit at the king's gate, 
and there not be idle, but do what we find for us to do, 
although it may appear small; yet as we are faithful, 
we, in his time, shall receive our reward, and be made 
to rejoice. 

Firat-day, the a-K A— Attended meeting at Fairfax, at 
the usual hour; then at three o'clock in the ailemoon, 
bad a large meeting for the youth, which was long 
gathering, by reason of a meeting of tlie Presbyterians 
□ear, which concluded about the time ours began, and a 
^'■f>DsidQwble number of them came to our meeting 
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rather late; but when gathered, the meeting was bo!'- 
emn and satis&ctory, and we parted in tebdemess and 
love. On Second-day, we rode to New-market in the 
state of Maryland, and on Third-daj, had a blessed 
meeting at Bash-creek, wherein doctrine and exhorta- 
tion flowed freely, to the tendering of many minde, and 
to the satisfaction of my own; Stephen Wilson, from 
Virginia, being with me at this time. Fourth-day at- 
tended Sandy spring meeting, which was small bat 
comfortable and open. That night got to my kind 
friend Samuel Snowifee^ and %iind him. and his dear 
family well. *"^' . ,. ' 

PifiMay. — Attended meeting at Indian Spring te 
good satisfaction; and after meeting, called to see a 
sick friend. Next .day, rode to George Ellicott's, and 
on Seventh-day, had a meeting at Elk Ridge; then 
after meeting, rode to Baltimore, where my friends 
appeared glad to see me, and I was truly glad to see 
them. 

First-dny^ihe Xstofthe Tenth manth. — In the morning 
attended the meeting in the Western District, which 
wds large, and in the afternoon, attended that in the 
Eastern; notice having been given at their morning 
meeting, that in the afternoon was crowded, and the 
Lord was pleased to give me a very open time, on the 
subject of prayer, under which, this large meeting wa^ 
much tendered, and my mind much comforted. After 
meeting, I left the town, for this time, and rode out to 
my kind friends ivobert and Esther Sinclair's and rested 
at their house next day; it was a pleasant day to me. 
in which I had time often to look towards those whom I 
have left at home, which caused this language often to. 
run through my heart this day: 
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Mjf wife, my children, and my friends, 

''vxhf near my heart they lay ; 
Aqdijftb! the predoof thoughts of them, 
^l^ HbW they aronnd me play ! 

But %e that loveth wife or children, house or land, 
more than me,' saith my dear Master, Hs not worthy of 
me;' therefore, 1 dare not look towards home with a 
desire to return, as yet, to these my dear relations ; but 
must await the Master's time, which will be the right 
time. So I rest, and close this day of rest and writing. 

Third-da^. — Had a meeting at Jesse Tyson's where- 
in I had large service in preaching the gospel. We had 
in this meeting, a number of the Methodist Society, and 
two of their preachers, who behaved well, and we 
parted friendly. 

Fourth-day^—At Gunpowder meeting, which was 
large and highly favoured, and in which I had large 
service, whereby many minds were reached and much 
tendered. Afler meeting rode into l||e settlement of 
the Little Falls; and next day had a meeting there, 
which was also highly favoured. A few friends at these 
two last places, are well engaged, although they meel 
with their trials, by reason of having too many amongst 
them, who are, as it were, asleep: but God who regard* 
ed the presence of Jehosaphat, still regards those who 
endeavour to serve him; and for their sakes, and in 
order to give the children of disobedience another op- 
portunity to return to him, the only true and living God, 
he is pleased to cause his showers at times to descend. 

Sixthrday. — Rode into Baltimore, and took up my 
lodging at the house of James and Elizabeth Gilling- 
ham. 
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Seventh-flat/^ the 7<A.— Attended the fifjit Bitting of the 
yearly meeting of ministers and elders, and also a sitting 
of the meetiijg for snfierings* 

First'day^ the Sth. — Had a meeting appointed at the 
Union Factories, which was large and highly favouredf^ 
and in which were many young people, who were en- 
gaged in these cotton factories ; they were much ten- 
dered, and my mind was much comforted, in having a 
hope, that the business was carried on under so good 
regulations, that it is likely to be an improvement to 
the minds of the youth. 

On Second-day, the 9th of the Tenth month, the 
Yearly meeting for discipline came on in Baltimore, and 
sat twice each day, until Fifth-day evening. It was a 
large and highly favoured meeting, and Friends were 
sensible of it, and parted under a sense of the goodneas 
of the heavenly ^Father's love. I staid in town until 
Seventh-day, when I went out about eight miles to a 
Friend's hou8e,jf^d had a meeting thereat; then return- 
ed to Baltimore, and on First-day, the 15th, attended 
the two meetings in the city; in the morning, that for 
the Eastern District, and in the afternoon, that for the 
Western — silent. Then a very large evening meeting 
appointed for the youth, in which I had large service; 
and then felt clear of Baltimore. On Second-day, I 
rode out to Robert Sinclair's, to wait for him to fix his 
outward concerns, so as to be ready to ride with me a 
few days; Stephen Wilson having left me at the close ^ 
of the Yearly meeting. I still find it to be a lonesome 
way of travelling, yet I feel the Lord to be good, so that 
my soul is often made to rejoice, in this, my moving 
i^lon^r. 
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ffturthrdajf^i-^l am yet at Robert Sinclair's not very 
well; yet if I had been ready, I should have started tibis 
morning, but bis business not being settled, and I not 
being very well, 1 rest. 

I will here write a drieam that I was told of, when in 
the family in which it occurred, in Old Chester, in Penn- 
sylvania. A little boy under eight years old, who was 
in Philadelphia, going to school, looked very sad one 
Second day morning, and being asked by the family if 
he was sick, he said, 'no he was not sick, but had a very 
singular dream last night, which afflicted his mind ;' be 
then told his dream thus: ^1 thmight I was standing on 
the bank of the river Delaware, and saw my father i^ a 
small boat; and there arose a storm, and I saw the boat 
sink, and my father sunk also; yet I saw his hat floating 
on the water; I thought I cried out, 'father is drowned!', 
and then I saw two angels come down, one on one side 
* of my father's hat, and the other on the other, with each 
of them two wings fast to his side, and each had like- 
wise another in his hand; and as they stood on the 
water, I saw my father rise out of it, and the angels 
gave to him the wings which they had in their hands, and 
they all three went up out of my sight towards heaven." 
These were about the words of the little boy, as told to 
me by his mother; and that very night his father was 
drowned in the Delaware river, out of a small boat, 
where he was all alone. His body was found some 
days afterwards, and entered in its mother earth; while 
his soul, I hiive no doubt, was in the society of angels, 
and of the spirits of jast men made perfect. 

On Fifth-day, I started from Robert Sinclair's (he 
bearing me company) and rode to. a settlement of Friends 
called the Forest, and on Sixth-day had a meeting in 
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their neir meeting house* It was the first meetiDg ever 
held in it, and the song that is ever new was put into our 
hearts and mouths, in such a manner that it might be 
said, that the shout of a king was heard in the camps, to 
the rejoicing of the tabernacles of Jacob; for indeed we 
were made to rejoice together. This after a time of 
weakness in both body and mind, was very reviving to 
my often tried spirit. After this blessed meeting, we 
dined at Amos Smith's, then rode fifteen miles and 
lodged on the bank of the great river Susquehannah: 
and on Seventh-day morning crossed it; which the fer- 
ryman told me was twO' miles over; we were nearly an 
hour on the water. Then proceeded on, and that day 
got to a Frif nd's house in the settlement of London 
Grove, and on First-day, the 22d, were at meeting there, 
which was large, and I had much service, to good satis- 
faction. Then rode to my kind Friends, Richard and 
Sarah Barnard's, in Chester county, Pennsylvania, and 
lodged there. On Second-day rode to Philadelphia, to 
the house of our kind Friends Benjamin and Rebecca 
Kite, wlio appeared glad to see me ; and I know that 
I was glad to see them, and to find myself once more 
amongst my dear friends of this great city. 

Third-day, — Attended the Monthly meeting for the 
Northern district, which was comfortable, and [ had 
good service therein, both in the meeting for worship 
an^ that for discipline, amongst the men and women, in 
which I found peace of mind, which is the reward for 
all my labour. " . 

Fourth-day, — At Pine-street Monthly meeting, which 
was also a good meeting, and in which I had good ser- 
vice. 
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i\fihrday* — Attended Philadelphia Monthly meeting 
'to good satisfaction also; and on Sixth-daj,had a blessed 
meeting at the meeting house on Grecn-str<?et; in which 
the gospel was largely preached, in the authority of 
truth. Next day I rested in the city, and visited some 
of my dear friends in a social way to take my leave of 
them, with fion\e of whom, I had religious opportunities, 
which were tendering seasons to many of them. 

First-day^ the 29th. — Attended meeting in the western 
meeting house, which was thought to be the largest 
meeting ever held in it, except in the time of Yearly 
meeting. I stood about two hours, (as was thought;) 
then, after this highly favoured mcet'nig, we left the 
city with peaceful minds, and rode twciitv two miles w 
my kind friends, Eli and Lydia Thomas's, ac^ they ap- 
peared glad to see us. On the road this afternoon, the 
language of my heart was the language of praise; which 
continued with me, so that it enabled me to be truly 
glad to meet my dear friends, who live with dear Mary 
Melon, widow of my dear friend James: She being pres- 
ent, I was truly glad to see her. On Second-day rode 
again to Richard Barnard's; here my dear friend Ro- 
bert Sinclair left me, and I rested. 

Third-day. — Had meeting at Marlborough, where my 
kind friend Eli Thomas met me, and after meeting 1 
went home with him; and on Fourth-day, the 1st of the 
Tenth month, attended Goshen Monthly meeting, which 
was large, (it was thought to be the largest that was held 
at that place for some years,) and I was highly favoured 
to preach the gospel therein. Here my aforenamed 
friend Eli Thomas offered to bear me company for a 
while, so I went home with him again. At this place I 
^ad the compamy of my dear friends John Baldwin, ae<if 
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of Sally and Robert Perry, which was truly refreshing 
to my often tried mind; and a number of the neighbours 
gathering in to the widow's house? we had a parting op- 
portunity with them, in which dear John and Sally Per- 
ry, had good service ; which united us together as fellow 
labourers in the work. 

Fifth-day^ the 2d of the Tenth month, — Left this comfort- 
able house and rode on for Little York, taking Columbia 
in our way, where we had a meeting on Seventh-day, 
which in the fore part was trying, but the latter part 
was comfortable. After which we left the town, and 
]ode across the great Susquehannah on a bridge, which 
is some over a mile in length. That afternoon got to 
Little York, and on First-day, the 5th, had a meeting 
there, which held silent for some considerable time; 
then, standing up, I had to tell them, that I thought our 
prayers were heard; for we read that there was silence 
in heaven, and we had felt silence on earth. And as I 
alteuded to the opening, though it was little in the be- 
gimiing, the subject opened, and I had much to say; 
then, at the close of the meeting, appointed one at four 
o'clock in the afternoon , for the youth; it was highly 
favoured. So I left the town for this time, in a peace- 
ful frame of mind, and rode to Newbury; and on Third- 
day, had a large meeting there which was also highly fa- 
voured: — the Lord was near, and helped me through a 
large testimony to great satisfaction. That afternoon 
j'ode l)ack to Little York, and on Fourth-day, the 8th of 
ihe Eleventh month, attended the Monthly meeting 
there, which was very small, yet comfortable;^ after 
which we rode to Warrington. 

Fifth-day. — Had a large and blessed meeting there to 
good satisfaction; and on Sixth-day had a laborious 
meeting at Huntington. 
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Seventh-day. — Rode to Monallin; and on First-day, the 
12th of the Eleventh month, had a large meeting tliere 
to good satisfaction. After this blessed meeting I part- 
ed with mj kind friend Eli Thomas, and started for home, 
by the way of DunningVcreek meeting, agreeably ac- 
companied by lome young men ; and on Fourtfcday, got 
to Monthly meeting there, which was comfortable and 
satisfactory. Here two of the young men left me, to go 
another road, on business, and William Farquhar, jun. 
kept with me. 

Sixth and Seventh^da^* — Rode to Weslland ; and on 
First-day, the 19th, staid at meeting there; which was a 
favoured one. Then, on Second and Third-days, ac- 
companied by John Hutton, rode to Short-creek, in the 
state of Ohio; where, on Fourth-day, the 22d, I parted 
with dear Jchn^ and by mjself rode to Benjamin Vail's; 
lodged there, and on Fifth-day, alone, rode on for home, 
and without stopping to take any meeting by the way, I 
travelled on, and on Fifth-day, the 30th of the Eleventh 
month, got home well, about two o'clock, and found my 
dear wife and children well, for which I feel humbly 
thankful to the great Preserver and Superintendant of 
the children of men. 

I was from home four months, travelled by computa- 
tion about 1744 miles, and attended, seventy meetings, 
besides Ohio and Baltimore Yearly tijfietings. 
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He attebds the opcniDg of West Union meeting. — Vi»its the famtiie^ 
of his own meeting. — Remarks thereon. — Has some appointed 
meetings from amongst Friends. — Removes to Richmond.-^ 
Attends some meeting8.-*And the opening of White-Wter Quar- 
ter. — A committee, of wbieh he is one, visits the meetings belong" 
ilig to White-water Monthly meetfif.—— Account of a circum- 
stance in his travels.— Another concerning a little 'girl.— Vititi

The 23rd of the Second months 181 6. — After I returned 
from my late jonrney, I staid pretty much abont home 
for some time, enjoying great, peace and inward conso- 
lation^ and attending our Quarterly, Monthly and par- 
ticular meetings, as they came in course, in which I 
was often made to rejoice in stillness and qtiietude. I 
also had at times, large service in the truth, for which I 
.{«t my reward. On the first First day in this month, T 
was at the opening of a meeting for worship, called 
West Union, in the western part of this county ; a co»- 
siderable number attended who were not members, and 
I had large siervice in preaching the everlasting gospel, 
which is the power of (Jod unto salvation, to all them 
that doth believe, and are baptised thereinto. And 
now, having for some time felt that it would be right to 
visit the families which belong to our own particular 
meeting, and having laid my concern hefcre our Monthly 
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meeting in last month, and obtained the approbation 
thereof, and my dear friend, John Clark, (an elder in 
good esteem) finding it right to accompany me, we have 
just finished our visit to about twenty-one families, in 
which we found much consolation and peace. Visiting 
families, 1 consider one of the greatest services where- 
unto we are called. To' go from house to house, or from 
one tent tt> another, to search, as it were, the camp, 
and to be dipped into the different states of families, 
and to speak plainly to individuals, requires both the 
visiters and the visited, to dwell deep, so that the first 
may give and the last receive, to profit ; and when this 
is the case I believe this work is done to the benefit of 
many in our society. 

The 2d day of the Sixth months 181 6. — I had a very large 
meeting at Eaton, a small town in Ohio, about sixteen 
miles from home. The Master was near to help through 
large service to good satisfaction. 

The 1 \lh day of the Eighth month* — Had a meeting at.. 
the house of Thomas Rumbleyy which was small, yet 
highly favoured. As I sat in silence, waiting upon the 
Lord for his direction, a Baptist woman whispered to 
some other woman, .and said, ^Hhe old Quaker will not 
say any thing to-day," in a kind of light game making 
manner, as though she would vaunt over the truth; but 
In this, poor woman! she was mistaken; fi>r the Lord 
in his own time raised me up, and enabled me to declare 
the truth fol the space of two hours, to the tendering of 
many minds, and also of the said woman, who after 
meeting came to some of Thomas Rumbley's family, 
with tears in her eyes; «0," said she, "do invite him to 
come and have a meeting here again, for I weuld rather 
bear bim, than any 1 ever heard^' 
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This summer I bought a lot in a new town* near ia 
White-water meeting house, built, and moved my family 
there, where we find great peace of mind. In the last 
of the Tenth month, I visited- New Garden Monthly 
meeting, on Seventh day; and on First-day attended the 
first-day meeting at the same place. These were days 
of hard labour in gospel testimony, to the lukewarm, 
Jind backsliders in our Israel. 

Second-day. — Had a meeting at Arby. This was a 
blessed meeting: the truth was declared to the con- 
vincing of some, and the uniting of others in the bond 
of gospel love. On Third-day, had a good meeting at 
Centre, ^o the comfort of many minds; and on Fourth- 
dtiy, had a large meeting at Springfield, which many of 
Ihe Methodists attended, and one of their teachers. I 
had large vocal service, and we parted in love. Next 
ilay, I got home, with a peaceful mind, and found all 
well. 

In the Twelfth month, I had a meeting in Salisbury, 
the present county seat of our county, wherein I had to 
labour against drunkenness, and the spirit of unbelief^ 
which I hope had some effect. 

On the first First-day, in the First month, 1817, there 
watf a new Quarterly meeting opened at White-water 
meeting house, which was a great satisfaction to fnany 
minds; yet we felt sorry to part with our dear friends of 
West Branch, a number of whom were present; but 
believing that the time was come, we strove not in our 
own strength to build a tower to keep us together, but 
for the truth's sake, cheerfully parted, although with 
$lrong desires for each others welfare, in the best thingsr 

*Srow called Richticlftd* 
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On the 16th of the Secood month, I had a rerj lar^^e 
meeting at a Methodist man's house; the day heing 
moderate, the men sat in the yard, while the women 
filled the house. I stood in the door and was favoured 
to declare the truth for about three hours, and I hope my 
labours.werenotall lost, but that tbcy did and will unite 
the believers in Christ, more and more togctlicr; for I 
believe that if ever I get to heaven, I shall be as glad to 
see a Methodist, a NcAV-light, or a Presbyterian, as one 
of my own society. 

The 26ih af the Second month, 1817. — This day, we 
had a large meeting at White-water; a committee 
having been appointed by the Monthly meeting to visit 
all the meetings belonging thereto, being at this time 
seven in number, five of which we have attended, and 
of which I have kept no account. Many things were 
opened aad closely spoken to, in this meeting, which I 
hope will do good. Oh ! we are a highly favoured peo- 
ple ! O that we may li¥e up to our favours ! 

First-day^tlie. 2w/ of the Third morUh. — The committee 
attended Silver-creek meeting, which was large, and we 
had good service therein. Then on Second-day, reti^rn- 
ed home, and found our children well, and our minds 
enabled to rejoice in the Lord our helper. My wife 
was one of the committee, and was with me in this visit 
— she is not a woman of manj^ words, yet I often felt 
her deeply sympathising spirit, which was helpful to me. 
She is an elder again in this place. 

Now I think proper to relate a circumstance which 
took place as 1 was travelling, — which is as follows: 

I was alone, and put up, at a professor's house, to lodge. 
After I had been in the hall a little while, the landlord 
asked to be excused, and walked out to order his erei^ 
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ing business, so that I was left alone, which gave me rr 
better opportunity to hear what passed in an adjoining 
room, where one of the company raised her voice in 
singing praises to her Maker, (as she called it) and after 
a very short line it broke oflF into very loud laughter. 
The singing then commenced again, and then the laugh- 
ter, and so on for four times; so that 1 thought that I 
I should be under the necessity of telling them my 
thoughts, if i should get an opportunity. Supper was 
soon set in the ball, and they were invited to sup, where- 
upon the landlady and five young women came in, and 
we sat down and supped. After we were done, before 
we left the table 1 brought on the discourse I wished, by 
obscning to the landlady that I hardly thought these 
were all her daughters. She answered that two of them 
were her daughters, and the other three were neigh- 
bours, who had come on a visit. I thought I could mark 
out the singer; so I spoke and said, ^it is likelv I may 
give you reason to think that I am a meddling traveller, 
for I have some remarks to make to you, from what I 
have heard since I came here." I then told them whai I 
had heard as above related. I told them not to misun- 
derstand me, for I was not speaking against praising 
their Maker, if it was done with the Spirit; but against 
its being interrupted by loud unbecoming laughter; a 
thing that ought to be beneath the digriity of so noble 
beings as they were, at any time, much more when en- 
gaged in that exercise. 

I told them, it brought to my remembrance the words 
of the Apostle, where he was speaking oi the unruli- 
ness of the tongue, with which, saith he, '*we bless God 
and curse men ; these things ought not to be so;''* said h 
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*Hhese things ought not to be mixed together," When 
I was done, the noble young woman, whom I had mark- 
qd oat ill my mind, spoke and said, "I thank you kindly, 
sir, for your rebuke. I am the very one, and I knew 1 
was doing wrong when I did it; yea," said she, 'Hhere 
was sonnething here," (clapping her hand on her breast) 
•'which told me that it was wrong." 

The landlord then took up the subject and said some- 
thing on the imperfection of majB, but I do not recollect 
what he said) nor what I answered ; but my answer was 
such that he said no more. The young woman then 
observed that the leprosy was out of the power of man 
to cure. I said it was; — but did she not think that 
Christ was as able to heal the leprosy now, as he was 
when here on the earth? She said he was* ^^But," 
continued she, ^we read that it get3 into the wall; then 
the wall has to be taken down and rebuilt before it can 
be cleansedV' and this, she said, was a great work. To 
which I agreed, and asked if it was not a necessary 
work to salvation. She said it was. I asked if she did 
not think it was a possible work through the assistance 
of the Spirit of Christ* After a solemn pause^sh^ said 
it was. So 1 told her, if we have a great work to d0| 
and a necessary work, it is no matter how soon we begin, 
in faith, to do it. To which she acknowledged and was 
silent. 

Then T took the opportunity, in a few words, to open 
to her, and the rest, that to do this work, was to attend 
to that in the breast, which tells us when wc do wrong. 
For instance, if thou (directing my discourse to the 
young wxman) hadst attended to that within at the first. 
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perhaps thoa wouldst not have been overtaken in the 
lirst breach of good order, much less to have repeated 
it. For that which spoke in thy breast and told thee 
that thou wast doing wrong, was Christ within, the 
saint's hope of glory, who has descended into the hearts 
of the children of men, in order to heal them and cleanse 
them from all sin and leprosy, and make them a pure 
people, and enable them to praise God in humility of 
spirit, and purity of mind; then this degrading thing of 
loud kiughter would be far from our minds, and we 
should be preserved fVom being overtaken by that &ult, 
as well as by aU oilers. 

We then rose from the table, and it was taken into 
the other room. * As soon as this was done the landlord 
spoke to me and said, ^l perceive that you are a minis- 
ter, and we perform what we believe to be our family 
duty and do much desire you, if you please to go for- 
ward in it.",. I said, I did not think it would be right fo' 
bim to give such liberty to strangers who put up at hxa 
house, although they might appear with fine words; ibr^ 
if he did, he would lay himself liable to be imposed 
upon. More than that I told him, that we, as a people, 
did not believe that we could perform such things at 
our own stated times. At the same time, I did not wisF 
to put them out from what they did believe to be theii 
duty, and was willing to be with them, and hoped 1 
should join in any thiag that was good. So they went 
through their performances, after which, the women 
withdrew to the other room, and the landlord pretty 
soon spoke of going to rest. I said I wa§ ready to lie 
down ; so he stepped to the door and called for a can- 
dle to light me to bed. When th^se young women 
beard this, they nil came in again, and the youD( 
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woman 'Whom I have meniioned before spoke ds for alL 
and said, "you are a traveller, and will, likely, be up 
and gone in the morning, before we shall come down 
from our qhamber; and we thought we could 4o no less 
than to come in and take our solemn leave of you, andr ' 
once more thank you for your advice and couDsel, 
hoping wc may never forget it, nor you." So said they 
all as they bid me farewell, with tears flowing from their 
-eyes, which t^lff did not try to hide, for the truth had 
tendMed thCTr%eart8. So we parted in great tender- 
ness and \oy^ Oh ! that people would attend to that 
which teaches within, so that they might become the 
children of light, and dwell no longer in darkness; for as 
many as are led by the spirit of God tire sons of God; 
and God is light, from whom cometh that which teaches 
within, being the true light that lighteth every oile ..j| 
that cometh into the world, which is the spirit of .'i 
God, which leads up to him, and enables us to become ^. 
his childreik 

^ I think proper to relate here, also, a singular circmih ' 
stance concerning a little girl, .irbose^ father rode some - 
time with me, when I was first in the state of New Jer-- ' s 
sey^and at whose house T lodged, thevip^bt before I left 
that state to go to New York. The child was then wi- 
der eight years of age. I had a sitting in the family, 
which ' was a watering time, for the presence of the 
Master was to be felt, and the dear little daughter (as 
well tail remember, the yiiiungest of a large family) was 
tendered, and felt her mind much attached to me in 
tender love, wbich I was sensible of at that time. This 
was in the Fifth month, 1811, and as I returned from 
ttie eastward in the Sixth month, I sent for some linens 
which 1 liad left there, and when I opened tiiem, I 
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found a small present, from this child to my Httle daugh- 
ter at h^me, wliom I had told her oU On the 8th day 
of the Second month, 1813,1 left home again, and in 
the course of this visit also, I got to her father's house; 
and when T gbt there, I soon looked for the little daugh- 
ter, but saw her not. I then asked for her, and saw the 
tears start in the eyes of her mother at the hearing of 
her name. We sat awhile in solemn silence^ and I spoke 
and said, ^is the child gone to restf she said ^she 
• has ;'' and then told me about her latter end, which I 
thought I would then write; but I put it <>ff at that time, 
yet it made so deep impressions on my mind, that it 
could not be erased. The child was taken sick, and 
in a little time afterwards she told her mother that she 
should not live to get well again, but should die; and 
Aer mother asked her if she was willing to die. She 
said th^re was but one thing that she wanted ; that was 
to see that friend who was from Tennessee ; **if 1 could 
only see him once more, and hear him, I should be 
willing then to go to my heavenly Father, and leave aH 
my dear friends behind;" and thus she continued for 
many days, often saying, ^^O heavenlj Father! I am 
willing to die, and come to thee, yet I wish to gee t^it 
endeared friend, and hear him preach to my father and 
mother, and to my brothers and sisters, if it is thy holy 
will, O Lord! but not ray will be done." And one day, 
as her mother was sitting by her bed with another 
friend, Mary lay still, as though she was asle^ or in a 
doze, for an hour or more ; then she stirred, and her 
mother asked her if she wanted any thing, (meaning 
drink, or any refreshment) she said no, she wanted 
nothiug, but to die; and added, ^^I have wanted to see 
dear William Williams, but I shall not see him, bat shall 
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die: jou will sec him." '^O, no, Mary," her mother 
said,^^he lives a great way from here." "No matter for 
that, he is en his way now, and in time be will be here, 
in this land, and thou wilt see him and hear him; and 
then ^ive my love to hin, and tell him, 1 go to my 
Father, and his Father, there to wait for his coming." 
^o, on the next day, she quietly departed this lifo, 
when I was in Virginia, on my way to those parts. 

I will now take up the thread' of my Fife again, and 
give some account of my travels, and labours in the 
gospel. 

I left home, (with the concurrence of my own Monthly 
meeting, on Fifth-day, the 12th of the Sixth moaih, 1817, 
(Jehu Stewart bearing me company) in order "to visit 
West Branch Quarterly meeting, and some, of the meet- 
ings thereunto belonging; and on Sixth-day, the 14ib^ 
attended the Quarterly meeting of ministers and elderS) 
and on Seventh-day, the Quarterly meeting for disci- 
pline; The Lord was near, and comforted us together. 

First-da^, the 1.5th, — Attended meeting at the same 
jplace; it w«s vidfy large, so that tW seats were carried 
out, and vne held our meeting under the shades of the 
trees, which were not all the covering we had oveij^os, 
for he that spread his canopy over Jacob, wheo he dlllit 
on Mount Bethel, was pleased to spread it over va this 
day, so that the everlasting gospel was preach^ in the 
spirit and power thereof; and it may be said, ijtbat the 
shout of a king was to be heard in the camp, to the fj|>- 
joicing of the tabernacles of Jacobs and his faithful 
ones saw it, heard it, and rejoiced in it, and bowed be- 
fore him, and gave him the praise. 

Second -dajf. — Had another large and highly favoured 
meetingy uoder the same covering booth, outward and 
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inward, at Ludlow's creek ; for the Lord was still witli 
us under the trees of the woods ; the people coming in 
luch numbers, that the meeting houses could not hold 
them, and for their satisfaction, we held the meetings 
out of doors. At 4 oV^ock in the afternoon we had a 
meeting at Concord, to good satisfaction. Lodged that 
night at Enoch Pearson's, who was going on a visit to 
Darby-creek Monthly meeting, and some other meetings 
in those parts. We found him in the life. He and two 
of his daughters went with us next day to Mill-creek, 
where We had a good meeting at ten o'clock — open and 
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satisfactory. ^ e then parted with them, and at four 
o'clock in the afternoon, had a meeting at Randolph, the 
fore part of which was trying, but the latter part was 
tenderiog and comfortable, and I had much service 
amongst them; then left them in tenderness and peace; 
and on Fourth-day, had a meeting at Rocky spring, 
wherein I had a testimony to bear, to tb^ raising of 
some, (as they acknowledged) from the deafa, in which I 
found peace; and that night got again.to the house of 
our kind friends Samuel and Mary Birown; Samuel 
haling been with us in this visit. 

On Fifth-day, we were at West Branch meeting, 
wherein 1 had large testimony to bear against divers 
evils; and purticulftrly against the spirit of the world, 
and the spirit of discord; in which 1 felt clear, and on 
Sixth-day, had an appointed meeting about seventeen 
miles up the river, at the house of Samuel Drown, jr. 
This meeting, (as I was informed afterwards,) was Jft- 
tended by members of different societies, and my mind 
was led to treat of divers doctrines, for the space of 
nearly three hours, in which I found great peace, and 
we all parted in stillness. T then felt clear to return 



home, and still having the truly acceptable company of 
Samuel Brown the elder, we rode back to his house 
after meeting, and on Seventh-day, rode home, where 
I found my dear wife and children all well, and waa 
^uly glad to meet them again. 
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W» prospect of a ifcneral Tisit to the noTeetiogs of Friends, on thiB 
continent. — Self oat therein. — Proceeds through Tennessee, North 
Carolina. ^Wl^PU Maryland, ^Delaware, New-Jersey, and 
Ti imijl 1)111 in jjgfc l^ealth becomes delicate, from the bursting of 
a blood Teyl.*Hfttmns home. 

Fern mmnB yean past, I bare often felt, that if I kept 
my plaee^ in obedience to what I believed to be the 
Master^s will, I ahoald have to leave heme for a consid* 
erable time in his service. And now, (the 14th day of 
the Seventh month, 1817,) I am making ready to leave 
home, with the full concurrence of my fri^ds, in order 
to visit nearly all the meeiiogs of Frienw<^the conti- 
nent: our friend Zimri Cook offering t6 bec^ me com^ 
pany, for a while. We expect to leave hoipe in a few 
days, to enter on this great work. 

Fifih^day^ the nth of the Seventh mofith, 1817. — This is 
solemn morning to roe. I mm now about to leave my 
home, a precious wife, and a iliilidber of children; and I 
know not how long I shall be gone from them, if I 
should live. Under this solemnity, 1 give them all into 
thy hands, O heavenly Father! and myself into thy 
service. Therefore, what shall I say before the, 
Lord! (for thou knowest the breathings of every hHiRt,) 
hnt to pray thee to go with them that go, JHH^tor'sta} 
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with them that Btaj; and preserve us in tliy fear, so 
(hat whether we ever meet here below ngain, or not, 
we may be enabled by thy holy assistance, to praise 
thee, the only true God, and Jesua Christ whom ibuu 
haEt sent into our hearts; whose presence J feel, ajpd 
under wliose calming inlluence I am enabled to part 
with al) Tor thy sake; knowing that thou, and thdk 
alone, art more to me than wife, or children, house or 
land, for thou art from everlasting to everlasting, God 
over all, and worthy to be obeyed, feared, worshippedt 
and praised, now, henceforth, and forever more. Amen. 
Accordingly, I parted with my dear wife and children 
— and a heart tendering parting it was; but the Lord 
helped us through, so as to bear up, through raagna- 
tion to his holy will, loving him above all things; and 
through this love, I was made willing to part witb wife 
and children, house and land, for his sake and the gos- 
pel's. And through the same, my dear wife was wlUing 
and enabled to give me lip to the work, which made it 
go much easier with me. Rode that day to Elk settle- 
ment, and next dayhada meeting at Elk, which through 
the help of the master, was a tendering one. I was 
much helped in testimony, and left the place in peace; 
and next day rode to Cincinnati. On First-daj, the 
30th, had two good meetings in p'riends' meeting house 
in town; and on Second day,croiJsedlhc river Ohio, and 
passed through Kentucky, wiUioiit having any meeting. 
1 left E^me books amongst the people. On Third-day, 
tlie 29th, we got to Lost-cfeek, where I met witli some 
♦ of my old acquaintances and wa* truly glad to see them, 
and they appeared to be glad to see me, once more, in 
my native land, as 1 may call it. 

IS 
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On Fourth-day, the 30th, we were at Lost-creek 
meelutg. This was a time of rejoicing to some of our- 
minds; I had hirgc serrice- On Fifth-day, we were at 
mieting in the Rockey Yalley, which was large and- 
satisfactory. From thence we rode into Blount coun- 
ty, and on Seventh-day, the 2d of the Eighth month, 
1817, attended the Monthly meeting at Newhury; it is 
small* 

First-day^ the 3d. — Had a large meeting at the same 
place, in which I had much close service. 

Second and Third-days, rested ; on Fourth-day trav- 
elled; and on Fifth-day, had a meeting at John Wil- 
liams's in Sevier county, in which I had good service in 
setting foilh the goodness of God to his creature man: 
io tbat all might be saved that would come to him and 
worship tiim, the only true and Jiving God, that made 
heaven and earth, the seas, and fountains of water.* 
The people, who were of different societies, were much 
tcnderc^d, find we parted in love and good vnll; On 
Sixth- day, I attended the Quarterly meeting of minis- 
lors and elders, at Lost-creek; it was small, as there 
are but few friends in these parts. 

Seventh-day, the 9th of the Eighth month. — Attended the 
Quarterly meeting at the same place, in which I had 
large service, and it was thought to be a good meeting. 

First-day. — Attended meirting at the same place, 
which was large, and I had extemive service therein. 
This being a parting opportanitjr between me and 
many of my dear Friends of Tennessee, it was a 
tendering to many minds. Second-day, staid at I^ost- 
<^ek; Third-day, had a meeting at William Cox's: 

Rov. xir. 7. 
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i''ourth-day, rode into Green county; and on Fifth-day, 
had a meeting at Friends' meeting house there. 

Sixth-day^ the 15th. — We rested at the house of James 
Jones; it is a day of pea^e and rest to my mind. 
Having endeavoured to serve the Lord, he hath not, I 
believe, debarred me from entering into something of a 
feeling sense of his rest, which is the Christian rest. O 
come, all ye inhabitants of the world, and seek this rest, 
which is to be found by the faithful, by and through the 
assistance of Christ Jesus our Lord, where they may be 
enabled to set under his vine, and under his fig tree, 
where none shall make afraid. 

SeoerUh-day. — ^Had an appointed meeting at Friends' 
meeting house called Westland, which was highly 
favoured with the Master's presence, and in which I 
laboured to bring the people to the knowledge of the 
truth, so that they might be saved. It was shown that 
God was no slaveholder, bat that all his servants were 
brought in by mutual agreement, and through their 
own consent; and that man, after be had arrived to the 
years of religious understanding, had to co-work with 
the spirit and power of the Lord, so as to work out his 
own salvation, with fear and treiriblmg before him; yet 
as God giveth the means, and ability to use them, and 
88 we only take the physic, (at it were,) and bear the 
operation thereof, by which our stomach is cleansed, we 
can say, that salvation is of ttie Lamb, attributing noth- 
ing to self, yet rejoicing id thi^we have been fiiithfiil 
to the directions of the great Pbysician, by which we 
were cleansed, 

Firn^day the 17l&r— At Newhope meeting, which was 
very large: and hi the afternoon had a meeting for the 
youth at the same hoose. Both these meetings were 
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a stranger id a strange land* Oh ! who can pourtray 
to himself, the feelings of mj mind at that most solemn 
time. I felt all alone, as to the outward, which affected 
my heart, anlP^the tears stole from my eyes for some* 
thne^ without intermission; yet, when I turned my eye 
inward, I found that the Lord was with me^ and herein 
my strength was renewed, so that I was enabled to go 
on, as recorded on the foregoing pages. 

After tb& meeting at Jackswamp, I rode to Mtirfreee*' 
borough, accompanied by Robert Parker, and Gerrard 
P&tterson, and th|^ evening had a meeting in the town. 
Cy the insensibility that prevails in the minds of too 
many of the people of this place I The want of reli- 
gioos experience showed itself too plainly in their un- 
settled bclumotrr in Ibis meeting, for which I bad to 
reprove liiem; yet th^rc are some religious characters 
in this place, for whom my soul seems to travaiL Next 
morning, (Third-day, the ISth of the Twelfth month,) I 
left North Carolina, and rode into the state of Virginia^ 
and on Foarth-day, had a meeting at Yick^s meeting 
bouse, in Southampton county. This was a good meet-^ 
ing, in which the gospel was preached to the tendering 
of man;^ minds. On Fifth-day, had a small meeting at 
the widow Here's ;^ \t was a tender time. 

Next day, I had a good oieeting at Summerton, im 
which. I had much service, and many minds were tender- 
ed. On Seventh-day, rode to dear Ann Scott's and 
found her in a poor state of health, yet in a sweet state 
of mind; and on First-day, the 21st, had a small, poor 
jpeeting at Western Branch ; and next day had a meet- 
ing at Johnson's meeting house. Here tny mind was 
comforted in believing, that there was some well en 
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the two last mentioned meetings; in which I was much 
Javoured with the Master's heljp. We rode to James- 
town that afternoon, lo the liouse of Richard and Mary 
Mendenhall, and reeted next day. 

Firsl-doy, the 7th, — Were at Deep river meeting, 
which was large, and we were refreshed togetner, un- 
der a sense of the Lord's goodness heing extended to us, 
wherein we were permitted lo partake of the streams of 
that fountain, which proceeds from the threshold of 
God,* which waters and makes glad the whole city, and 
heritage of God. t 

Second-doy. — Had a meeting at Kennet; Third-day, 
one at Pinewooda, and Fourth-day, attended Springfield 
Monthly meeting; ail lo good satisfaction. On Fifth- 
day, at Sherberne ; Sixth day at Sandy Spring; and on 
Seventh-day, at Newberry; in all of which t Iwd much 
service, so that it may be said, that I had much to do in 
this land. 

First-day, the 14(A. — Were at New Garden meetii^. 
it was a day of favour to many, which I hops, will not 
I be soon forgotten, by soma whp were there. On Sec- 

ond and Third-days, we were at Hopewell and Dover, 
both good meetings, in which the gospel was preached, 
which is the power of God uoto salvation, to all that 
believe and obey. On Fourth-day, I attended the 
Q'larierly meeting of ministers and elders, at Deep 
river, and next day, the Quarterly meeting for Disci- 
pline. Then, on Sixth-day, we had a meeting at Coh- 
■■ cord. It was small because the notice was not spread 

• in lime. Friends ought (o he exceedingly careful in 
^^ f4|>re<-iding notice far travelling friends. This was the 
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first meeting we attended, withui the verge of the West- 
em Quarterly meeting. 

Sevenifhday. — Attended Center Monthly meetings 
and had good service therein. Next day^ at the same 
place; the meeting was very large and I had considerable 
service, under which the people were very much ten- 
dered, and we parted in tenderness and, 1 believe, m 
love; a number of members of other societies being 
present. On Second-day, we had a meeting at Marl- 
borough, in which, again, I had large siervice* On 
Third-day, at Salem; on Fourth-day, at Providence; 
and on Fifth-day, had a meeting near Joseph HilVs in 
a new meeting house. On Sixth-day, 1 rested amongst 
ray relations at Cane-Creek, and on Seventh-day, went 
to Spring monthly meeting, and had a large naeetiog at 
that place on First-day, the 38th of the Ninth month* 
In all these meetings I had large service, to the tender- 
ing of many minds. Ob becond-day, had a small yet 
highly fiivoared > meeting at Zeno, which was much 
broken into tendemes; and on Third, Fourth and Fifth* 
dajrs, bad meetings at South Fork, Rocky river, and 
Ridge, all to good satisfaction. On Sixth«day, rested, 
and on Seventh-day, att^ed Cane-creek Monitdgr 
meeting. 

Fiisl-day, the 5th of the B^ month. — Were at meeting 
at the same place. It was very large, and 1 had good 
service therein. The peopk iiere tendered flad I felt 
peace in my services, and left my native meeting in 
quietude and stillness <tf mind; and on Second-day, bad 
a meeting at Holly Spring. Here I was led to trei|t of 
things in a close manner, the desigtf 4>f which appearec( 
to be to encourage the living and to raise the dead. On 
Third-day, rode to Back creek, and on Fo|urth-day| 
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were at meeting there. Fiftb-digF% at Uwarhcc, and on 
Sixth-day, rode to New Garden, in Guilford county j 
and on Seventh-day, attended at the close of Jeremiah 
Huhburd's flchooL After the children had passed 
through their school exercises, we bad a solemn oppor- 
tunity with them, and a considerable number of people 
who were gathered on the occasion. 

JPirst-day^ the 12//1 of the 10th month. — Were at New 
Garden meeting. It was large, and highly favoured 
with the Master's presence, in which I had much ser- 
vice. Then, on Second-day, set out for South Carolinat 
and in the forenoon of the following Seventh-day, we 
got to Bush river, and on First-day, had a large meeting 
at Friends' meeting house there. There are not many 
Friends in this place, yet the neighbours and maxij of 
the Methodists coming in, we had a good meeting,, 
which was acknowledged to be so by many of them. 
Then, on Second-day, we started back towards North 
Carolina, in order to attend the Yearly Meeting, which 
was to begin at New Garden, on Second-day, the Sd of 
the Eleventh month, (1817.) 

The meeting for worship on First-day, was large and 
highly favoured. On Second-day, the 3d, the meeting for 
discipline canrie on, which continued, bj adjournments, 
mitil Fifth-day, the 6th. This Yearly -^meeting was 
large, and highly favoured with the uniting love of the 
Father, under which Friends were enabled to transact 
the weighty affairs of aociety, <with much harmony and 
condescension. After the conclusion of tliis meeting*, 
I attended the Quarterly meeting of Ministers and el- 
ders at Center, and on Sixth-day, the 7th, and next day, 
^fhe Quarterly meeting for discipline; and the large 
meeting for worship on Firstday, in which our friend 
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Elizabeth Walker, fr«tn New York, had good service, 
^ it being to me, a day of rest aud silence. 

On Second-day, I had a meeting at the Methodist 
meeting house, called Ebenezer, which many of their 
members and some of their ministers attended, who af- 
terwards exjpressed good satisfaction with my visit to 
them. On Third-day, had a meeting at Mary Clark'By 
(widow of Daiiiel Clftrk,) in which I had much service; 
and on Fourth-day, a very large one at Holly Spring. 
Notwithstanding I had much service when I was thete 
before, yet I did not feel clear without this second ap- 
pointipent, in which I had large and close searching 
work) in speaking to some states present. May they 
hear, is the desire of my heart. After this, I left them 
widi a peaceful mind, becatise I felt clear, whether thej 
will bear or forbear. 

On Fifth-day, the 13th, had a very large meeting at 
Cane creek, the place of my nativity, which appeared 
to be as a parting opportunity with many of my dear 
friends and relations, and old neighbours. And tlie 
Lord was with us in this our parting opportunity, who 
opened my mouth in a large manner, and it was a ten- 
der and watering time, under a sense of which we 
parted. Oh! there might be much said of this day's 
work, for indeed there was the shout of a king to be 
heard in the camp, to the rejoicing of the tabernacles 
of Jacob, and to the consoling of many precious minds; 
but 1 feel easy to give a short account of the work that 
I have to do, and to give God the praise, for all is his, 
and all cometh from him; blessed be his name forever 
and ever. Amen. 

Sixthrdatf^ the lAth. — ^I am resting at my brother Joshua 
Chamneas's housot in great peace and quietude oFn 
vad. 



Seroenth-dtti/. — Indisposed in body^ and kept house. 

First-day, the \9ih. — After attending meeting at Cane 
K:reek, we started, knd during the three following days, 
anode towards the settlement of Friends in Wajne 
county. On Fifth«day, had a good meeting at Neuse, 
xm Sixth-day, werfe nt Nauhouta, and on Seventh-day 
at Turner's Swamp. 

First-dgy, the 23(/. — At Contentnea; Second -day, at 
Holly Spring. All these meetings were owned by the 
Master, and I had lai^e service therein; and have been 
made to admire how ttfe Lord helps #he poor! 

On Third-day, we started for the Eastern Qjfarterly./ 
meeting, which was to be held at Diny-wood, on Sixl^ 
and Seventh-days following; but the distance being so 
great, I could not reach the meeting of inioisters and 
elders on Sixth-day, but arrived in time to attend the 
Quarterly meeting, on Seventh-day, the 29th of the 
Eleventh month. This meeting was not large, yet 
owned by the Master, and therefore was comfortable. 
First-day, the 30th, at meeting at the same place. It 
was large and highly favour^ in which I had good 
servire. 

On Second-day, the 1st of the Twelfth month, 1817, 
we rode to Pastjuotank county, and on Third-day, teid a 
meeting at the Narrows; Fourth-day, at Newbeguh* 
creek; Flilh-day, at SymonsVcreek ; Sixth-day, at Lit* 
tie river; Seventh-day, at Sutton's-creek; and on First- 
day, the 7th, at Well's meeting house. All these meet- • 
ings were attended by Friends, and others, thnt is, by 
tiie members of other societies; and I had extensive 
service therein, preaching the gospel, which is the pow- 
er of God unto salvaition, to them that believe; under 
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which ilie people were much tendered and mj soul was 
made to rejoice in the Lord my helper. 

Second-da}/. — Had a large meetiug at Beech Spring. 
Here the Lord was near to help, through who^ help, I 
was enabled to hring forth things, new and old, to the 
tendering of the minds of this lar^e congregation, so 
that there were but few dry faces at this meeting. 
There was a number of people of colour present, and 
the house being too small ibn^di to get in, the blacks, 
and some whites were obliged to stand or sit out of 
doon; and when yiad cleared my nuad. to those in the 
boq^ef Iwent to the door and spake to the black people 
in the yard, which had a powerful effect on their minds, 
and in which I had peace, and so left the meeting re- 
joicing in God ; and on Third-day, had a large meeting 
at Piney-woods. This was likely to be the last that I 
should have in those parts, and as a parting opportunity, 
many attended* In the forepart, I stood up with a 
cli^r opening and proceeded a little way, when things 
seemed to close, and I sat down to wait to know the 
reason; and after sitting a little, it opened that the 
minds of the people were to much outward, and after 
words; and ifi Wtiiting a little I found it to be right for 
their expectations to be raised, and then for them to be 
cut off, by the appearance of £sappoi|^tiii^t. So, after 
W:;aiting a while, I found it right to sta^nd op and re- 
comqnend them to the iiiward work of religion, and to 
be serious in their minds, for this w^ the way tp be 
jtaught of God, either immediately or ifistrumei9ti|lly'# 
A,ud by this^ the nunds of tjie people became prepaced 
to receiTC, and my W9y irai^ openc^f so that I was^led 
to open many weighty, subjects^ in wbich 1 was engaged 
nearly three hovrs, and found great peace of mind. 
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i^is was Iruij', through ihe aEsistance of lliu master, a 
lender parting time, wherein it may be said, that doe- 
trine, supplication, and eshorialion, flowed like tl>c 
gladdening oil, to the refreshing of ninny minds, so thnt 
we could say, that hitherto the I^rd hath helped«9l 

On Fourth-dny, we rode to KU Copelard's (who had 
b*en with me through the meetings since the Quarter,) 
and on Sijth-day, had a good meeting at Richsquare, 
wherein I had much service; nest day, lode to Jack- ' 
swamp, and on Firet^day, the 4th of Ihe Twelfth montbt I 
1317, had a meeting there. This meeting waa owned | 
by the Master, under whose owninp, power, I had much J 
to say, and some plain doctrine to deliver; from which, ' 
it appenred, that some fled by going out, )et they BlaM 
ttCKind the house, rather wishing to hear at n distRnCCt j 
ChSiii to be seen in the nweting, bat the confusion of their 
Ctwntenance might declare tliem to be guilty. O, how 
afraid man is, to bs judged by man,- when he knows 
that he is to be judged of God t - 

I may here note, that Zimri Cook, who came with tstf J 
iVom home, as a companion, felt clear nUer the Yearly i 
meeting in North Carolina, to leave me, and return J 
home; and notwithstanding he was a very ageeable 
companion, I felt willing to give him up, thinking that 
his service in that line was done. And then dear John 
Hodgson of Center Monthly meeting, offered to ac(?om- 
pany me awhile, whlcli was very acceptable to me, in 
my lonesome travels. Dear John staid with mc some . 
weeks, when his beast got lame, and he left me. This 
wa» a trying time to my mind. Then, in a lew days, 
, my dear son Joshua, who had so far come with me, (Hi 
' Mb way to Penns)ivania, to go to school, parted with 
i|al^o, and went on hi« journey: herft then I was left 
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hath hitherto helped me. Oh my soul, trust in him ibr* 
ever, and lean not on thy own understanding; for of 
thyself thou art nothings knowest nothing, and canst do 
nothing to advance the glory of God, or thy own peace. 
In the evening, by caadle light^ had a meeting at Den- 
ton, in the Methodist meeting house. Many of their 
members were present, and a large concourse of people. 

On seeing the people, it came into my mind,'to bring 
them to their good behaviour, by their good breeding, 
telling them, that a well bred, genteel man or woman, 
was bound by his or her honour, to behave well at meet- 
ing, and such as disturbed the meeting by getting up 
and going out, or by other unbecoming behaviour, L 
should have to reprove.

— Were at Cecil Monlbly meeting, which 
was small, as to numbers, thou-gh the neighbours cante 
in, so that the meeting for worship was large, and in 
which I had good service, to the tendering of many 
minds. We then left tihe state of Maryland, and went 
again into the state of I>elaware; and on First-day, the 
15th of the Third month, had a very large meeting at 
Duck-creek, where we had the i^mpany of the gov- 
ternor aM bis wife^ I had much service, and some very 
close doctrine on the subject of war: tbenleft tliat state 
in peace of mind. 

Second-day. — ^Josbua Mott, wbq had been with me, 
now left mp and returned home, and William Moore 
of Maston joining me as a' companion, ^e started for NeTv 
Jersey, crossing the Delaware river at Port Penn, and 
that night, got to Salem. Rested in Salem on Third- 
day, and on Fourth-day, h«d a meeting there to good 
Satisfaction. Here I found my dear friends of Jersey 
ver}' kind to me, a poor creatui^e. 

FiJOi'day. — Had a meeting at Alloway's-creek, ib 
which I bad good service. Sixth-day, at Greenwich; 
here f was pretty much tried in my testimony; there 
seemed to be som^ obstructibns; yet I believe by care* 
fully stepping along, I found relief to my own mind, and 
the me^^ting ended to good satisfaction. Next day, we 
rode to Maurice river, and on First-day, the 22nd, had 
a blessed meeting there; and another in the afternoon, 
ebout eight miles from the first, at a place called the 
Meadows, held at a Fricnd^s house, in which they hold 
meetings by indulgence. In both of these meetings, t 
had much to say, by way of testimony and exhortation^ 
to the tendering of many minds. So 1 came away re^ 
joicing in God my helper* 
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a stranger in a strange land. Oh ! who con pourtray 
to himself, the feelings of my mind at that most solenia 
time. 1 felt all alone, as to the outward, which affected 
jny heart, and^the tears stole from my eyes for some« 
tkne^ without intermission; yet, when I turned my eye 
inward, 1 found that the LcMrd was with me, and hereiR 
my strength was renewed, so that I was enabled to go 
on, as recorded on the foregoing pages. 

After tb^ meeting at Jackswamp, I rode to Murfreefi^* 
borough, accompanied by Robert Parker, and Gerrard 
P&tterson, and that evening had a meeting in the town. 
O* the insensibility that prevails in the minds of too 
many of the people of this placet The want of reli- 
gious experience showed itself too plainly in their un- 
settled bcha^otrr in Ibis meeting, for which I bad to 
reprove them; yet th^re are some religious characters 
in this place, for whom my soul seems to travaiU Next 
morning, (Thirdly, the 16th of the Twelfth month,) I 
left North Carolina, and rode into the state of Virginia^ 
and on Fourth-day, had a meeting at Yick's meeting 
house, in Southampton county. This was a good meet-^ 
lag, in which the gospel was preached to the tendering 
gf manj^ minds. On Fifth-day, had a small meeting at 
the widow Hare's; it was a tender time. 

Next day, I had a good qlieeting at Summerton, im 
which. I had much service, and many minds were tender- 
ed. On Seventh-day, rode to dear Ann Scott's and 
found her in a poor state of health, y^t in a sweet state 
of mind; and on First-day, the 21st, had a small, poor 
meeting at Western Branch; and next day had a meet- 
ing at Johnson's meeting boose. Here tny mind was 
comforted in believing, that there ivas some well eia- 
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gaged friends in this place, who arc improving in the 
best tilings* 

Third-day. — Had a meeting at Blaek-creek; and on 
Foarth-day,had a small, tiding meeting at Black*wafet, 
where there arc but few Friends; and it being the time 
called Christmas, many were preparing for their in- 
tended frolick, which brought great sorrow over my 
mind, and the weight which I felt in tbid meeting, was 
gre^iter than wofds can set forth* I found strength to 
utter a few worda^ Imd in waiting on the Lord, I found 
my mind drawn in supplication, in such a manner, that 
{ got clear of my burden, and I felt inward peace. 

On Fifth-day, I had a blessed meeting at Seacock) 
and another next day at Stanton^s. These meetings 
were both highly fevoured. On Seventh-day, we rode 
to tlie house of our friends, Paul and Huldah Sears, in 
the settlement of Burleigh, and on First-day, the 38th^ 
had a very trying meeting at Burleigh, which continued 
trying in my testimony. My words seemed to fall to 
the ground with some, and from others they deemed to 
rebound back into my fiice, so that there appeared to 
be no entrance ; therefore, I found it hard work to speak 
amongst them, so that I set down to wait on the Lord 
for further direction; ami a secret language ran through 
my heart, that the people's minds wete too light and 
chaffy to hear the truth. So I left the place in sorrow, 
and rode that aftembon to a place called Mcrcfaanfs 
Hope. This was a sorrowful ride* .The people seem- 
ed to be so airy in their minds because it wds Christ^ 
mas time, (^ called) thai It brought to my mind tfa6 
words of Job: "They bring their little ones forth as a 
fleck* and thexhildren dance; they take hold on the 
harp and the 'timbrel, and rejoice in the sound of the 
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organ : they spend their days in mirth, and in a moment 
go down to the pit!"* 

Second-day. — Had a meeting at Merchants' Hope. 
In^e ijbre part of my testimony, this day, I also founA 
hard work; but truth arose and made its way in the 
hearts of the people, so that 1 had a comfortable time 
amongst them, and truth reigned over all; and Friends 
were much comforted* together. That afternoon, and 
fie%t day, w6 rode to gravelly run, in Dinwidde county, 
and on Fourth-day, had a good meeting there, wherein 
the gospel made its way into many nunds, and the Lamb 
reigned, a&d in him we were made to rejoice* 

After this meeting, we rode to Petersburg, and lodged 
in town; and in the morning of the Fifth-day of the 
week, and the Ist day of the First month, 1818, feeling 
clear of this side of James river, we rode to the settle- 
ment of Friends in Charles city county, intending to 
have a meeting there next day; but on coming into the 
settlement, we found that their Monthly meeting at 
Wa^ne Oak was to be held on Seventh-Jay, the 3rd of 
of the month ; we felt easy to rest at the hotise of Milli- 
cent Crew, where I write these lines, this 2nd day of the 
First month, 1818. 

Sevenih-day, the Brd. — Attended the Monthly meeting 
at Wayne-Oak, and next day, the meeting for worship, 
at the same place. !Both these were good noeetings, 
through the helping hand of (he Lord of mercy, who 
hath hitherto helped me. Then, on Second-day, we 
rode to Richmond, and on.^ Third-day, the 6th, had a 
jgood meeting in town, in which I had large service, both 
in testimony and supplioalion.

fyih-day."— Attended the Monthly meeting in the east- 
ern distri(Jt, in Which I had good service. Sixth-day, at 
Monthly meeting in the western district; and in the af- 
temoinD, at the meetirig for sufferings: in both I had 
good JSatisfaction. Seventh-day*, at the Quarterly meet- 
ing of ministers and elders at the same place. First-day, 
the 8th: in the morning I atteiided meeting in the same 
place, whei'ein I had hard labour, and did not feel so 
well satisfied as sit some other iltnes. In tbe aftem€l6n^ 
I attended the mtjeting at At other fticetlDg hoTr-^f* iti 
the city. TSi» being likpfy t6 be the last meetir>g that 
I should attend in this ^ce, it was large and highly 
favoured, in which I had to rejoice in the Lord my 
helper; and it was a tendering t\me« x 
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On Second-day, atteoded the Quarterly meeling in 
the city ; aud on Third-day eveiing, by candle'lighl, had 
a meeting ID (he Union fa ctorj-, nhicli was largc^the 
Lord was uear to help, and we hnd a good meeting 
together. 

Fouiik-day. — At Elke ridge; and by candle light in 
the evening, had a large meeting in the western dis- 
trict in Baltimore. LeA Baltimore next day, and rode 
to Gunpowder, at which plaoe I had a meeting on 
Siith-day.

Consider it, O 
my endeared fellow n»rtals, and refrain from it! 

SetfenA-dajf, ike StBA of tie Second imrUh. — ^Had a 
laeeting at Motherkiln. Here d\m^ I had much ser- 
vice^ in opening the seals, or showing how tioey are 
opened, tfaroagh the light of Christ* I was ften led to 
show, that this was done in the willing mind, and that 
there were no slaves in the Father's house, from which 
the prodigal son went out, and to which he would wish. 
> to rihirn, but that all were hired serrants; wiiich 
shows to i6 that Ood is no dave holder. 

FiW/*cby, ikz iBt^fAe Third montAi-^Were at meet- 
ing at Milford, which was crowded, and in which I had 
large service to good satisfaction* On Secofxi*day, had 
a small meeting at North-West Fork, in which I had to 
«et forth, that worship in silence, is the forerunner of all 
true vocal worship; and that this was performed before 
the fig leaf covering was invented by man in his fallen 
state, and is known by those who have returned to the 
Lord alone, and who can wait upon him in the silence of 
all flesh, to feel their strength renewed, so that like Abel, 
they can bring an offering with acceptance to the Lord, 
and vocally Worship him, through the arising of the 
spirit, which opens the understanding also. ^

Herein I was made to rejoice in a strange land, 
and was enabled to set up my standard, and feelitigly 
to acknowledge, that "hitherto the Lord hath helped 
me," one of the least^jof his flock. O my soul, and the 
souls ©fall the little ones, trust in him; for "in the Lord 
Jehovah there is everlasting strength," and a portion of 
his strength will be given to all those that trust in him. 

Fiflhrday* — Had a meeting at Lower Great E^g Har- 
bour; and after meeting rode twenty-seven miles, (o 
David Maps'. He and his wife are both coloured peo- 
ple, and are possessed of good talents, and he is a mam 
of considerable property, and much business. They- 
are both noembers of our society, and are useful in their 
places; and my mind felt as much comforted under 
their roof, as in auy house, since I had left home ; so 
that while I was with them, * I was brought to think 
of the power of truth. It not only changes and 
alters a persons conduct, but as it were, in appearance, 
is able to change the Ethiopian's skin, so that black and 
white, as to the thoughts of colour, appear as one in the 
truth. Here we met our friends, Mary Witchel and 
Mary James, from Pennsylvania, who had appointed a 
ireeting near here, in a house which our friend David 
Maps had built for the use of his neighbours, as a school 
h/juse aud meeting house. I felt easy to stay ivith 
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them and attend their meeting next* day; and the most 
of the seiTice fell Upon me therein, at which my dear 
sister Mary said she was made to rejoice, and that she 
was satisfied, and believed that all was right. On 
Seventh-day, we had two meetings; the first at 11 
o'clock, at Bass river, where a few families live and 
keep up a meeting. Although they are not members, 
yet they hold a silent meeting regularly. We were 
much comforted with them, and hsul good service; then 
in the afternoon at three ^'clock, had a good meeting 
at Little Egg Harbour. Here my mind was set at 
liberty to treat of the goodness of God, to his creature 
man, in visiting of him, and in holding out to himfhe 
offers of salvation ; so that if m^n will not come and par- 
take of these ofifen, he will b^ left without excuse. 

On First-day, the 29th, we had two meetings; the 
first at Barnligat; the other, in the afternoon, at a vil- 
lage about four miles from the first; then on Second- 
day, rode to Squankum, and had a small yet good 
meeting there next day; in which I was led to show 
that man has two opportunities of salvatioo: The first is 
to refrain from sin, and by the assistance of the spirit 
of truth, to be led iato all truth, and «e overcome tte 
first nature, by that which is the power of God ijidto 
salvation, without sinning. This is the first opportunity^ 
and when we fall short of this, and enter into the paths 
of sin and transgreSision, like our first parents did, then 
the second opportunity is ofiered through the gbodness 
of Christ, wherein man may return, repent, and live 
again, and enter ioto salvation through the paths of re- 
pentance, by the meritorious blood of our Lord and 
§aviour. Tiie people were ^uch tendered, and wq 
had a solemn meetinjj. 
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Fourth^day. — Had a good meeting at Squan. iPi/thr. 
day, at ShrewBhuiT^ where I had good senrice; then on 
Sixlh-daj, rode to Rahway, and had a meeting there 
next day to good satisfaction. 

Pint-day^ the bthofthe Fourth pionth. — Had a meeting 
at Plainfield. This was a day of hard lahour^ it appear- 
ed as if some opposed my doctrine, which led me into 
s(nne yery plain remarks* Next day, we^rode to Ran- 
dolph, and had a meeting there on Tbird^ay, wherein I 
had to labour against a princij^e of imperfection, ia 
which I felt peace. Next day, I had a meeting at Hard- 
wick, in which I felt peace. Next day I had a meeting 
at Hardwick, in whilh doctrine and counsel flowed 
forth to the tendering of many minds, especially of 
those of the dear youth, wte wiere spokn to ia a tender 
manner, theire being some tender plants there. May 
the Lord water them with his divine aid, f0 that thejr 
may grow up unto perfection. 

Fifihrdny. — Attended Kingwood Monthly meeting, 
which was small, wherein I had labour, both in thi^pait ^ 
for worship, and that for discipline, in which I felt 
peace. Ofi Sixth-day, we rode to Stony brook, and 
had a meeting there next day, in which I had large 
service, and at the close was favoured to tell them, that 
I had a lively hope that a better day was near at hand, 
when tliQ truth would prosper in that place. Then, on 
First-day, thfl^l2th, ha<J a meeting at Trenton to good 
satisfactron ; and next day, a large and highly favoured 
one at Chesterfield; and on Third-day, a small one at 
Bordentown, in which I had much doctrine to han^ 
forth. Oh LA^dl thou hast been with me, a poor crea- 
ture ; may I ever bless and adore thy holy name, for thou 
art my alt. 
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Fourth-iiaTf. At Mansfield. The meeting was large. 
and ) had much service, to the Katisractton of my mind, 
and so came off rejoicing in God my helper; and that 
afternoon, rode lo Burlington, where I met my kind 
friends of tliat place. Tbcy appeared glad to see me; 
and I was truly pleased to see them, and on Fiftliday, 
Iiad a good meeting with tliem. On Sixth-day, I rode 
to thecityof Philadelphia, in order lo attend the Yearly 
meeting there, which began on Seventh-day, the 18th, 
when meeting of ministers and elders had two sittings, 
which 1 attended, though not well. Nest day 1 had to 
take my bed, and was confined two days. On Third- 
day got out; not well, though much better, so that 1 sat 
meeting comfortably, and was able to attend the rest of 
the Yearly meeting, which sat twice in a day, until 
Seventh-day morning, then concluded. This meeting 
was very large, and much lavoured through the several 
sittings thereof. After the close of this meeting we re- 
turned into Jersey, and on First-day, the 26th, were at 
Kewton meeting in the morning, and iu (he afteraoon 
at Haddondcld. These were both favoured meedngBi 
Second-day. — Had a meeting at Woodbury, also muvli 
favoured with the Master's preeence, in which 1 felt my 
mind ^Tved in thankfulness lo (he Lord my helper. 
Third-a^, at Upper Greenwich; this was a good miet- 
ing to m&ny. Foorth-day, at Woolwich, where we were 
much refreshed together. Here \ had to set forth ihe 
beauty of New Jerusalem, what it was, and where it 
was-, that it was ihe everlasting love of God, tlirough 
Christ, to the sons and daughters of men: then to show 
- where it was, and the nvty thereunto: and then to set 
forth the light thereof, and the peace Kiereof; so that if 
was a day of refreshment lo many minds. 
SO" 
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Fifty-fiay.-^ Miended Piles Grove Monthly meeting: 
large and satisfactory. Sixth-daj, had a good meeting 
at Upper Pehn's Neck. Seventh* day, attended the 
meeting of ministers and elders at Salem; and in the 
afternoon had a meeting at the head of Alloway's creek 
in a school house. Here also, I had large service to 
good satisfaction: then, on First-day, the 3d of the 5th 
month, had a blessed meeting at Salem. This was a 
tendering time to man j;;. and here I parted with many 
of my dear friends of these parts, and set out on Sec- 
ond-day morning, accompanied by John Shepherd, to 
take^the rest of the meetings in Jersey. Proceeded to 
Westfield, where we hsid a meeting on Fourth-day. 
This was a good meeting: the Lord helped me in testi- 
mony. On Fifth-day we were at Chester Monthly 
meeting, therein 1 had some close service, which at. 
forded peace to my own mind. Next day, we attended 
Eavesham Monthly meeting: .nearly silent as to testi- 
mony. I had to leave the nibeting for discipline by 
reason of indisposition of body, and had a very sick 
afternoon. 0^ Seventh-day, much better. I got 
to an appointed meeting at Elaston,. wherein the Lord 
helped me in testimony to the relief of my own mind, 
and to the tendering of many others, so that I tjyad cause 
to think that it was a good meeting to many.^ 

First-day* — Had two meetings, the first in the morning 
at Cropwell, and the other in the afternoon at Upper 
Eavesham. These were both good meetings: thdt in 
the afternoon, was very large, in which I had to set 
forth the necessity there is for us to work out our own 
salvation, with fear and trembling before him, who is 
ttie help theqett) to the willing soul. 
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Secondrdai/, the Mth. — Had a trying meeting nt Vin- 
cent Iowh; yet the latter part was open, in wliich I bad 
to deliver some very close doctrine. On Third-day, 
had a meeliDgat the Mount; this was also trying in the 
forepart, yet the latter part was very open and com- 
fortable. 

Fourtkrday. — Had a large and highly favoured meet- 
ing at Mount Holly, in whicli I had good service to 
both aged and youth on diSerent subjects; amongat 
which, one was that of the excessive use of spirituous 
liquors, which I understand abounds in this town and 
neighbourhood. Alter this meeting, I felt great peace 
of mind in my labour, and on Fi(lh-day had a meeting 
at Aucocus. This, through the Master's help, was a 
comfortable meeting. Here I was made to rejoice in 
meeting with many of my dear friends, to whom my 
heart halh been long attached ; amongst whom, were 
Samuel and Grace Wills, at whose house I again lodged^ 
also, dear Samuel Atkinson, who had been in our parts " 
on a religious visit, and who was at ii^y house some few 
years past:it was now grateful to meetwith him. And 
here my dear son Joshua, who was in a school in Bur- 
lington, and denr young Robert Thomas, met me, in 
order to pilot us to Builington; with whom we accord- 
ingly went, and were kindly received in the house of 
William Ridgway; where they appeared glad to see me, 
and I know I was glad to see them. We had a blessed 
meeting there next day, and in the afternoon, rode oat 
to see Richard and Susan Smith, and lodged with then! 
Next morning we went to see John Cos and family, then 
returned to Burlington, and after a solid opportunity 
with William Ridgway'a family, we left Burlington with 
peaceful iniiid°. 
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1 which i rejoiced. 

Sixlh'dny, the 'iHh, — Hsda meeting nt Camden; here 
1 had large service against drunkenness, which I have 
been told, since meeting, prevails much in this place. 
O the destructive etTccts of stroBg drlakt How inanj 
bright talents it destroys! How many bmillcB it ruins, 
and how niitny soUls, i fear it destroys! Conaider it, O 
my endeared fellow nwrt^ls, and refr£UQ from it ! 

StventK-day, the 28iA of tke Second month. — Had r 
meeting at Motherklin. Here aTso, I had much ser- 
vice, in opening the seals, or showing how they are 
opened, through the light of Christ. 1 was then led to 
show, that this was done in the willing mind, and that 
there were »o slaves in the Fallier's house, from which 
the prodig;il son went out, and to which he would wish. 
I • to return, but thnt all were hired servants; which 
shows to us that God is no slave holder. 

Firit-datf, the 1st of the Third manOi. — Were at meet- 
ing at Milford, which was crowded, and in which I had 
large service to good tatisfactioo. On Second-day, had 
a small meeting at North-West Fork, in which 1 had to 
set forth, that worship in silence, is the forerumier of all 
true vocal worship; and that this was performed before 
the lig leaf covering was invented by man in his fallen 
stale, and is known by those who have returned to the 
Loi'd alone, and who can wait upon him in the silence of 
all Hesh, to fi{i:l their strength renewed, so that hkc A liel, 
the)' can bring an oiTeriiig with acceptance to the Lord, 
and vociUly Worship him, through the arising of tfaft 
»-pirit, which opens the understanding also. ^ 

Third-day. — Had a meeting at Centre to good satt»- 
fticfion. The people were much tendered and broken 
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Plrsl-dui/, the 24tli, — Had two meetingej the first, in 
"the morning, at Middletoivu ; the other in the afternoon^ 
at Newtown, both of which were large and highly fa- 
voured with the Master's help, and 1 had large service 
In directing the people to Christ within, the (taints' 
hope of glory; showing unto them, in the morning meet- 
ing, by the opening of the seals, that (here was no mae 
found in heaven, nor on the earth, nor under the earthy 
that was able to take the book out of the hand of Him 
that sat upon the throne, and unloose tha seals, and dis- 
close to us the things which belong to tiic saWation ofths 
soul, but Chiitt alone. Tlien, on Second-day, had a 
meeting at MakeSeld, which was a trying one to niy 
mind, yet I left the placs in a degree of peace, and had 
a meeting at Wright's town nest day; wherein I was 
enabled (o bring fortli things both new an old ; new tUey 
were to my mind, and to some of my friends; and ia 
which we were comforted, and so parted in love. This 
was. 1 thinkf one of the most solenui meetings; and r& 
markably still througlioul the time in which 1 wat 
, speaking which wa» abaut two hours; and I should sup- 
pose tiiere were nearly one thousand people present. 
Bui the truth was over all in this blessed meeting, and 
the truth comctb from thee, Oh Lord, and blessed be the 
GU of truth.' 

f\)urlh-day. — Attended the Quarterly meeting of min- 
isters and elders at Buckingham, and next day, (the 
28lh) the large Quarterly meeting, at the same place, 
in which it was the Master's pleasure lo suffer me to. 
rejoice in silence, which was comfortable to me, al- 
l thougtl 1 might be counted a fool by the wisdom of man, 
r yet my miud was carried above the spirit of man. So I 
sat under my vine and fig tree, where none could mafcr 
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me afraid; for I felt the Lord on my side in this silent 
meeting; and therefore did not regard what man could 
say. 

On Sixth-day, I had a meeting at Solebury; it was 
large, and I had close doctrine to deliver to such 
as were standing out and rebelling against Christ with 
"the saints' hope of glory," in which I found peace. 
Next day, we were at Plumstead, where I had large 
service ia the truth, in setting forth the Creation, fall, 
and restoration of man ; and was led to show that we 
are not so much aflFected with the fall of our parents, as 
many think we are. • • 

First-day^ the ZUt of the Fifth monthly* — At the very 
large meeting at Buckingham* The Master yffBS gra- 
ciously pleased to string my bow^^^d to cover my head 
in this day of battle, as 1 may call it* The peoplie were 
still and much tendered, and we parte4,in a great de- 
gree of tender love. On Second-day, the Isi of the 
Sixth month, at three in the afternoon, I had a meeting 
at Richland. Here again I was raised out of weakness, 
and made strong, so as to declare the truth for nearly 
two hours; which is frequently my lot, and the Lord'« 
glorious power is often felt to be over all; which was 
the case in this afternoon meeting, so that I was made 
to rejoice in the Lord my heifer. 

Third-day^ the 2nd. — We rode eighteen miles by ten 
o'clock, and met Friends at their meeting house, called 
Gwynedd, and had a good meeting with them. This is 
the place formerly called North Wales, where my father 
was born and raised of Welsh parents; but I being the 
youngest of my father's family, and my father being 
long since dead, I could not find any whom I knew to 
be my relation?. - Next day, I had a small meeting at 
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Providence, in which I had hard work against ijge spirit 
of prejudice ; but in my labours I found peace. Then 
left the place in peace, and had a large meeting next 
day at Plymouth, in which I had much service in testi- 
mo V, 'therein I also found peace. After meeting, we 
tvi-.: i:;>.rioj at Bannali Willinms's, widow of Jesse Wil- 
[Lc:i:!r; thf■.=^ vvi'-\'. t.; D in»el Wiiiiams's and lodged with 
L'.-:\ >:/• bit' 4's^v 'ik?. -tie is a young minister, as was 
his -' j?-ie«- -sjjfe, ';vell approved among friends. They 
arc ij{\; 0/ iTwLard Williams of North Carolina; not 
relnt.;tl f J rue as we know of, but old acquaintances of 
mine. 

Sixth-day. — Had a meeting at Upper Dublin, in 
which I had large service in setting forth the true wor- 
iohip; for it appears tonne, that all worship performed 
without the direction and assistance of the spirit of truth, 
cannot be called any better thing than ceremonial wor* 
ship; for a man may meet and present his body in as 
arssembly of those who meet to worship God ; yet if his 
mind is on the things of this world, he is only present in 
body, which is but form before his God. Worship is an 
act of the mind ; and through the spirit of God, that 
works on the mind, the body and the voice act in coi\» 
formity with the mind, so that from the "abundance of 
the heart the mouth speaketh ;"* and religious devotion 
is brought forth through the spirit of truth; and the 
spirit of truth coaling from God, draws to God, the 
fountain of all truth. 

iScpen/A-rfay.— Had a large meeting at Horsehara^ 

, wherein I had to labour against the spirit of the world, 

in its various appearances: first, in the spirit of pridci^, 

w 

^fklsktb. xii. 34, 
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lightnett, and vanity, which produce nothing but \e^ 
tion of spirit; then against the world in her golden 
dress, also in her pompous honors; all of which, man 
must soon leave, and drop into the <ilent grave; then to 
those who have made vanity their jhoice, gold their god, 
or honor their savn/.'ir, all viU c;,on-, ihtir god is Jeft 
behind, and their hrji,*:; '^ A, -j new. tiieni; and they 
must drop iiito an awful < i' ;«/:;/ 

First-day^ the llh. — Were .:-. /iru^xtflnliiecfirf;; which 
was large, and I had very ex-tv. .iie f'nr;*./ tii^rein, in 
encouraging the faithful^ warniiig ihr c».oieb.\. reproving 
the dissipated, and persuading th*^ )x jJ-. , in which I 
felt great peace, and that aftemodij rojic to William 
Walton's near Byberry, in order to be a; meeting there 
on Second-day. But how short sighted is poor mortal 
man! 1 think I had felt as well in health, for ihrce or 
four we'^ks past, as is common for mc to feel; but whiJe 
I was sitting at tea this evening, at William Walton's, I 
wes taken with a small cough, while I was supping; but 
I kept it down until 1 had done; then it increased and I 
arose from the tabic. I had a copious discharge of 
blood, both through my mouth and nose, which lasted 
fbi* some time ; then it abated. A doctor was brought, 
who opened a vein in each arm, and took about twenty 
ounces of blood therefrom; which together with what I 
bad lost by the bursting of the blood vessel, hath weak- 
ened me much, so that I have kept house both yesterday 
and to-dav; and the case is doubtful whether I shall 
gain strength soon, for I still spit some blood. But my 
dUbd is calm and still: when I look towards home, I 
think of my dear wife and children, and for their sakes^ 
I should be glad to be spared a little longer, yet I hope 
I feel refiigned* I msk well attended* five pbysicianff- 
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came to see me to-daj, and all united in its being highly 
necessary for me to be still a few days, in which I acqui- 
esce, being well attended by this kind fiimily, and in a 
special manner, by the dear daughter Mary. She is a 
precious child, and it seems to be her delight to wait <m 
me ; I hope the Lord will reward her for her trouble, for 
she appears to hand forth, in her kindness, in many 
things more than a cup of cold water, and that too in 
the name of a disciple. 

Third-day^ in the afternoon^ and second day of my con- 
finement. — I may here note, that if I should live, I shall 
be likely to write more ; if not, here I drop my pen. 

Fourth-day. — Still in my chamber. I spit some blood, 
no other unfavourable symptoms. My mind is calm, so 
that I think I can say with Addison: 

'*My life, if thou mj life preservest, 
Thy sacrifioe shall be, ' 

And death, if death must be my doom, 
Shall join my soul to thee." 

For when I look to myself alone, I am willing to leave 
ihis world; for my hope is, that I shall be received into 
a better, "where the wicked cease from troubling, and 
the weary are at rest."* But when I come to look to- 
wards those whom I have left at home, 1 sensibly feel 
that they would mourn their loss. So for her sake, 
whom I feel to love, and for the sake of those who are 
jthe pledges of our love, I should be glad to livealittHe 
longer, if it should be the Master's will; yet T think I 
am enabled to say, "not my will but thine be done.'; 
^ «So this diay closed in stillness, and I rested pretty wdHL

Hfihrioy t?iormf2g«-«-Pretty eomfortabk. Some small 
aensatiom of Boreneaa at the breast — epit some blood««^ 
very still in mind, waiting on the Lord. This day I feel 
a little like I may be released from farther labour, and 
in the right time return to my dear family, as a vessel 
out of present use, which is pleasant. Yet I view it as 
at a distance, and hope to wait the Master's time and 
will in the matter* This day the doctors visited me. 
and took some more blood from my arm, and so th6 day 
closed, and I slept well* 

Sixth-day morning, — I feel comfortable, and spit verj- 
little blood, Dear M.iry is kind ; she waits on me with 
much pleasure, so I hope to spend this day also, in still- 
ness. 

Seventh-dcn/ morning, — Very calm. O what a bless- 
ing this is, to be possessed of a still mind, while confined 
in ^strange land, and far from home. I believe it is the 
Lord's work, and my soul feels thankful to him for the 
blessing. I feel pretty well, so that I hope, in a few- 
days to be able to travel a little. This afternoon rode 
out' took tea with John Comly and family. Returned 
to lodgings — still and calm. 

First-day y the I4th of the Sixth month, — Slept well 
through the night, and this morning feel comfortable in 
both body and mind ; and think of sitting with friend? 
in their meeting at Byberry, if no alteration take place. 

Accordingly I went to meeting; felt weak in body 
but comforted in mind. Spoke a few words near the* 
close of the meeting. Returned in stillness of mind, 
and spent another comfortable afternoon at my old 
fcdging. 

Second-day, — Slept well last night, and this morning I 
feel calm and comfortable. 1 quietly spent the day and 
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rested one more night under the same roof, and tbis 
morning, (Third-da^r, the Idth,) think of starting on our 
journey; or at least -going to Frankfort to-day; so 1 
think 1 shall leave this kind family with tenderness And 
love. 

Accordingly we parted, and I rode to Frankfort, and 
sat with friends in their preparative meeting; after 
which, I rode to Philadelphia, and on Fourth-day, went 
in a steam boat to Burlington, and spent a few day^ 
there with my kind friends. Then on Seventh-day, re- 
turned to the city, and on First-day, the 21st of the 
Sixth month, attended two meetings in stillness ; wait- 
ing on the Lord, to know his^ will. And in this stillness 
it appears clear to me that I may return to my family, 
as before mentioned. So on Second-day, (my son 
Joshua being with me) we made preparation to start for 
home, by the way of Baltimore, and on Third-day, left 
the city, and rode by short stages to Baltimore, where 
we arrived on Seventh-day, the 27th, and attended the 
morning meeting in the Western District on First-day, 
but felt too poorly to attend that in the afternoon. So 1 
rested, and on Second-day, had the select members to- 
gether, and laid before them a concern I felt for them 
on account of a difference that had long existed amongst 
them, about a matter of interest, and that I could not 
go home without coming to see them. And the seleet 
members of both meetings being present, they thought 
it would be right to appoint a meeting for the members 
^ of both Monthly meetings, which was attended to on 
^ Third-day morning; and which gave me an opportunity 
to relieve my mind. So I felt clear, and after this we 
started for home, though I still felt weak. We tack 
short stages, and I was enabled to hold on riding every 
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dajt until tl^ 18tfa daj of the Seventh month, ttiis year* 
(1818,) when aboat two oVlock we reached home. I 
found my d^ar wife and fiunilj well, and although I was 
weak in body, jet greatly rejoiced in spirit, in thus meet- 
ing with my dear &mily; apd we were once more one 
anothers^ mutual comfort 

I was from home on tl^ journey, one year and one 
day; travelled by computation four thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-nine miles, and attended about two 
hundred and twenty meetings, besides aboat fifteen 
sittings of Yearly meetings. 
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Removes back to his plantation.— Visits Blue river Quarter, and 
some of the meetings thereunto belonging. — Visits some of the 
meetings belonging to hia own Monthly meeting — and some other 
meetings.— His prospect fjH a visit t» the meetings of Friends in 
some parts of Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, and New Yoiir. 
-Exhortation to his children. — Proceeds oi»^ his visit. — Passies 
through Virginia and Pennsylvania, and intovMaryland — thence 
into Pennsylvania — New York, and on hoi^ Island — and then 
back through Jersey — Pennsylvania — Maryland— Virginia — and 
to Ohio Yearly Meeting. — Returns home. — Removes to Richmond. 
His prospect of another visit. — Account of a circumstance in hi? 
last. 

After I returned from my last mentioned visit, I had 
one small return of spitting blood, and kept weak for a 
considerable time. In the Ninth month, this year, (1 8 1 8; 
I thought best to remove back to my plantation, where 
I now l^njoy much stillness of both body and mind, and 
feel that I gather strength. And as my Master was 
pleased to restore my health, he called for a little ser- 
vice from me, wfeich I attended to, as way opened 
tiirough the light; but it being of a local nature, and 
amongst other societies near home, I have kept no par- 
ticular account thereof, until the 3d of the Tenth 
month, 1819; when, having previously obtained the ap- 
probation of my friends at home, and .John Townsend,

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an elder, bearing me company, we left home in order to 
visit Blue river Quarterly meeting, and fiome of the 
meetings belonging thereto; and the same day, in the 
afternoon, had a meeting at Salem. On Second-day. 
the 4th of the Tenth month, we left that settlement, 
and on Fourth-day, reached the settlement of Friends 
on Driftwood; and having lodged two nights in the 
wood3,^« were glad to find our friend William Cox's 
house. . 

On Fifth-day, had a meeting at their meeting house^ 
on Driftwood, in which f had good service: and on 
Sixth-day, having Nathan Draper for our pilot, we rode 
10 Blue river, to the h6use of Nathan Trueblood, who. 
with his wife, appeared glad to see us. 

Sevenih'doffj^d&d a meeting at Mount Pleasant; and 
on First-day^^i^p lOlh, one at Blue river, which was 
iiighly favooMET; the Master helped through much ser- 
vice- this day. Second, Third, and Fourth-days, wc 
rode to White river, and had a meeting there on Fifth- 
rlay. 

Sixth-day. — Attended the Quarterly meeting of min- 
isters and elders, held at Lick creek; and otf Seventh- 
^ay, the Quarterly meeting of discipline; and on First- 
Jay, the 17tb, the large meeting for worship at the same 
place: in all these, I had good service. 

Second-day, — Had a trying meeting at Salem, in the- 
court house; and the four following days we rode home: 
found all well, and met our families with thankful 
hearts, which favour bowed our souls before Him, who 
bad called us forth in his work, who had gone with us. 
preserved us, and brought us home again. 

Fifth-day^ the Wth of the EleverUh mo^ith. — I left 
home again, to visit some of the meetings belooglog to 



our Monthly meeting, and was at Uiddle Pork the sai 
day, at which place, Jehu Stuart met me, in order to go 
with me through this little viait. 1 had much service 
in invitJDg the people, saying, " come and let ui go up 
to the mountain of the Lord, and to the house of the 
God of Jacob, and he will teach us of bis ways, and we 
will walk in his paths;"* showing them that his ways 
are equal, and his paths are peace; and the meeting 
t-nded to satisfaction. 

Shth-ctay. — Had a meeting higher up the Middle fork 
of While Water, where some Friends have lately re- 
quested the privilege of meeting together. This httle 
handful of Friends are pretty well engaged, and we 
had a good meeting witlj them. Then, on Scvtuiliday. 
had a meeting at Cheater, which was large and highly 
favoured with the Master's presence, and tlierein J had 
much service^ and left the place in peace. Next day. 
was a targe meeting at W hit* Water, in which I liad 
good service; then returned home rejoicing in GotTiD} 
helper. 

Sinth-dai/. the IO(A of the Twelfth morUh, 1819.— I ieA 
iiome, acfompanled hy John Clark, an elder in society, 
to attend the following meetings: On Seventh-day, we 
•vere at West Grove Monthly meeting, in whcih 1 had 
sood service. First-day, the 1 2th, were at West Union. 
ijecondJaj, at West river, and on Third-day, bad a 
meeting in Jackson^burg to good satisfaction. Fourth 
day, at a little meeting on Green'sFork; Fifth-day, al 
West Grove ; Sixth-day, at Dover; fieventb-day, at New 
Garden Monthly meeting; First-day, the 19th, at Arby; 
1 Second-day, at White river; Third-day. at Springfield: 

•Isainh ii. 3, 
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Fourth day at Spring meeting; (now Cherry Grove^ 
Fifth-day, at Center; Sixth-day, at Newhope, and on 
Seventh-day, the 35th, got to our own Bfonthly meeting. 
After meeting we got home, and firand aU well* 

I have often, through the course of last fell and ?rin- 
ter, felt my mind drawn towards Ae meetings in some 
parts of Virginia, Maryland, Pennsjrlvania and New- 
'York. But feeling much bodily weakness, it hath 
heea a^ great trial to me, and also to my dear wife, to 
give np to be so long separated from each other. But 
knowing that he who gave life hath a right to dispose 
of it as maf^ seem best in his own eyes, we were al 
length enabled to give up all into his holy hands, and t 
laid my prospect before our Monthly meeting at White 
Water, held tbe 26tli of the Second month, 1 830, which 
claimed the solid consideration thereof^ and much tender 
sympathy and concurrence with me, was expressed by 
both brethren and sisters, to the help and encourage- 
ment of my mind, so that this day, (the 6th of the Third 
month,) 1 am making some preparation for my journey. 
If the Quarterly meeting should set me at liberty, f 
think I shall st^rt some time in next month. 

The 6th day of the Fourth month. — Our Quarterly 
meeting, which was held the 1st of this month, set me 
at liberty, and endorsed my certificate, and our young 
friend, Jehiel Wnsson, offered, from a living concern, to 
bear me company, which was very agreeable, so that I 
am now making ready to leave my near and dear con- 
nexions; and I wish to leave my concerns as though I 
knew I should never return to them again, and so leave 
the event with tbe Lord, in whose hand is the breath 
of all living. 
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And uow, dear children, perhaps you may read these 
lines when I am gone to another state of existence, if 
they never should be made public. Consider, Oh', con- 
sider, what must be the anxiety of mind that I must 
fesl for yon, who are the oBTspring of my body, and the 
darlings of my heart, that you may be found in the paths 
of well doing ; so that 1 may meet you on the right hand 
of the Judge, the Lord of life and glory; where I hope 
before long (o stand, to hear that blissful language, " thy 
troubles are over; thy day's work is done ! Come unto 
me, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the world !"* Al 
this time, how joyful to think of having my dear con- 
■ nesions with me, those who are precious to the feehog 
sensations of my heart, and so p-wB on together into 
eternal rest. O think of it dear hearts! and prepare 
for it, so that it may be brought about by Him, who hath 
I oved us, and will work for us if we love Him, and are 
willing to work for ourselves. 

The litk vf the Fourth munlh. — Still making ready to 
leave home- To-morrow, I am to hnve a meeting at 
Orange, which is the particular meeting to which I 
belong, but wishing to have a general opporliinity with 
my friends and neighbours, before f leave home, I have 
appointed a meeting far that purpose. 

Scvenih-day. — Accordingly I had a meeting at Orange, 
this was a parting opportunity, and a tendering time to 
many of us. Then, on First-day morning, the 16th of 
the Fourth month, I parted with my dear wife and chil- 
dren in much tenderness, and rode to White Water 
meeting, which was large, and in which I had much

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service in teitimoDy, and ako had to qpeak rery point- 
edly against the conduct that was carried on in a public 
house in Richmond. Then, that afiemooH) met Jefaie) 
WassoD, my companion, at Robert HilPs, and on Second- 
day morning, the 17th, we started on our journey, and 
travelled through the sta^s of Ohio, without having any 
meetings, until we got to Zanesville, on Sevenfh^ay, 
the 23d of the Fourth month. We stopped at the house 
of MoiM Dillon, and attended meeting next day, with 
Friends of that town. The meeting was small, yet it 
was comfortable, and I had good service therein. Then 
travelled on to St. Clairsville, and attended meeting 
there, which was small also, but in which I had much 
.san'ice. Afler which we travelled on, and crossed the 
Ohio river at Wheeling, then passed thtt>ugh a part of 
Virginia and Pennsylvania, and into Miti jland to New 
Market, where we stopped, and attended Friends' loeet- 
ing at Burii creek, on Fifth-day, the 4th of the Fifth 
month, which was large^ and in which I had much ser- 
vice, to the satisfaction of my own mind, and for aught 
I know, to the satisfaction of my friends. Then, on 
Sixth-day, rode to Baltimore, to the house of Robert 
Sinclair, who, with his dear family, appeared glad to 
ace me ; for when I left them before, I was in so low a 
state of health, that it appeared likely I should soon go 
down to the silent grave, to be no more seen of men* 
and now to see me again in their habitation, affected 
them with both surprise and joy. 

Seventh-da^, — Attended the Quarterly meeting of min- 
isters and elders in the city, in which my mind was much 
tried, yet no way opened to get relief; so I sat in silent 
mourning, with my harp hung on the willows by the 
muddy waters of conftision. 
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Firsl-dojfj the Ith^r^XttcoAei the mpmiag meeliog in 
the Western District, in which I had good service. In 
the aflemooDi attended the Eastern meeting, where it 
appeared that too many were neglecting to occupy 
their talents, and were in danger of dwindling from the 
iite« My mouth was opened on the subject, to the re- 
lief of my mind, so that I was made to rejoice in God my 
Iielper. On Second-day, we attended their Quarterly 
meeting for discipline, but I was so afflicted with a pain 
in my head, that I was obliged to leave the meeting. 
Then on Third-day, left the city, and rode to David 
Malsby's, at Bush, and on Seventh-day, got to Philadel- 
phia, to the house of my very kind friends, Benjamin 
iind Rebecca Kite, where I was received with open 
hearts; and on First-day morning, the 14th, attended 
Philadelphia meeting, which was very large, and in 
which I had much service to good satisfaction* In the 
afternoon, we were at Pine street meeting, to good sat- 
isfaction also. Then, on Second-day, left the' city and 
rode to the house of Nathan Harper, at Frankfort, and 
attended meeting at Frankfort next da} ; then after 
meeting, rode to Byberry, to the house of dear William 
Walton, who with his dear family, was rejoiced to see 
me, and my mind was overcome in thus meeting them, 
who in the time of my weakness, as hath been related, 
were so very kind to me, a poor creature. On Fourth- 
day, we had a meeting at Byberry: — this was a blessed 
meeting to many that were present. My being reduced 
to so great weakness, when there before, and returning 
home in a low state of health, so that my dear friends 
had no thought of ever seeing me again in this life, and 
now being enabled to return to see them again in the 
Master's will, had a great effect on our minds, and 
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melted us down together, enabled us to rejoice in God 
our helper, and to behold his mighty works, who brings 
down near to the grave, then raises up again, as seem- 
eth good in his own eyes. 

On Fifth-day, we attended at Abington, the funeral 
of Mary, wife of Samuel Thomas; she being a minister 
much beloved and much lamented, a large number of 
Friends and neighbours attended, and it Jbeing meeting 
day in course, we had a solemn time together, in which 
I was opened in these words: "The secret things be- 
longed to the Lord our God, but those things which are 
revealed belong unto ut», and to our children:"* hol^g 
forth, that there is enough revealed for the salvation of 
the soul, and for the peace and comfort of the mind, 
without endeavouring to pry into the hidden things; — 
in which I found peace* 

Sixth-day. — Had a meeting at Germantown. This 
meeting was small, in which I had good seirt^e; then 
left the place in peace, not knowing but I may have to 
come here again. We went from thence to Philadel- 
phia, and rested next day. On First-day, the 21st, in 
the morning, we attended Green street meeting, which 
was highly favoured, the Master being near to help, by 
whom I was helped through, to the comfort of many 
minds, and to the relief of my own. In the afternoon, 
we were at the Western meeting — closed up in si- 
lence. Second-day; rested; and on Third-day, attend- 
ed the North meeting; it was a day of labour.

Iii 
both sittings this day, Friends appeared to be engaged 
for the good of society. 

ird-day. — The cjiieries and answers were read as 
Came up from the Quarterly meetings, which ex- 
'ii concern for the good of the body. Consid- 
was said, and many minds were much engaged; 
but frequenllv these impressions too soon wear ojf fi^Hn 
the mind, and the labour is lost: man is a changeable 
creature! Fourth-day, attended the meeting of minis- 
ters and elders; it was a time of refi-esbment to many 
minds, a# was also the meeting for woi-sliip. The after- 
noon sitting of the Y^rly meeting was not so satiifectoryi i' 
as some other sitlings; I thought some friends strove loo 
much to impress their opinions on others. Fifth-day, 
the 1st of the Sixth month, two sittings of the meetiiw " 
for aiscipline. Sixth-day, the concluding sitting, was a 
solejnn time, and we parted in much love and tender- 
ness. So ended the Yearly meeting, and we left the 
tity, and on Seventh-day, had a meeting at Manhattan- 
vtUe to good satisfactioD. 

Pinfrday, ike Alhofthe Sixth monlk. — Were at meeting 
at West Chester, wherein 1 had to labor in the opening 
of life, in order {if possible) to raise the dead, who were 
as barren fig trees, and whose days of visitation, i be- 
liesed were nearly at a close. After meeting, dear 
Elizabeth Walker said that 'revelation was not ceased.* 
We theo crossed ocer the sound, to Long Inland, and on 
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Second-Jny, hail a meeting at Flushing, wheiem t hftd 
to plead Willi some that were present, not to leave the 
Lord, but to seek him and follow him; in which I felt 
peace. On Third-day had a meeting at Cowneck; this 
was a favoured tneeting, uiid in the flowing of goapel 
love, I had much to say on many subjects; and it was a 
good fflGctiiig, in which my soul found rehef and reated 
in quiet. Then, on Fourth-day, attended Weslbury 
preparative meeting, in which 1 had much service, Jind 
found peace therein; then rode that afternoon to the 
settlement of Martinicock, and attended the preparative 
meeting there next day, which was large. In the meet- 
ing for worship, I had close doctrine to deliver, which 
has fallen to my lot in almost every meeting which i 
have attended on this Island. 

Sixth-dat/. — Had an open good meeting at Jericho, 
wherein I was led to treat on some importnnt subjects^ 
jl) which I found peace. Seventh-day, had a meeting 
af Jerusalem. Here ] had extensive service, to the 
tendering of many minds; and on First-day, the llth of 
the Sixth month, we weie at Belhpage, where we met 
Mildred Ratcliff, and we had good service ; in which I 
felt great peace, and felt clear of Long Island. Sqmi 
Second-day, we rode to New- York, and on Third-dSy, 
attended the meeting for suJTeringi; ijt.Yas a comfort- 
able meeting to me. * -"* 

Ihwth-da^. — Attended the Monthly meeting in the 
city, whicli* was held by adjournment, and io which I 
was much favoured. This gave great eiicouragemeol 
to my tried mind ; for my mind hath been tried ia this 
place. The people appear to be too whole, loo full 
and rich ; yet I felt a fear tliat too many of them h«ve 
neglected to "buy gold, that they might be ricb, naii 
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aiffii^hite raiment ihat they might bu clotlied."* But 
a day is near to some of them, in which they will be 
stripped of itil that they have for a covering, (ind then 
they will tind themselves naked and poor in the sight of 
him who seelh in secret. 

Fifih-tlaif. — In the moniing we were at the meeting 
ill Liberty street, which was small, yet highly favoured, 
tjjcnds were much comforted together io the Lord, 
who was felt to be with us in this meeting. In the af 
lemoon, we had a very birge meeting in the North 
meeting house, wherein my labour was hard, and I wa^ 
much tried in this mixed meetings yet after attending 1 
felt clear of this great city; so next morning we left if 
and came to Railway, and on Seventli-day, attended the 
burial of John Wilson ; and after the interment, had a 
good meeting, in which I had much to say, on the one 
puro principle of divine grace, which hath appeared to 
all men, and is sufficient to lead unto salvation, Onder 
the influence of which we were much comforted to- 
gether in this meeting. After which we rode to Plain- 
field, and on First-day, the 1 0th, had a large meeting 
there, which was open and satisfactory, and we feJt 
mitcl) rejoiced together, and were enabled to pet up our 
Ebenezer, and thankftilly to acknowledge, that "hilher- 
to the Lord hath helped us."t This was the general 
language df-tliis meeting this d;iy, I have cause to » 
believe. 

On Secoiid-Jay, wc lodc to Shrewsbury, Hugll 
Tuwn§end bearing me company, and on Tbird-Jay in 
the forenoon, went to see the great ocenn. A solemn 
jijjht it ie, to see the great deep; it brings us to ron- 
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sider Him^ who is greater than all we see, and who- 
hath created all. « O the solemn impressions of mind I 
had, while 1 was bathing in the salt waters tfaereofl 
which still remain with me while i write these lines* 
How can any one be brought to be an unbeliever in 
God the Creator and upholder of all things! Then, in 
the afternoon,, we had a good meeting at Shrewsbury, 
m which I was much favoured to preach the gospd|^o 
the tendering of many minds; and T hope to the ben^t 
of some, who have lived carelessly in the world; taking 
dieir pleasure in this world, and neglecting to buy gold 
and raiment that is pure and so lay up treasure in heav- 
en, where the moth nor rust cannot corrupt, nor thieves 
break through and steal, so that tlieir treasure being in 
iaeaven, their hearts might be there also, and their aficC' 
lions placed on thingi^^ieyoud the grave. After this 
meeting, feeling clear ofnus place, we rode back to 
Hugh Townsend's on Fottrairday. ' t'rom here we went 
. io Nathan Vails', where we staid until First-day, the 
2:5th, then had a very large and highly favoured meet- 
ing at Plainfield« 

On Second-day, we travelled to Burlington, where 
we waited for their Fifth-day meeting, which we attend- 
ed, and ^ere much comforted therein, and I had large 
service. That afternoon, we travelled to the city of 
Pliiladelpbia, where we staid iint1J.Se«nth-day in the 
afternoon, then rode to the house of Henry Bowman^^ 
who, with his dear wife are truly kind to us. 

First'day^ the 2nd of the Seventh mon/A, [1 820.] — fn the 
morning we attended Merion meeting. The Lord was 
near, and helped me through a large testimony to tl¥. 
comfort of my mind. In the afternoon at four o'ckKk \ 
we were at Harford ; this was a soleioa meeting to man> 
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mioda. Many in this meeling were persuaded to re- 
new their covenant with God, which, if they keep, will 
be profitable unto tliem; but which if they should not 
keep, will be to their condemnation, for it was a time 
of favor from the Lord lo his creature man, in order for 
him to improve thereby. 

On Second-day, we had a meeling at Radnor. Here 
the Lord arose in his love, and in his power, to the sol- 
emnizing and tendering, I believe, of every mind pres- 
ent; and very much to the humbling of my own; so that 
I could rejoice in the Lord, and joy in the God that 
hath hitherto helped me, a poor creature. On Third- 
day, we had a meeting at Charleston meeliog house; 
here I sat for some time, before I 'felt any command to 
stand up; but after waiting in solemn silence, these 
words passed my mind: "To be carnally minded is 
death; but to be spiFitually minded is life, peace and 
joy in the Holy Ghost;'* and as 1 attended tltereto, the 
call unto the progress and establishment of the Church 
came before me, under which I found it right for me to 
speak thereof; and as I attended to thct opening, I had 
ti^^ch to tay on the subject, to "the tendering of (uany 

j|itads, and to the comfort of my own, so that I could 

^^P* hitherto, hath the Lord helped me." 

FouTlh-day. — Werfe at preparative meeting at the- 
Valliiy, in which I had:-large service. From thence, we 
caitic into the yci^e of Wiliisfown meeting, and at- 
tended Goshen meeting next day. It was a tiding 
meeting lo me, insomuch that 1 thought best to appolot 
another at the same place at four 6'clock in the alite^^ 
noon, on Seventh-day following. We then we- 
Eli Thomas's, my bid resting place, and on '

22" V :)ixtb^='yi 
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rested there; and although it was a day of ottttva^ 
rtft, which was very desirable, jet my mind was very 
much tried, which hath been the case for some weeks 
past; for although I have been much favoured in meet- 
ings, yet my mind hath been clothed in sorrow and deep 
humiJity of spirit, from meeting to meetingl My friends 
are exceedingly kind to me, yet I feel so much clos^ed 
up, that I cannot use tbat sociability which I would wish 
to use^ yet I feel resigned to the Master's will, to be just 
what he pleases. So I pass along, and feel these things 
while I write; and I think I can say, that mj hope is in 
God my helper. 

Seventh-day. — Attended the afternoon meeting at Go- 
shen, which was large and highly favoured, and I was 
enabled fully to clear my mind, and concluded the 
meeting rejoicing in God. And on First-day, the 9th 
of the Seventh month, in the forenoon, attended Willis* 

m 

town meeting, which was large and salisfiictory; and at 
five o'clock in the afternoon, liad a large meeting at 
West Chester, in which I had close service to those who 
were not ready to render up their accounts with joy; 
which I hope may have the desired effect. On Second- 
day, we had a meeting at Whiteland: it was a favoured 
time to many present; but some in most places where I 
go, appear to be hardened in the spirit of unbelief, and 
on that account, are hard to he reached; yet I be- 
lieve some of these who were at tbts meeting, were 
shaken ; for it was plainly shown, that the way to sal- 
vation is plain and simple, $o that even fools should not 
err therein, and that it consists in faith and obedience. 
On Third-day, we had a meeting at Newtown, which 
wag favoured with the-Master^s presence; and on Fourth- 
day, were at Old Chester, in which meeting my heart 
was tendered under a sense of the love of Godf which 
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IS extended to poor man, of which I hatd to speak, and 
likewise to address some states present. On Fifth-day, 
we were at Darby meeting; here I had large service, 
to the relief of my own mind, and on Sixth-day, had a 
meeting at Springfield, wherein I load to speak closely 
?!?ainst a spirit of unbelief, and also to spiritualize the 
irrc'^l of Ruth, the Moabitish damsel, in going from the 
land of her nativity, and from the gods of the heathens, 
to seek and to serve the God of Israel. On Seventh- 
day, we had a meeting at five o'clock in the afternoon, 
at Providence, wherein I had to speak closely to a state 
which was rich and clothed, and which had neglected 
to buy golJ of Him who hath the pure gold, that it 
might be rich, and clothing that it might be clothed : 
showing, that a person may be moral, without being a 
true christian, but cannot be a true christian, without 
being moral. But, although 1 believe my labour pro- 
ceeded from the fountain of divine life, and was intended 
for the recovery of some who were present, yet 1 fear 
that too iriuch of it fell to the ground ; for this whole 
state is hard to be reached; and when a man remains 
whole in his own eyes, he needs no physician. 

On First-day, the 16th of the Seventh month, in the 
morning, were at Middletown meeting, in which I had 
large service ; and in the afternoon, had an appointed 
meeting at Contort, which was very large, and wherein 
I was silent. Oar dear friend Sarah Emlin, had a short, 
lively testimony to bear, in which I rejoiced. 

On Second-day, we had a good meeting in the West 
town school; and on Third-day, one at Birmingham'i 
wherein I had Aiuch service, in treating on the opening 
of some of the seals. On Fourth-day, we are resting 
at the house of our kind friend Chanej Jefieris and ' 
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femilj> where I write these lines. Having been unwell 
for several days past, I thought my Master gave me this 
day to rest. O! we have a merciful Master to serve! 

J*iflh'(hy. — Had a good meeting at Bradford, after 
wliich we parted with Chancy Jefieris, and several 
other kind friends, and rode that afternoon, to the house 
of John Litchworth, and on Sixth-day, had a meeting at 
Fallowfield, which was very open. When I was here 
about seven years ago, I was closed up in silence; but 
now my Xvny opened for large communication, in which 
I felt peace of mind. Seventh-day, had a meeting at 
Doc run,.in which I had clear service to fte backsliders, 
and those who resisted the spirit of the Lord, insomuch 
as the Lord hath solemnly declared, that his spirit shall 
not always strive with man;* but as he had given him a 
lime to repent, if he did not improve it, and pursue the 
things which belong to his peace, they would be hid 
from his eyes. 

Firsi'day^ the 2Sd of the Seventh mon<A.— »-»Werc at 
Marlborough meeting, which was very large, and in 
which I had to treat of the wisdom which is from above, 
and lo show the contrast between the wisdom which is 
from beneath ; the former being pure, peaceable, gentle 
and easy to be entreated, full of mercy and good fruits; 
while the latter is earthly, sensual and devilish;! and 
every like begets its like; and on thifj, Ihad much to say. 

Second-day, — Rested at Richard Barnard^s, and on 
Third-day, had a meeting at Kennet, to good satisfac- 
tion. 

Fourth-day.-^ At Centre meeting. Here I had large 
Service, in w^^ich I found peace. Here I received two

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fetters from liome; one from my wife, the olher from a 
son, giving an account that iill were well; which re- 
vived my poor mind. Then, on Fifth-day, had a meet- 
ing atj Hockessing, wherein I had close service, and 
left the place In peace; and on Sixlh-day, had a very 
large meeting at New Garden, in which I had good 
service. 

Sfvenlh-dai/. — Ijad a meeting at Kennet-^quare ; and 
on Fli^t-day, the 30th of the Seventh mwilh, were at 
London Grove meeting, which was large, and in which 
I had good service- Dear Rachel Barnard was also 
there, and had good service. 

Second-daij. — Had a meeting at West Grove, which 
was favoured, and we were enabled to rejoice together. 

Third-day, the 1st of the Eighth mon(A.— Had a large 
and highly favoured meeting at East-Nottingham, where 
dear Rachel Barnard met me again, and was also with 
me next day, at West-Nottingham. This last meeting 
was hurt in the fore part, by an eager desire after words, 
but the latter part was favoured, in which Rachel had 
good service. Then, that afternoon, we crossed the 
river Susquehannah, on the new bridge; and on Fifth- 
day, at five o'clock in the afternoon, had a meeting at: 
Fawn; and on Sixth-day, rode to Baltimore, where we 
rested on Scvcnt'i-day. 

First-day, the Glh of Ihr. Eighth Tiionlh.—ln Ibe forc- 
iioan, attended the meeting in the Western Dislritl, aad 
in the afternoon, thtit in the Easfnrn. It was a day of 
trial to my mind. Things are nmth out of ordei 
amongst Friends here, and no way appears for nny thing 
like a reconciliation amongst them. I had to Icavo 
theip in sorrow and deep distress of mind; for if hrelh- 
ren cannot be reconciled to one anotbir, bow ran they 
bf". reconciled to God '. 
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So, on Second day morning, I left the city, and rode 
to Waterford in the state of Virginia, and on Fourth- 
day attended the meeting of Fairfax, and on Fifth-day, 
that at Groose-creek. Both these meetings were large 
and highly favoured, iii which I had much service. On 
Sixth-day, we rode to Berkley, and on Seventh-day, had 
a small meeting there, which was highly favoured, and 
I had good service. 

On First-day, the 13th, we were at HopeweD meet- 
ing, which was large, and attended by a number of 
slaveholders, and 1 was led to show, that God is no slave* 
holder, but that all his servants are hired servants. 
Second-day, had a meeting at the Ridge. This was 
the last meeting we had in Yii^inia. On Third-day, 
we started for the settlement of Redstone, and got there 
on Sixth-day night, to the house of William Dixon. 

SeverUhrday^ the 19th. — ^Had a meetmg at Sandy Hii], 
in which I had good service, to the peace of my own 
mind, and to the tendering of many others present. 
Next day, wc were at Redstone meeting, which was 
large and highly fevoured with the Master's presence;, 
and we wefe made to rejoice together. Then on Sec- 
ond-day, had a meeting at Centre, which was also 
crowded, and 1 had much to say to the gainsayers; 
warning them to flee from the wrath to come, and also 
for the encouragement of the tender hearted, and we 
parted in great tenderness. On Third-day, we were at 
Providence Monthly meeting, which was large, many of 
other societies coming in, who were stilj and attentive, 
and tendered. Here I may note, that I have been un- 
well for several days, so that I kept house on Fourth- 
day, and took some physick, at the house of Eli Haines, 
in Bridgeport* On Fifth-day morning we rode orer tQ 



WestlAd in order lo attend the M-.ti'lily Bieotiiig. but I 
was too unwell lo attend. So 1 iverit lo the house of 
iny kind friends Thomas and Hannah Fa'qiihar, where 
I remain, this 26th of the Eighth mosith, [iCJQ.] I am 
weak, yet better in my health, and I hope I shtill soon 
be able to travel again. Therefore, until the M.micr is 
pleased to raise me up again, and send me fortli in hie 
work, I hope to rest in quietude of both body and mind. 
Second-dfiy. — In the afternoon, feelii:g betler, we i-ode 
to a Friend's house on our way to the head of Wheel- 
ing; then on Third-day, went on thither, and had a 
blessed meeting there, which was reviving to my Tnind. 
On Fifth-day, we rode to Wheeling, and crossed the 
river Ohio, and on Sisth-day, got into a land of Free- 
' dom; and that night got lo Mount pleasant, where I met 
my dear wife, who had come about two hundred and 
sixty miles, to attend the Yearly meeting. We wer^ 
truly thankful to meet sgain, and were made to rejoice 
in Ihe Lord, who had kept us, and enabled us to meet 
again in this world. We were seven days attending the 
Yearly meeting, in which we had great sntisfaction; 
and then I felt clear lo return home with my dear wife. 
My prospect, in the opening thereof, was to return home 
from this YeaHy meeting; and now meeting with my 
wife, (which had been unexpected to me, until I came 
to Mountplsasant) and still feeling at liberty to return 
m home with her, it was a great favor indeed. And so 
■ during the eight following days, we rode towards home, 
H and arrived at our own habitation on the ICth of Ihe 
B Ninth month, 1830, and found our children well. I wag 
^K « from home on this journey five months. 
^r. After ret^irning from: this journey, I kept no account 
^V of my kibors for some time, aeither was I much from 
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home, except meetiDgs near^ many of which wei*<e highly 
favoured. Two of our youngest sons going into appren- 
ticeship, our family was thereby made small; only one 
ILttle daughter remaining with my wife and me, so thai 
we thought best to remove to Richmond which we did 
in the Eighth month, 1821. About the last of the 
Ninth, or the first of the Tenth month, I had a return of 
my former complaint; and the loss of blood reduced me 
very low^ so that at the time of our Yearly meeting, it 
appeared -as if I should hardly get up^gain; in which I 
felt resigned, and given up to the Lord's will, and it was 
some time, in the winter before 1 got out mucb^ But 
through the iQercies of God, I have been:enabled so far 
to -get up again, as to attend meetings, and to be some 
from home, to many neighbouring meetings ; but I feel 
that my tabernacle is much shattered, and have no 
doubt that my day's work is nearly over; but as a little 
strength is given, 1 feel services required of me, so that I 
have laid a concern before our Monthly meetings to visit 
some of the meetings of Friends in the states of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, which met the approbation of my 
dear brothers and sisters. So, if the Quarterly meeting 
should liberate me,- and nothing occur to hinder me, 1 
expect to cross the Alleghany mountains once more. 

Here I feel willing to note down a circumstance that 
took place when I was last at Duck-creek meeting, in 
the state of -Delaware, which was held on First-day^ 
and was very large. After I had sat a while in solemn 
silence, the life of truth arose in my heart, and with it 
the subject of war opened in my mind,jat which all that 
was within me bowed before Him, who is the God of 
peace; and feeling my insufficiency to undertake so im- 
portant a subject^ If through weakness, did plead with 
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xny Master to excuse me from the task, and that he 
would be pleased to lead me in a more easy path, fear- 
Tng the cause might suflFer by my inability to do it jus- 
tice. But the Lord showed me that that was what he 
had for me to do in that meeting; so I resigned myself 
into his hands, and became calm; then stood up, and 
spoke on the subject for nearly two hours, to the relief, 
comfort, and satisfaction of my mind, and the meeting 
concluded* I then returned to my lodgings, and was 
sitting at the door on a seat fronting the street, where 
many were passing along from meeting; and amongst 
the rest, a plain, good looking black man, who when he 
came near, stopped as if he had a mind to come in. 
The friend of the house asked him if he would come in. 
He said he did not stop to come in ; then he «tepped to 
me, and said, "I stopped to speak k word to thee, which 
is this: The Master required a great work of thee to- 
day, and thou shrunk from it, for a while, thinking that 
the great men of our state were present, and thou beg- 
ged to be excused, but Master held thee to it, and 
when thou didst put thy trust in him, he carried thee 
through without a jar or a flaw. Now I think this is 
enough to give encouragement always to trust Master. 
This much I thought I had for thee. Always trust Mas^ 
ler. Farewell."' So he left me. I knew that this maii 
must have been favoured with the spirit of revelation, 
for there was nothing seen or heard with the outward 
eye or ear that could have given him this knowledge, 
fer I sat very still while my mind was under the exer- 
cise ; and when I stood iip, I said nothing concerning it^ 
but went on into the subject.

After gur Yearly meeting coDcluded^ on the 14th 
day of the Tenth month, 1822, 1 took a tender and af- 
fectionate farewell of my dear wife and children, where- 
in we felt to reconimend each other, in this our decline 
of life, to the Lord, our preserver, and then I set out on 
nriy journey, accompanied by my beloved friend, Jona- 
than Grave, who felf his mind drawn to bear me com- 
pany ; he being a Friend in good unity, and having the 
concurrence of Friends at home, we felt to be united 
in the work. So we travelled on through the state of 
Ohio, without making any stop to have meetings until 
we got over into the state of Pennsylvania; then, on 
First-day, the 27th of the Tenth month, in the forenoon, 
were at Pike run meeting. It was a fiivoured time: the 
Lord was near, and we felt it so, and wj&re humbledb 
Then, in the afternoon, at four o^clock, we had an ap- 
pointed meeting at Westland, which was large. In the 
forepart, I felt great poverty of spirit, under which I sat 
ih siJeoce £or some time, then the enriching life arose. 
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and in that I stood up, and had mucli to communicale, in 
which the life continued, and ne were enabled to 
rejoice in the presence of our God. Next day, wc 
rested at our kind friends, Isaac^nd Mary Walker's. 

On Third-day, wC pursued our journej over the 
mountains, and went on until the 5th of the Eleventh 
month, when we reached Columbia, in Pennsylvania, 
where there isa meeting of Friends, which we atleuded 
nest day. This meeting wai» small, by reason of some 
of the members being gone to their Monthly meeling, 
at Lampeter, yet the Master owned liie few, and ena- 
bled us to rejoice together in hi^ name, which is his 
power, and which givelh victory over sin. 

Fifth-day Ike Ilk, — We hnd a meeting at Lampeter, 
which was favored; in the forepart, in solemn silence; 
and when the word of communication arose, the solem- 
nity continued to accompany the words, and the meeting 
ended under the blessing thereoj^ Nuxt day, we had a 
sm^ll, yet highly favored meeting at a school house, 
wherein Frit^nds hoW meetings by indulgence. On 
Seventh-day, we rested at the house of Jeremiah Coop- 
er, and ! wrote to my dear wife. 

First-day, the )Oth. — Had a meeting at Sadsbury, 
which was large and highly favored. The Lord was 
ne^r, to help his poor servant in directing Ihc people to 
getwisdom and understanding; and in showing the con- 
trast between the wisdom fi-om above and that which is 
J'rom beneath, After I sat down, a womhn Friend =poke 
a few ivell adapted words,, and then appeared in sup^ 
phcation; a general solemnity continuing, under which 
tiie meeting closed. I have oOen thought, that highly 
fevored meetings arc sometimes hurt by a repetition 
tf sppe.-minres near the dose. It is wwvcV VifW^t sp 
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<'Iodc a mcoling under a solemn covering, than to &ay 
too much about U, lest we preach it away. 

Second-day^ Had a mcetujg at E^st Sadsbury, 

wherein I was enabled to divide the word to difierent 
states present, (as 1 apprehended,) in which I found 
peace. 

On Third-da}', we rode to Downingstown, t» the 
houi^o of our kind friend, Nathan Sharpless, whose kind- 
ness to me was very great. Here, on Fourth-d^y morn- 
ing, ] liad the satisfaction of meeting our beloved friends 
Daniol Pucicot and his companion, and we attended the 
Quarterly meeting of ministers and elders, at Downings- 
town ; and on Fifth-day, Cain Quarterly meeting, which 
was large, and in which Daniel had good service* Then, 
on Sixlh-day, had a blessed meeting at West Calu. — 
Seventh-day, rested, and rode back io East Cain; and 
on First-day the 17th, had a large and highly favoured 
meeting there, in which 1 felt the reward of peace. 
. Second-day. — Had ?i crowded meeting at Bradford, 
In which the Lord was near, and helped me in testi- 
mony to the relief of my mind. Third-day, rested at 
Nathan Sharpless's, and on Fourtli-day, had a meeting 
at Downingstown, in which I felt my mind much exer- 
cised, yet way did not open to relieve it. So 1 suffered 
in silci>ce, except a ^^ys^ remarks in a plain way. 

Fifih-(Jay. — At Uwchlan: highly favoured in testimo- 
ny to the tendering of many minds, and to the relief 
of my own, so thitt I went on rejoicing in the Lord, wiio 
is my helper. On SixUi-day, we had a small, yet highl} 
favoured meeting at Piknland. 

Seventh-day^ the 23^/. — Had a meeting at Nantmill, 
which was somewiiat trying, yet I was favoured to close 
<he mpcline: in peace of mind. We travelled- that af 
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icrnoon, twelve miles, on a very rough road, and were 
much tried thereby, when about the close of the day, 
we got to the house of our kind friends Thomas Jackson 
and family, whose kindness to us was truly great. 

First-day^ the Mlh. — Had a blessed meeting at Robe* 
eon, wherein I was favoured to treat of the doctrines of 
the gospel for about two hours; and the meeting was 
solemn, and closed under a solemn covering; after which 
we rode back to Isaiah Kirk's, twelve miles. Second* 
day: rode towards Charleston: lodged at John Lewis's, 
-and had a good meeting at Charleston on Third-day. 
On Fourth-day, we were at the Valley; this meeting 
was not so open as some others. Fifth-day: at Radnor; 
highly favoured together. It was a time of rejoicing, 
in feeling the love of the Father to circulate amongst 
us, to the strengthening of our minds in him. Also, had 
a good meeting, on Sixth-day, at Merion. These two 
last meetings, are some of the oldest in Pennsylvania ; 
and they are pretty lively meetings. On Seventh-day, 
we rode into the city of Philadelphia, and took up our 
lodging at the house of our kind friends, Benjamin and 
Rebecca Kite. 

First-day, the 'ist of the Twelfth month, — In the fore- 
noon, we attended the large meeting in Arch street, to 
which it is supposed, that two thousand members hei 
long. Here, I was much favoured in testimony to the 
relief of my own mind, and for aught I know, to the 
satisfaction of my friends; although I yfras led in a 
singular line: first, to show what man i J, and was by 
creation: what he may be, by transgression; and then, 
what he may be, by grace. The meeting was solemn, 
and the people were attentive. In the afternoon, we 
attended Pine street meeting. Here, I felt a great 
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weight to rest ou my mindy as though things were not 
right there. I found a few solemu remarks to drop 
amoDgst them, and the meeting closed* 1 felt that I 
had done all that was given me to do, and ki that I ielt 
peace. On Second^day, at twelve o'clock, f got into a 
steam boat, went up to Burlington, to the house of my 
dear and very kind friend, William Ridgway, and fam* 
ily, who were glad to see me, and I was likewise glad 
to see them, and other friends of Burlington. That 
evening, at seven o'clor.k, 1 had a large and blessed 
meeting in Friends' meeting house: an evening, which 
I hope, will never be forgotten by some of us, wbiie we 
remain in this life. The subject opened, and spok^ya oi! 

that meeting, was, ** be stilly and know thai I am Gad ;*'*• 
and as the opening was attended to, I was led to show 
the necessity of revelation; for without this, no one can 
know God, neither can any one call him Lord, but by 
the spirit; and that all pretensions to worship the invisi- 
ble God, without this knowledge, will bear the inschp- 
tion, ^Ho the nnknoron Goc/,"t and must be but a supersti- 
tious worship; and that there is too much of this in aH 
societies in Christendom, as well as true worshippers in 
all. And after I had closed, my mind felt easy, and dear 
Susan R. Smith appeared in supplication, and so thi» 
blessed meeting ended in praise to Him, to whom all 
praise is due. I know, that of myself, I could not have 
opened things as they were opened in that meeting: 
but it was the Lord's work, saith my soul. 

Then, on Third-day, I returned back to the city, and 
on Fourth-day, attended the meeting on Twelfth street, 
Wh|ch^ was held in silence. This is the second meeting 
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f bure attended in this place in silence. On Fifth-day, j 
ati^-udt'U meieting at Green street, in which William 
Griii^ory was married to Murgarct Williams, lie bcii^ 
iibout eighty years of age, and Bhe about fifty. This 
waa a good meeting; the Lord was present, and owned 
U5, by Hie shedding ahro.id of his love which filled our 
hearts, and we were made to rejoice in Him, our helper. 
Sixth-day evening, nf seven o'cloci;, I had a large 
meeting by appointment, in Tivelflh street meeting 
house, wherein my mouth was opened in gospel autbo^•^ 
ity to declare the truth, in which the Ijord helped me 
to clear my mind, »nd I feH peace tht^iein. Then on 
Severith-day, went to Frankfort, to meet my dear brotli- 
er labourer in the gospol, Daniel Pnckett, who had ap- 
pointed a meeting there, at three o'clock in the after- 
noon. We attended it, and Daniel had good senice 
therein. We lodged in Frunkfort, at the house of Hen- 
ry Pilic, who is married to Mary Walton, my dear young 
friftnd, who was my nurse, when in a weakly state at 
her father's, as hath beeti mentioned heretofore. She 
is now a ministerof the gospel, and in all appearances, < 
IS likely to do well. I was greatly rejoiced to tn' her, 
and to see her so well settled in this life. May she anit 
her dear husband hold on to know the LutA; then will 
he own to know them, and to blesiS them together, hoth 
in basket and in store, both spiritually and temporally, 
Pint-dojf^ the Blh. — Returned back lo the city, and itt 
the forenoon attended the North meeting, which was 
large, and in which 1 had a good opportunity, through 
the Master's help, to clear my mind, so that 1 felt cleai^ 
bf the city, and in the evening went out as far as Henry 
Bowman's. Then, on Second-day, we started towards 
^ome, and travelled on, without taking any meetings in 
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the way, until we got to Redstone. There we attended 
their First-day meeting, on the 22nd of the Twelfth 
month, which was pretty large, and in which I had close 
doctrine to deliver to some^ who were past the meridian 
of life, and not fully in possession of the inward life, as 
it is in Jesus. 

On Second-day, we rested at Isaac Walker's the 
weather being very cold. I went to see Hannah Far- 
quhar, who had been long afflicted with the dropsy. 
She was in a sweet, resigned frame of mind, and we 
were enabled, a little, to rejoice in Him, who had been 
with us in health, and liad not forsaken us in the time of 
bodily weakness ; and under a sense of his never-failing 
goodness, we parted, expecting never to see each other 
again in this life. 

On Third-day, we pursued our journey, and got to 
the settlement of Friends near Mountpleasant, to the 
house of Emmor Bailey. On F^ifth and Sixth-days we 
rode to Smithfield, and on Seventh-day, had a highly 
favoured meeting there. Finst-day, the 29th, had two 
meetings: the first in the forenoon, at Short-creek, and 
the other at three o'clock in the afternoon, at Mount- 
pleasant. These were both favoured meetings, in 
which I found great relief. 

Second-day. — Rested at Emmor Bailey's. Here I Wcis 
cohfined with a pain in my head pari of this day. It 
was the first time I had been confined «ince 1 left home, 
which to me, and many others, seems almost like a mir- 
acle, considering the weakly state of health which I 
have been in for some years past. 

On Third day, we had a crowded meeting at Con- 
cord, in which life arose, to the refreshing of many 
minds, so that they could say that ihey were glad they 
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fmd been there^ although Uie weather was very cold. 
Then, on the First day of the First month, 1823, were 
at St. Ciairsville. This meeting was small, and although 
I had good service to those who were present, yet my 
mind was not so well satisfied as at some other places, 
for I wished to have more of the inhabitants of the town 
together. But they were too much taken with the 
amusements of a new yearns day, to attend a serious and 
religious meeting; which caused great sorrow on their 
accounts, under which I had to leave them, and 
went that night to Plainfield, so much, depressed in 
spirit, that I could not desire notice given of my prospect 
of being with Friends next day, it being their meeting 
day in course. I went to meeting under great depres- 
sion and anguish of mind, unknown to any but myself 
and the Lord, who knew the inmost trials of my mind^ 
and was pleased to reward me openly in this meeting; 
for after a lively testimony, he was pleased to appear 
in bis own likeness,' w'hich is light, to the inner man, in 
this language: ^Well done, thou good and faithful ser- 
vant; thou hast been faithful"^ in this little journey; I 
now set thee at liberty;- thou mayest now return home to 
thy family, whQm I have kept as in the hollow of my 
hand;'' under a sense of which, my soul, spirit and body, 
bowed in thanksgiving and praise, to him who liveth 
forever and ever, who regards the low estates of his ser- 
vants, and lifteth their heads on high: and I was en* 
abled to entreat that he might be pleased to be with 
his people every where, to purify his church, and more 
and more to cleanse and clothe her with the beautiful 
garments of righteousness, and fit her for the bride- 
s;room.

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so after this blessed meeting was over, we pursued 
our jouniey, and mj soul rejoiced that I was liberated 
to return to my dear wife and jfamilj, who were then 
well (as 1 confidently believed,) and whom I should 
meet again, which had at times been doubted by me, it 
being a sickly time wbere tbey were, and had been for 
tome time before I feft home. On Seventh-day, we got 
toZanesville; and on First-day, the 5th of the First 
month| 1823, we rested there and attended the meeting 
of Friends in town, which was small and in which I 
bad good service. Next day we travelled nine miles, 
and were waterbound the rest of the day. Then on 
Third-day morning, we came on, and on Fifth-day, rest- 
ed and attended meeting at Dry-run^ which was favor- 
ed, many not of ourt^ society, were present, who were 
still and attentive, and some of tbem were much 
tendered. 

On First-day, the 12th, we attended Mianu meetings 
to good satisfaction; then on Third-day, about two 
o'clock, got home and found all well. I was joyfully 
received by my dear wife, ttid we were truly glad to 
meet again, having been separate three months, during 
which f travelled by computation near fourteen hundred 
miles, and attended about thirty-nine meetings. 

After my return home, I enjoyed great inward peace 
of mind, and often felt that my travels and vocal labors 
were drawing to a close; that my day's work had been 
done in the day time, and that if the night is approaching 
I feel resigned. 

In a few weeks after my return home, I was taken 
apparently with a great cold, ainl very hard cough, 
which soon confined nrie to my chamber, and pretty 
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much to my bed. AAer being long confioed; my mind 
became impressed to write as followa: 

It is well known to many on tliid continent, fiat I 
have lired an active life, in which I have not believed, 
nor followed cuiimngly devised fables, neither the rudi- 
menla of inen, nor human reason alone; but havft be- 
lieved ill the doctrines of Ihe glorious gospel of our 
blessed Lorjl and Saviour Jesus Christ, as they slai>d 
recorded in the Scriptures of Truth: and not only be- 
cause (hey stand there, but because the Spirit of God 
bore witnesswith my spirit, that these things were true. 

This doctrine 1 have believed from a child, and when 
I became obedient to the manifestations of Divine 
grace in my own breast, given to me, (and not to me 
alone, but to all men,) to profit witha], I was called up- 
on to publish the same to mankind, nhichcall 1 obeyed, 
Cotiferring not with flesh and blood, but trusting in Mb 
dime promise, that "that he would be with his follow- 
ers to the end of the world."* Tliis promise I have 
found faifilled; so tliat through liis divine aid, I have 
been enabled to go forth amongst all classes, and to pub- 
'lish this, his gospel, in large and mixed nssemblies, 
I where there were various states: the power accompa- 
nying the word; so that the mouths of the gainsayers 
nere stopped, and the minds of the unbulievers shaken. 
In these close exercises no one dared openly oppose me, 
but the unbeliever*, often talked behind my back, call- 
ing me a liar, and a fool, and saying that I would alter 
my mind before I died. Now as 1 have been confined 
tiFte^Q months to my chamber and bed, wherein I Lave 
Kad fiill opportunity to consider, and reconsider these 
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things, and feeling, that my close is drawing near, fdr 
the comfort of my well wishers every where, and for the 
stopping of the mouths of gainsay ers, 1 give this forth as 
my last testimony to the glorious gospel, that my faith 
hath in my silent meditation, became more and more 
strengthened in God, in his Son, Jesus' Christ, and in 
his glorious gospel. I have become deeply exercised 
from day to day, on account of the disobedient and 
unbelieving, seeing the awful situation that they are in, 
and will unavoidably centre in, if they do not return, 
repent, and live. ^Vtrily^4here is a reward for the rigki' 
eous^ verily^ there is a God that judgethV^'^ 

Now, to the glory, honor, and dignity of that God, in 
whom I have believed, be it ascribed that 1 feel no con- 
demnation, but that my soul is enabled to say, S)h death 
where is thy sting I oh gravel where is thy victory !"t 
and this, not in the dark^ but- under the influence of the 
inshining light of the glorious gospel, wherein I may flay, 
>j that I feel many who have seen and heard me, very 
near to my. best life; hoping that we shall ere long^'meeit 
in the mansion of eternal peace.
